Page 2 has several German propaganda articles in English 
including a re-print from the N.Y. World Telegram " A 
rude awakfening for a visitor.- New; ^ork cops turn Czech 
dream of the u nited States into a nightmare.” 

Page 2, last column, center has an English article 
” Germany's output in iron and steel greater than U.S.A.'s”. 

Page 2, last column, 1 bottom has a double-width feature 
article in English ” Equality end Tolerance". It.is a 
letter signed C.L. addressed to the W r eckruf in Philadelphia 
in which the writer complains that answering an employment 
ad in a Philadelphia newspaper he v;as interviewed by an 
executive of one of "the finest firms” in Philadelphia 
and upon stating that he was of u erman birth was informed 
by his prospective employer that he could not get the job. 

” You see- it seems that this firm, for one reason or 
another, must register its employes- that is at least 
the ones doing that particular kind of work- with the 
State Department in Washington, this business man was 
afraid to hire me, because, as he put it, he would most 
certainly run into difficulties with the State Department 
by hiring and necessarily, registering me, as having been 
born in u ermany." The letter, which goes on with much in¬ 
dignation fails to state any specific data.

DEGENER is the. executive secretarv of tl fe BOARD OF TRADE 
FOR GERMAN AMERICAN COMMERCE, also known as the GERMAN 
AMERICAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.- This is an American orga¬ 
nization, at least technically,and on the board are 
prominent American executives like ^r. Mooney of General 
Motors Export Corp. etc. DEGENER is a rabid Nazi and it 
was stated in previous reports that in 1933cand 1934 
information was received by .the McCormack Committee that 
DEGENER was actually a member of the German Nazi Party 
even though presumably an American citizen. DEGENER has 
been a regular contributor to the Weckruf and his articles- 
always carrying his official chamber of commerce affilia¬ 
tion title heretofore were usually confined to economic 
subjects.- In the books of the BUND’s predecessor, the ■' 
FRIENDS OF NET GERMANY I personally saw in 1934 sskx 
0EGENER listed as a substantial contributor. 


This current article of DEGENER while it has a thin 
economic veneer is definitely political propaganda. 

It employs some of the strongest German Nazi terminology 
and technique. It contains a whole paragraph disparaging 
conditions in the United States and strong anti-Jewish 
propaganda. It also quotes th^XDEUTSCHE SONNTAGSPOST, 
a u erman language paper which appears in Winona, Minnesota 
with an anti-fiev;ish article. 


In this connection it may be raqiled that this MINNESOTA 
paper is one of the chain of oneYLEICHT in Winona, Minn, 
about whom I reported before : Seme time ago the u wiss 
Consul G en eral informed me confidentially that LEICHT’s 
publishing firm was diseminating obvious German propaganda 
among G e rman-language papers throughout the United States. 

DEGENER’s article also praises a pro-German speech by 
Congressman FRED CRAWFORD. The DEGENER article closes 
with the assertion that "an influential group" of Congressmen 
had not$f$ed the government in Washington that it better 
resume normal trade relations with Germany. The DEGENER 
article is furthermore characterized by an exceptionally 
arrogant tone throughout, towards the American government. 

Page 3 has the weekly ^er.man short wave radio program with 
the slogan in G erman " Tune in Uerlin." 

Page 3 , col. 4 and 5 has an anonymous German article 
" The papers on the annexation of Patagonia a forgery" 
which is written in the most' aggressive G erm an propaganda 
style. 






Page 3, col. 3, center, has a German notice recommending 
the underwear frim L.M./THEUNE at 879 Woodward 
Avenue, near Catalpa anA Forrest Avenue in Brooklyn. 

r Page 3, last colun, has a gain the German ad of the 
HAMBURG AMERICAN LINE-NORTH GERMAN LINE for the trips 
to u ermany to the Rhineland celebration of the German 
Americans at Koblenz on Spetember 12th to 14th. 

Page 4, col. 1, bottom has a G erman editorial " Detroit 
and Cleveland- The 'freedom' of workers riots, of strikes 
of sabotage of production and of increasing the cost of 
merchandise." The article violently attacks the " back¬ 
wardness ofp'Anierican legislation" and states that Americans 
are unjust.pfiedly arrogant but really can not get around 
the fact that Germany has regulated all labor matters in 
" such an exemplary manner" and that workers and employers 
in Germany are completely happy. 

Page 4, col 2 has facsimile reproductions of a resolution 
of theRevolutionary Soldiers Council in Munich in 1919 
demanding the shooting of-hostages; facsimile of a 
declaration of the same date of thejflndependent German 
Socialist Party, signed by the late7 Ernst Toller; a fac¬ 
simile,/in German, of the Executive’ Decree of the Revo¬ 
lutionary Tribunal in Munich, also signed,by Toller. 

Page 4 ,| col. 4 has a German article to go with these 
reproductions " ErnstVToller 1 s ' Provisional Revolu¬ 
tionary Central Councj.1'.- This murder central which had 
hostages shot in Munich, luckily was really only ' pro- 
visionary'; Toller, however, has definitely disappeared 
from the stage.." 

Page ,4, bottm, center has a Garman article signed by 
Hans aBeckert on behalf of theWerman Bakers..Associations 
in Am erica in whicahe protests! against’"the aspersions 
cast~on his organizations by tne ^eckruf in its July 
13th issue. 


Page ,4, col. 4 has the following in German among the 
classified ads:

However, the style indicates clearly 
that the piece was not written here but comes from 
abroad. It is a glorification of the murderers of 
the Austrian chancellor Dollfuss and describes the 
Nazi ceremonies held in the court of the prison where 
they were hanged. 

Page 5, bottom has three German articles on the 
n miracles of German aviation". The German magazine 
ARBEIT UND WEHR(Work and ^efense) a technical magazine 
is recommended . The address given is Verlag Arbeit 
Wehr und Wirtschaft- Verlag Hans Wilhelm Roediger, 

Dessauer Strasse 68, Berlin SW 11. 

Page 5, last column has a German article stating that 
the 96th STREET THEATER will bring the fifth sequence 
of the movie the “ew u ermany. Among 

the sequences in this installment, the article announces: 

" Strikes and &d>ots in all parts of the Woiid.- German 
workers take vacation cruises to Madeira or take trips 
to the Alps..." There is-also a UFA feature film. The 
article states " Ho German should miss this exceptional 
summer program." 

Page 5 last column: The IMPERIAL THEATER in Brooklyn 
advertises again in German ." The only purely German , 
Christian movie house in Brooklyn." 

Page 6, col 1 to 3, top under the German heading " The 
America-German Woman" has a German article " The ^mens 
Divisions of the Bund" by LISBETH KUEHLING of Local 
Astoria. In the article she denies that the Womens Di_ 
visons of the BUND are active politically. She states 
that their chief task is the work for the Winter Relief 
Fund and the raising of money through bunco evenings.

) n In all this the Fuehrer in no way,out of false modesty or 
because he wants to grab popularity, renounces the pomp which 
| is due to his position. To be received by him is already in 
jits external circumstances a very moving experience. When the 
\ two high doors open in front of one in the Wilhelm Strasse 
land one drives into the inner court and when one is received at 
fthe foot of the big stairs by the chief of the chancellery and 
(the First Adjutant while the sentries present arms, one receives 
jan impression which Increases with each further stpe through 
| the halls and the endlessly long gallery in this new ^eich 
j ^hancelleray which from an artisitic viewpoint is absolutely 
j unique.

.[ n But then after a very short wait/one suddenly stands facing the 
Fuehrer or rather he advnaces toward me and he extends his 
hand with such warm cordiality and he looks one straight in the 
eye so clearly and so frankly that all awe Immediately vanishes. 
And even ikitxg if there should remain a little shyness, it 
| immediately disappears in the face of the truiy genuine tact of 
\ heart with which the Fuehrer in greeting you says something 
I charmingly personal which forces one to think that he takes a 
j human interest, yes, that he actually guesses those things 
) which move one most inwardly. 

, n During every conversation which I had with the Fuehrer I 
;■ was almost amazed with how much frankness one can talk to him 
i and with how much attentiveness he listens to you, how one can 
submit to him even the most difficult and the most delicate 

S roblems. Even when Italked to him about the effects of the 
ewish question he did not show the slightest trace of anger 
( over those people who are his enemies. Quite the contisajpgs 

■ he rather showed compassion! In discussing the contem|^rifeed 
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Jewish state, he said that would really like to expand 
this state into a anatfciy structure which could really 
livebut that here too the lack of space was hampering hi^ 
the same lack of living space which oppresses Germany on 
all sides. Thus, he said, he could really hardly afford 
to give the °ews the territory around Lublin without takiig 
away too much from the Boles. And the Fuehrer said that 
the d ewish question could only be settled really in a broad 
manner if the clear realization of the necessity of this 
solution were joined by the availability of the necessary 
means, that is in the first place the necessary space. 

** Ln these words lay an unexpressed reproach against those 
powers which constantly attack Germany in the sharpest 
manner -because of her attitude in the Jewish question while 
at the same time they do not contribute anything decisive 
to its solution, and this despite the fact that these powers 
own the large empty spaces necessary for such a solution. 


n Basically -Molf Hitler Is an exceedingly soft person 
who justly once said of himself that he had learned to be 
terribly hard. This is also probably his attitude towards 
the war. I am firmly convinced that no one person endea¬ 
voured harder to avoid the war than he but he also never 
shied away from It for a second when it had really become 
inevitable. 


n If * write this here, it is not for my u erman readers that 
I am doing this because they know all this but for my foreign 
friends, more specifically for my American friends whom I 
have assured again and again that Hitler would preserve the 
peace if it was up to him. And to my American friends I also wat 
(want to say that the words with which I began my lecture in 
‘the banquet hall of the "stor Hotel in M ew *ork * I love Hitler 
'and I admire his genius* today after I have seen him face 
to face and after I have talked to him for hours are more 
iralld than ever. 

- n And if I write here of the Fuehrer and of my personal 
experiences with him in an account of a trip of a year and a 
lalf around the globe which took me to the foci of world 
lappenings it is because I see in him the strongest factor 
Tor the creation of a hRtjtwxxwHridxwxding new better world 
erder. 

{’’That does not mean that -“dolf Hitler wants to impose his ideolo 
gy upon the world or that he even wants to force it upon it. 
^Absolutely not. But he will make Germany a flurishing 

Country and he will make the Germans sups'; .happy people that 
’of necessity all other nations too will^ltflfempt to follow 
^ermany f s example. 
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" The Fuehrer has the will to do this. During luncheon 
he said two things which made the deepest impression on 
me. One was that he desires the freest development of 
every personality. Exactly as any increase of Mood in 
any part of the body is of advantage to tlie entire orga¬ 
nism thus everything which is created by Individual 
redounds to the advantage of the living organise of the 
nation. 

" That these are no empty words I can confirm from my own 
experience. 

" And secondly the Fuehrer said that he saw the ultimate 
goal of tt ational Socialism in bringing to the fullest bloom 
the potentialities for happyness inherent in every human 
being. 

" And he will make this a reality out of the tremendous force 
of his will as out of the genius of his intuition. The Fuehrer 
who never had come beyond Europe, who seldom ever had come 
beyond Germany developed a missionary world picture which 
was based on, such intimate knowledge of the world that I who 
after aH^kfiew the‘'world from innumerable trips over all the 
oceans ana countries could only sit there in utter amazement. 

n And all this is a furltpr reason why I simply must write 
about my meeting with tl# fuehrer. For decades I have travelled 
all over the world in search of the ultimate meaning, for the 
"will of the world." For years 1 had retired into solitude 
and have searched for it within myself. Then I once more 
went out into the world and 1 have finally found the will of 
the world in a human heart which unselfishly lives only for 
its nation and which is ready to spill its heart*s blood for 
I it. 

I" *o fulfill the will of the world, to complete fate happily 
I and deliberately that is the greatest thing which we can ex¬ 
perience. Hail to us that out of our midst a Fuehrer aroseix 
'who despite the eagle’s flight of his will, despite the 
genius of his spirit has remained a simple, modest man. Hail 
to us that we were born into a great era in which such great 
things are being completed."

The KINO and the .LITTLE GERMAN THEATER advertise German movies 
and German newsreels. 
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A complete transcription of Mr. Dies’ remarks is attached, 
following is a summary of the statement he made. 

Mr. Dies stated that a group is organized and well financed at the 
present .time,, seeking to destroy by vilification anyone opposing taem. He stated 
they smear their victims through innuendo and indirection by linking their names 
with those of persons actually guilty of sedition and. subversive activities.' 

Commenting on what he described as Winchell’s inference that the Dies 
Gommittee is protecting 30 persons charged with sedition and withholding information . 
about them, he stated Mr ."Rogge and his assistants worked for_several weeks going 
over the Committee records. He ■“claimed that 900 documents in "the Committee files 
would be used during the trial and that one of the officials had observed that 75% 
of the evidence in the- case came from the Dies Committee files. It is to be noted 
that this statement has previously come to the Bureau’s attention and while it cannot 
be accurately estimated how much of the evidence in the sedition case came from the 
Dies Committee, it is known that the figure of 75% is out of all proportion and that 
a much smaller percentage would be more accurate. 

With reference to Winchell’s charges that the Committee has not investi¬ 
gated Fascists, Mr. Dies pointed out that seven reports have been issued concerning 
Fascist activities and he then mentioned that 5,597 agents of the FBI, ONI, MIS and 
other agencies have sought information from the Committee records. During Mr. Dies* 
comment on the Committee’s investigation of Fascist activities, he inferred without 
stating positively that the closing of foreign consulates in this country was the 
result of the Dies Committee probes. 

Getting back to his main theme that a group was seeking to destroy its 
opponents by vilification, he stated that the FBI, ONI, MIS and his Committee have 
thoroughly exposed Nazi agents and that the "smearers" are really not concerned 
about this but are attempting to destroy their enemies by linking their names with 
such Nazi agents. He then pointed out that he js their enemy because he insists on 
investigating the-£ommunist Party and its fellow travelers. Winchell is a part of . 
the transmission'belt employed by this group, according to Dies, injecting political ( 
propaganda into his broadcasts and columns. Winchell is destroying the character 
'T-f and reputation of his opponents by insinuation and breaking down confidence in Congress,] 
^according to Mr. Dies. He quoted several of Winchell’s remarks considered typical 
and pointed out the insinuations in them. Mr. Dies promised that he would expose the 
persons behind Winchell who are directing what he characterized as the "smear bund".

tain false statements made about me and the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
of which I am the Chairman. I do not intend to exchange insults with Mr. Winchell. 
I do not question anyone*.s right to criticize Congress, While I am interested 
• in replying to the false .statements many times repeated on this program, I am 
more concerned to fix the attention cf the American people on one of the most 
sinister forces this nation has ever faced - a highly organized and well-financed 
enterprise to destroy by vilification the character of any public man who gets 
in the way of the objectives of the groups who manage and finance this offensive. 

It is difficult in a few minutes to describe the -technique of these men. Ws are 
at war. "Treason” and "sedition" are ugly words. These specialists in vilifica- * 
tion would not dare charge reputable men with sedition, but they have' found the 
means by which, through innuendo and indirection,”-they can select a victim and 
"smear him with the odium of treason while skirting the edge of libel laws. Let 
me.illustrate this. First they find an offender who is really guilty of sedition. 
Then without charging you with that offense, they merely mention your name re¬ 
peatedly in connection v/ith his. They identify you with his guilt by indirection. 

Recently the Government indicted thirty-people for sedition.- Using these 
persons as. a base, Mr. Winchell tells you about them in such a way as to leave"with 
you the impression that I and my Committee are protecting them. He infers that 
the Committee had information about them which had been deliberately withheld. 
Another time he says in his‘column that I am planning to investigate him and will 
time the investigation to coincide v/ith the dat8 of their trial in order to dis-" 
tract public attention from their guilt and create a reasonable doubt in their 
favor. Then he tells you that my Committee has done nothing to expose American 
Fascist movements. What he is saying by all this in innuendo is that I am shield-, 
ing Nazis and plotting-to divert attention from their trial, after deserting my 
sworn duty to investigate them. Actually, the facts are precisely the reverse. 

Our Committee began its work in August, 1938. Since then we have examined one 
hundred and seventy-eight witnesses'whose testimony dealt fully with Axis activity. 
That testimony fills over four thousand printed pages. We have seized their files. 
Our records_ are one* of the most extensive in existence on the subject. We have 
issued seven reports on Nazi, Fascist and Japanese agents here, fie have opened 
them to the press. Mr. Winchell, himself, has used them, and when he did I thanked 
him, as I did other reporters and commentators. In the last three years, 5,597 
agents from the FBI, Naval and Military Intelligence and other Government agencies 
have come to our Washington office for information. Our regional offices in 
New York, Chicago and Los Angles have similarly aided thousands of Federal agents. 
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. Mr* Winchsll lias talked a lot about the forthcoming trial of the 
thirty persons indicted for sedition in Washington. He has said this Committee 
did nothing to aid the Government. Ho man Knotting -the facts would make such 


& statement. Prior to the indictment, Mr. 0. Johspfegge, Special’'Assistant' 
to the Attorney General, came to our .offices with has agents and worked for. 
several weeks, and our Committee turned over*to ‘them over nine hundred documents 
. to be used as evidence. These consist chiefly of the files of. the indicted per¬ 
sons seized by our Committee in 1933, 39 .and 40. An official, of the•Department 
of Justice recently stated that seventy five- per cent of the evidence to be used 
. in these trials was supplied by our Committee. Our Committee exposed Bund leaders 
Kuhn and .Eunse, and they went to Jail. We ercpcssd a flock of Cermsn and Italian 
agencies, whereupon the Government closed their Consulates and sent their agents 
.to jail or out 02 / the country. Our Cpmmittee exposed long ago William Dudley 
^jpelley, George sy^Bbatherege, Jametf-sj^sne, Parke^S^ge, WillianTit^p^rman, Garland 
T^lderman and others now under indictment. ' ✓ - 

How, in the presence of these facts, why does Mrv Winchell say we are 
protecting these people? Well, let ms clear this up. 'These smearers are not 
'interested in exposing Nazi agents here. That job has already been thoroughly 
done by the FBI, the Naval and Military Intelligence Units and our Committee. 

• They are interested, however, in using the .exposure of these Nazi-agents to 
destroy their political opponents by linking through innuendo the names of 
reputable and loyal citizens to these Nazi agents to punish them because.of 
their opposition -to the objectives of this smear bund. My crime is- not my 
failure to expose the Nazi and Fascist agencies, because the public records ■ 
show I have exposed them. My crime is my refusal to join in the ■ conspiracy 
of character assassinations.by using the power of our Committee .to.smear loyal ■ 
citizens. It is ray insistence on investigating, as well Communist Party members 
, and fellow-travellers and those who echo their Party line. 

Now, I want to say this. Mr. Winchell is not in himself important. ■ 

For a number of years he has made a living peddling bedroom key-hole scandal 
. .to the American people. Now, of course, a man in that business can get an 
enormous audience on the radio. Mr. Winchell, with this big audience, also 
has a political value. He can be used as a transmission belt to deliver politi¬ 
cal propaganda, handing it on, sandwiched in between his selections of divorces, 
infidelities and. other social derelictions* In this case., Mr*. Winebell is being 
used as a transmission belt to deliver into millions of ears damaging statements, „ 
half truths, cunningly slanted implications, designed to impugn the loyalty and 
to destroy the character of American public men who oppose the objectives of 
these groups and to break down confidence in the Congress of ; the United S'bates. 

I hope Mr. Winchell will not say that he is not being so used, because ha has 
.freely, although perhaps unconsciously admitted it. Only last Sunday he told 
us someone had charged he had been 1: kicked out” of the Navy. I do not know 
whether he was "kicked out 55 or not. I am not interested. But-1 am interested 
in his own account of his departure from the Navy. He said he had been removed 
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from active to inactive duty for reasons which cannot be told until after the 
war*. Here are his own words: "When I demanded active duty for the fourth time, 

I was instructed to stay on the radio with the following words: ‘Some men must 
go overseas to be shot, and some must stay over here to be stabbed in the back. 1 
Now, I ask, who told Walter Winchell that? He says he cannot tell until the v;ar 
ends, biit he admits he is under orders from some powerful person from whom he 
is willing to take orders to stay on the radio. For what purpose? To .sell beauty- 
preparations as a part of the war effort? Of oourse not. He was ordered' to stay 
on the radio to do what he is doing - to carry on the work of the smear bund 
to intimidate its opponents and to discredit the Congress. But who is this- smear 
bund?- Who is this great personage with so much- power that he ean reach into the 
Navy to keep Hr. Winchell on the air and off the sea for propaganda purposes? 

And who is so exalted that his name cannot be breathed until the war ends? Who 
are these other groups linked with him in this strange un-AmejIcan enterprise of 
smearing men into silence? What are their objectives? The- President appeals to 
the American people for unity, but at. the same time this man is. busy weekly on the 
air, daily in the papers, hurling insults which impugn the patriotism and loyalty- 
of the Congress and the various public leader’s and the people who elect them. 

Typical of these insults which Mr. .Winchell has broadcast.in the.past 
two years is the following: "The only trouble with the sedition indictments is 
that while the defendants-are in court, some of their supporter's are still in . 
Congress.” Then again he said, "What -the country needs are some more trials, ov 
better- still, impeachments, especially among.the men who make and break their own 
laws.” A new low was reached on September 7, 1942, when he stated, ''Many of- 
Hitler f s American pals have been arrested, but too many have been re-nominated. 1 ' 
Also on the air he has used the phrase "cheap and vulgar politicians' in Congress" 
'in referring to the members of that body. He has been equally vicious and untrue 
in statements appearing in his column where he has written, "Congress includes 
some' of the sorriest stumble-bums in the nation." And only a few weeks ago, he 
referred to the House of Representatives as the "Eouse of Reprehensibles". ?Jhat, 

1 ask, in the name of fairness is accomplished for unity by such attacks? Who 
is responsible fox' this? I think the people want to know. If Mr. Winchell is a 
tool, who is handling that tool? It must be obvious to every patriotic citizen 
that such false and malicious attacks tend to undermine the confidence of the 
people in the legislative branch of our Government. What could be a greater dis- 
service to this country in time of war? 

Hr. Winchell, you have had much to say about tolerance. What could be 
more intolerant thsn these un-American attacks?- Such attacks are the chief 
characteristics of Fascism and the very essence of intolerance. You, Mr. Win¬ 
chell, seem to have forgotten that those who expect tolerance fi'om others, should 
practice tolerance themselves. This would be ssi’ious if Hr. Winchell were the 
only Charlie’McCarthy of the smear bund. He is, however, only one of many. Who• 
are they? Who is behind then? The American people would like to know, and I 
promise you that Congress will soon find out. Congress is the last bulwark -of 
your freedom. Win the war for freedom and destroy tbs power of Congress and 
you \?ill have lost your freedom.

Fellow ii-aericans, we are really fighting two wars - one is a war of 
men, guns, tanks, planes and. ships; the other is a war of ideology, rumors, 
intolerance, character assassinations, subversive activities and propaganda 
that seek to destroy representative government. V/e must win both of these wars 
to preserve our freedom and guarantee that when my boy and your boy and our loved 
ones return from tills awful conflict, they will, find .the same Stars and Stripes 
waving triumphantly over the same institutions of freedom for which they fought 
ana bled and for which their gallant comrades died.

The N. Y. Times of Oct. 25, 1939, quotes you as addressing the N. Y. Herald-Tribune an¬ 
nual “Forum” thus: “Vigilantes, no matter in what manner they act or what ideals they proclaim, 
are un-American, unpatriotic and subversive.” 

Emanating from so high an “authority” as an Ex-President of the U. S., such dogma, repug¬ 
nant to fundamentals of the nation, like the advocacy of the overthrow of Republicanism and 
the substitution therefor of Democracy, must be publicly challenged, as a patriotic duty, by loyal 
American citizens. 

Is your ideal of Americanism the pacifism of that Quakerism which "conscientiously” asks 
to be excused from going to war to defend Christ, Home and Country—in consonance with the 
1936 petition of the Central Conference of American Rabbis to exempt from military service Jew¬ 
ish “conscientious” objectors, “as has long been granted to members of the Society of Friends”? 

The Russian Rabbi’s son, George E. Sokolsky, eulogized you in the N. Y. Herald Tribune of 
Feb. 2, 1939, regarding your refugee attitude, emphasizing your "Quakerism” in commenting upon 
the point that the “Friends Sect” is welcoming refugees to America by the thousand, regardless of 
millions of jobless Americans. 

Now, so long as church members act to keep church and state separate in America, and do not 
meddle in politics, they are in harmony with the religious freedom clause of our Constitution; but 
when they dogmatize in politics, those of us who, like myself, are not church members although 
pro-Christ, rise to demand that His command in such matters be followed—“Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s and unto God the things that are God’s.” 

True Americanism—Religious morality teaching, Yes; church temporal power, No! 

This nation was not established by pacifism. Our forefathers listened to immortal Patrick 
Henry’s “Is life so sweet or peace so dear as to be purchased at the price of chains and slavery and 
under the slogan “Give me Liberty or Give me Death”, they fought to the last ditch for us, as well 
as themselves, at Valley Forge and elsewhere—to found, NOT the democracy-extreme of autocracy— 
as you and your Jewish friends claim—but the golden mean of A REPUBLIC. 

WHY? Let great Constitution-Framer James Madison answer: “Pure democracies have ever 
been found incompatible with PERSONAL SECURITY OR RIGHTS OF PROPERTY.” And, con¬ 
sequently, the word “democracy” does not appear either in the Constitution or the Declaration of 
Independence. 

CITIZENSHIP TRAINING MANUAL SUBVERTED 

Under the circumstances, I cannot understand why you, as President-Cornmander-in-Chief of 
the U. S. Army permitted in 1932 the withdrawal, discontinuance and suppression of the 1928 
U. S. Army Citizenship Training Manual TM-2000-25, because Social Democrat Senator Geo. W. 
Norris told Congress that it contained “controversial matter”, among other things attacking this 
paragraph: “Socialism or Communism, which negates property rights; anarchy, which negates 
law; substitution of direct action for representative government; government ownership—all should 
be avoided as perils that threaten the very foundation of The Republic.” 

In the introduction to that manual this significant proclamation appeared: “The American 
Philosophy of Government emphasizes that the Government of the U. S. is NOT A DEMOCRACY, 
but a Republic.” Is that also “controversial”? And is it a controversial statement that “The atti¬ 
tude of democracy toward property is COMMUNISTIC?"—as indicated by James Madison? 

Wasn’t such a suppression subversive? 

In my opinion, Champions of Democracy, such as yourself and Roosevelt, are playing into the 
hands of anti-national Jewry, whose rabbis, at their 1936 “Sanhedrin”, demanded “A Thoroughly 
SOCIALIZED Democracy”—which is Communistic—in place of our republican form of government— 
because, as President Cohen of the B’nai B’rith declares, Jews cannot live under any political system 
except that of democracy. 

Witness this confession as to how Jews are breaking down The Republic: Rabbi David de 
Sola Pool was quoted in the N. Y. Times of Oct. 22, 1939, as saying: “The United States has been 
built up into a great reservoir of DEMOCRACY . . and has received CONSTANT INVIGORATION 
THROUGH WAVES OF REFUGEES.” In other words, a subversive LEVELING DOWN, instead 
of upward progress. . 

You appointed Eugene Meyer, Jr., Governor of the Federal Reserve System. You made Ben¬ 
jamin N. Cardozo U. S. Supreme Court Justice. Your former secretary says Julius Klein was your 





right hand man in international trade affairs. Bernard M. Banach was frequently consulted by you 
in vital financial matters. Louis Lichtenstein Straus of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., was a close friend when 
you were President. Mordecai Ezekiel was part of your regime. All these men are Jews. In a 1932 
Presidential campaign circular published in your favor, Jews proclaimed in California “Hoover 
Loves Us!” 

We sire highly advised to judge by deeds. Combined with recent Senate approval of the 
Frankfurter appointment to the U. S. Supreme Court, its Oct. 27 vote to appeal the anti-war arms 
embargo vividly reveals its abject subserviency to Jewish Anti-Americanism demands. 

However, all this is preliminary, and to establish record. I return to your dogma that “No 
matter in what manner they act, Vigilantes are un-American, unpatriotic, subversive.” 

That is an unwarranted as well as an unqualified declaration tantamount to a false brand¬ 
ing of eternally vigilant patriots as traitors to The Republic which they are trying to save by fol¬ 
lowing George Washington’s advice to “watch over” our “political fortress with jealous care.” 


IN DEFENCE OF VIGILANTEISM 

Defending Vigilanteism, I am not referring to lawless “strikes”, or rioting Communists or 
“violent Fascists.” I am dealing with true American Vigilanteism. Perhaps you don’t know what 
that is. It is not Bolshevism, capitalistic state dictatorship of the majority, as in Russia. It is not 
International Communism, Jewish dictatorship tool over the proletariat. It is not the master- 
leadership of European Fascism or Nazism—although it stands shoulder to shoulder with them 
against anti-national Jewish internationalism or communizing. 

True American Vigilanteism is "A Posse Comitatus”—The Vigilant reserve-power of the 
community in militant legal action to preserve-pi-otect-defend the unalienable rights of the people. 
It is the White Terror of the Subversionist! It holds that sovereign political power resides in intel¬ 
ligent individual responsibility—making man Master of Government. Through militant patriotic ac¬ 
tivities—which may or may not be in accord with Quaker ideals—it legally recaptures peacefully, 
if it can, forcefully, if it must, those individual liberties which have been lost through treasonable 
acts of faithless public servants. 

When our Washington national agency usurps any of the functions of the republican sov¬ 
ereign states, the great retained rights of the citizenry are adversely affected, and under the guar¬ 
antees of the Constitution they have a duty to resist. When the national political seivants of the 
people fail to perform their duties, citizens automatically become virtual state militia—Constitu¬ 
tional Vigilantes under sheriff-deputizing—armed with sovereign rights reassumed under the con¬ 
stitutional pledge “the right of citizens to bear arms shall not be infringed.” • 

Look back! The settler-pioneers of America were the original Vigilantes. When threatened 
by savage foes, they left their plow’s and took up arms. In the Lexington-liberation days of the 
Young Nation militant eternal vigilance w r as the price of safety as well as liberty. When freedom 
w ? as gained, they crossed the continent, and, as you well know', in the black California days of ’49, 
when law and order was broken dowm, lawful-minded vigilantes rounded up known criminals and 
purged the community of destructive elements. Only recently have patriotic Vigilantes rescued peace¬ 
ful communities from communistic violence. 

And when law' and order are restored, true vigilantes voluntarily lay down their amis, and 
return to the arts of peace. 

Is THAT un-American? Is THAT Unpatriotic? IS THAT SUBVERSIVE? 

NO! You are wrong, Mr. Hoover. 

Today America is confronted with the greatest crisis in its history. The administration of 
the government of, by and for the people has been TURNED AGAINST THEM by anti-national in¬ 
ternationalists WHO WANT WAR—to destroy our republican form of government. 

IN THE HANDS OF AMERICAN VIGILANTES LIES THE SALVATION OF THE RE¬ 
PUBLIC! 


There is a limit, Mr. Hoover, at which tolerance ceases to be a virtue, as w'as well said by 
Edmund Burke. And in my judgment, you, as Tolerance Apostle No. 1, with other democracy- 
politicians, are guilty of reprehensible negligence in failing to watch over the political fortress of 
The Republic with jealous care.

Suppression of Wax Dept. Citizenship Manual Follows His Criticism of Its Exposure of Socialism- 

Communism as Perils to the Republic. 


Citizenship Training Manual (TM-2000-25) of the War Department of the United States was 
officially issued Nov. 30, 1928. By those who compiled the Manual this statement is made: 

“Training Manual 2000-25 is the product of years of study and instruction. Every sentence was 
criticized by competent authorities, and approved by them as being correct and in harmony with the 
American Philosophy of Government.” 

Following arc some of the important passages in Training Manual 2000-25: 

“The American Philosophy of Government emphasizes that “THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES IS NOT A DEMOCRACY BUT A REPUBLIC. 

“DEMOCRACY is a government of The Masses; authority derived through mass meeting or any other form 
of ‘direct’ expression results in mobocracy; attitude toward property IS COMMUNISTIC—negating property rights; 
attitude toward law is that the will of the majority shall regulate, whether it be based upon deliberation or gov¬ 
erned by passion, prejudice and impulse, without restraint or regard to consequences; results in demagogism, license, 
agitation, discontent, anarchy. In practice . . . our form of government ... is that of self-government by represen¬ 
tation, which is ‘the golden mean between autocracy and democracy.’ ” 

By War Department letter of Sept. 6, 1932, Citizenship Training Manual 2000-25 was withdrawn 
after a criticism on the floor of the U. S. Senate—as printed in Congressional Record Vol. 75, June 9, 
1932, Pages 12782-5. “Some of the matter was found to be of a controversial nature” says War De¬ 
partment letter of July 18, 1939, responding to request for a copy of the suppressed TM-2000-25.

Letter dated May 11, 1942 from J. E. CONKER, 1121 Bedford 
Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, was £t.ddrgssed to EDMONDSON. The bulk of the 
two pages concerned the part of rifews and the Hebrew language in reli¬ 
gious history, ami indicated the Writer's disagreement with the theories 
of an unidentified book on that subject. J. E. CONKER stated that the 
news appeared Detter for "our T.'est Coast" for he had feared a bombing for 
a time. He commented that the feeling "here" about the war is that "we" 
must finish what "vre" have'begun, and that so far as the Japs vrere con¬ 
cerned, there was no difference of ^opinion. He further stated that he 
would not be surprised if he were summoned to -.ashington to testify. He 
stated that in such case "I shall keep mum as to my friends and associates 
but as to the enemy I must follow my usual course and I care not where it 
leads me." 


Copy of a letter from EDMONDSON to Attorney JOHN S. 1 TSE, 
JR, „ 138 best 16th Street, New York City, dated April 5, 1942 indicated 
lack of surprise that PZLLEY had been arrested.. Me expressed astonishment 
that " J.KCHELL had missed him (EDMONDSON).

By letter to Mr. and Mrs. EDMONDSON dated March 14, 1942., 
MARY LEACH, Secretary to ELIZABETH BILLING, Patriotic Research Bureau, 

8 South Dearborn, No. 708, Chicago, Ill., .had thanked them for their ef¬ 
forts and sympathy in Mrs. DILLINGS 1 behalf,. She placed chief blame for 
her trouble on the Jews and r TNCHELL. 

There was included the March 10, 1942 (Bulletin No. 304) 
CHARLES B. HUDSON'S "America in Danger," 4327 Grant Street, Omaha, Nebr. 

This publication, allegedly a "T.'eekly exposed of un-Americanism in educa¬ 
tion, i- inance, Labor, Politics and Religion, and Condensed News for Truth 
Seeking Readers", there was indicated a strong anti-Semitic policy and some 
anti-British sentiment.

k postcard dated April 25, 1942 was addressed to Mr. and Mrs. 
EDMONDSON and was from ‘ ALTER CRICK, Ritz Carlton Hotel, Philadelphia, Pa. 
CRICK indicated that he had been working very hard; that he was starting 
on a journey South and Lest to Chicago, Houston and San Dic 6 o and asked 
"How far >dll I get." 

EDMONDSON acknowledged this card by letter dated April 6 
(?), 1942. He indicated that poor health prevented a repetition of their 
Santa Barbara meetings. EDMONDSON mentioned that he vas living in less 
expensive quarters and'that no "J'S" wore in town. He stated that things 
"seem to be moving in the right direction for a final reckoning....whicn 
I have always predicted - a Civil ./ar." 

Another letter to'the EDMONDSONS from ‘.'ALTER CRICK is dated 
May 9 , 1942. It is on stationary from the wmerson Hotel, Baltimore, I'd ., 
but has the return address listed as Hotel Collingwood, 45. ..est 35 Street, 
Now York City, tin mentioned that there was nothin^ nice about his job 
"now" 5 that trains and hotels were crowded and that orders Kdhon tak&h are 
partly lost and otherwise • delayed for from six to twelve months before 
delivery. 

By letter dated July 2, 1942, EDMONDSON wrote CRICK at the 
above Now York City address a letter of introduction for JO® J. LOOSER 
of Grass Valley, Calif. CRICK was said to bean economic authority of the 
first grade, and LOOSER, allegedly one of Grass Valley’s prominent btasi- 
ness men, was being referred to him since he, LOOSER, was. interested, in 
future developments in this connection. 

An undated New Years greeting picture card displayed a 
swastika between two candles and was signed by T TLLIAM H. SASSAMAN. 
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A Christmas greeting card (1937) displayed & swastika and 
was signed by ADRIEN aRCAMD, Canadian Fascist leader, reported to oe at 
present in an internment camp.

Letters signed "C. ^^ividently from MRS. ALBERT.T. 
LEATISRBEB, 42 Rockview Street, Jamaica Plains, Mass., were as follows: 

January 22, 1939 a letter from Mrs. LEATHEHBEE to EDMONDSON 
expressed opposition to the attempts of government leaders, including 
Secretary of '..ar STIMSON, to remove the Arms Embargo to Spa.in. 

September 15, 1941. a friendly letter to EDMONDSON regard¬ 
ing past correspondence, admiration for Col. LINDBERGH, and his speeches. 
It was mentioned that LINDBERGH’S last speech was toned down just enough 
to be on the safu side. 


November 3, 1941- This was a rambling letter with reference 
to considerable past correspondence. - L t was mentioned that the neighbor 
who was for "Bundles for Britain" -would not "see the light.” Mrs. LtL.THERBEE 
inquired if it could be that "our Uncle Sam had been turned over openly to 
"Comrade Joe" by the "traitors in power." She remarked that they were try¬ 
ing to have "Deaft old PETAIK’S" representatives ousted and she made several 
derogatoryj’ejn.-rks regarding Gen. DE OaLLE. She referred to some "forth¬ 
right an|^ii§sf^-vorded leaflets recently issued by the America First Com¬ 
mittee” jn^gfeaided some of EDMONDSON’S works and remarked that ROOSEVELT 
was "surrbunded by his Kikes." Much of the letter was illegible. 


December 7, 1941, a long rambling personal letter with 
little mention of politics. Evidently it was written prior to the announce¬ 
ment of the- Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor as no mention of war was made 
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therein. 


i* letter from EDMONDSON to his wife wrp£jHap>o only as 
Modnesday afternoon stated that things wore coming along all right in 
Philadelphia. ^ advised that he got the fifty' lbs. package off on the 
SS HANSa (? HA.USA) for Germany 3 that he saw the German Consulate; that 
he delivered the package to Pier 36 for Erfurt; that transportation was 
free; that "the; 1 ’ seem to be glad to do it vrhen I told them what it was 
all about, which is sensible. I want to stand high over there." 


A letter to J»rs. EDMONDSON, 400 v-est 160 Street, IL.-v York 
City, dated April 29, 1933, was signed YVONNE ARCAND, Parti National 
Society Chretien du Canada, Montreal. The writer mentioned that she had 
worked very hard and she commanded EDMONDSON’S struggle against Jewry.

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'She closed the letter with "I£ best Fascist salute.” It was noted that • 

in the top left hand corner oi the pa^-e was printed a swaski with the 
word SERVIAM thereunder. . • 

A copy of a loiter evidently from Mrs. EDMONDSON to MRS. 
REBEKAH C. DODGE, Borgo Pinti, 27 Florence, Italy, dated July 29, 1939, 
thanked ter for ter analysis cf coixtitions in Italy and for her payment 
for subscription to EDMONDSONS publications. Mrs. EDMONDSON discussed 
the Christian Science Monitor, indicating that a struggle was in progress 
between the "Pro-News and pro-Fascists" with the issue still in doubt. She 
agreed with Mrs. DODGE'S admiration for MUSSOLINI and expressed regret about 
the anti-German fooling in Italy. She expressed a strong anti-British 
attitude and condemned the activities of the British Bureau of Propaganda 
in attempting to propagandize Germany. She criticized strongly the Treaty 
of Versailles. . . 



Mrs. EDMONDSON mentioned that LOUIS K. BIRINGI, Cleveland, 
Ohio, had sent EDMONDSON an aitographed copy of nis book "Uhy the Treaty 
of Versailles is Void" with complimentary remarks about EDMONDSON'S acti¬ 
vities. The writer advised t.iat she ted received much information from 
travelers who had been abroad, chiefly ELIZABETH DILLING. MRS. EDMONDSON 
related that she had and her husband’had had an opportunity to go abroad 
with all bills paid but that they were unable to accept it bo-cause of the 
work that had to bo done, i.j the time of this offer, they wore assured 
that they would have an opportunity to take a similar trip in tte future 
when they would b„ free to g). 

A letter dated July 30, 1940 to Mrs. EDMONDSON from Mrs. 
DODGE defended Italy's entrance in the war against England. Evidently 
Mrs. DODGE had a daughter who had been studying opera in Italy. 


A photograph issued by the Keystone View Company, 219 East 
44th Street, New York City, pictured the President surrounded by Jewish 
friends amid a scene of much shame cast, etc.

A letter to EDMONDSON dated June 29* 1942 from GEORGE E./ 
SULLIVAN, ’Joodward Building, Washington, te C., acknowledged a letter 
regarding SULLIVAN'S book. He advised that the response to it was still

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-good and that he believed that "the American people may still be depended 
upon to save our Republic." He asked about EDMONDSON'S alleged conversa¬ 
tion with GESSELL. 

EDMONDSON by letter of July 8, 1942 suggested that SULLIVAN 
contact ’..ALTER CRICK, Collingwood Hotel, 45 Vest 35th Street, Hew York City 
on whom the "mantle of Kit son had fallen.." 

A letter to EDMONDSON dated June 30, 1942 from J. E. CONNER, 
1121 Bedford avenue, Brooklyn, indicated that CONNER had disagreed with. 
EDMONDSON in the past about the latter's theories concerning Communism and 
the Japanese threat. CONNER inquired if EDMONDSON had changed his mind 
since cur invoLement in the war. CONNER mentioned that he had entered, the 
Harper Non Fiction competition with a book entitled "An American Consul 
Argosy" 7.1th alternative title "Tales From A 'Tayside Consulate." 

EDMONDSON replied on July 8, 1942 that with reserve he was 
still following his anti-Jevish and. anti-Comunist beliefs; that Germany 
and Italy were fighting both threats and that Japan was fighting princi¬ 
pally Communism in China but Jewish influence to a- lesser degree, however, 
EDMONDSON remarked that he vras considering world problems in the abstract . 
and not taking into account national strains. EDMONDSON remarked that he 
had received much of his "anti-Jewish" training from-Captain H. H. BEAMISH. 

A notation on a circular enclosed in a letter sent to 
EDMONDSON by }IAKY ADELAIDE (BARBOUR) ’.TALKER, 520 '.Test 114 Street, New York 
City, indicated that the writer had gone to Washington, D. c. with a group 
of 50 women, including MRS. HAMILTON^'RIGHT, MRS. RICHARD vT. MEADE, MRS. 
HELEN C. DOBSON, 220 East 73 Street/He:.' York City, on May 13, 1933 to 
protest a 0 ainst the reorganization bill and other legislation. 

Another enclosure indicated that she had mailed to every 
Senator a protest against the above legislation. She mentioned in a form 
letter tint she v/as a States Rights Southern Democrat, and that she vdshed 
to safeguard our liberties. 

In her letter to EDMONDSON dated June 2, 1933, she thanked 
him for his complimentary remarks about her work, etc. 

In letters to EDMONDSON dated July 17, 1939 and July 26, 
1939, MAUDE S. DeLAND, 2040 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa., indicated 
her opposition to the "O'Mahoney Bill" and referred to past discussions 
between them about uniting anti-Communist groups. She indicated her 
opposition to the Jews. She advised that because of lies which she had' 
heard told, she had joined the organization "Friends of New German;'-." She 
said that fortunately the efforts to break up the bund by smearing FRITZ 
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KUHN had been unsuccessful. Similarly that such against PULLEY 

had life d similar results and that PLLLSY was "keeping his t ;oodvork.» 

She- ended rith the stetemont that "If we are involved in another war, we 
are a nation of morons governed by scoundrels. She advised that sh- con¬ 
sidered it a compliment to be classed with JACK GARNER, HENRY FORD, CAKEROi!, 
HARRIS JUNG, FELLEY and DEATHERAGE. She remarked that she enjoyed JAMES 
TRUE'S works and had distributed some of them. Evidently at the time, Mrs. 
DcLAND was a vroman 70 years old and was retired on a modest income. 

A folder labeled "The People vs. Robert Edward Edmondson" 
contained 85 to 90 pamphlets condemning, the Jews, Communists, Roosevelt 
and his Administration. 

Among EDMONDSON'S effects ware numerous clippings from 
various anti-Jew publications and stories from newspapers vrhich criticized 
th^. governments of Russia, France, Great Britain and the United otates. 

Forty-throe pampnlets referred to as "Indictment Pamphlets" 
strongly condemned ROOSEVELT, the Communist Party and th- Jews. Typical 
of these pamphlets ware those, entitled "Blame The Rosenfelds," "False 
Leadership,» etc. i>. s-t of 3" x 5" index cards in alphabetical order and 
with references listed thereon apparently indicated the source as to pub¬ 
lications, speeches' or other material from which EDMONDSON obtained the 
data for his past and prospective future public:tions. 

Also contained among the property taken from EDMONDSON wore 
miscellaneous publications and texts of speeches made by EDMONDSON along a 
vein similar to those listed above. 

A review of the pamphlets, speeches, etc., reflected that 
EDMONDSON'S views vere as foHows: 


That the world struggle is to be blamed on the Jew's and 
"International Jewry"; that the supplying of arras and supplies to Russia 
by the United States is in effect giving aid and comfort to a foreign 
povror that already has agents in responsible positions in our government 
that are tryng to destroy said government; that Germany and Italy havo 
committed no aggressive acts but ’.’ere forced into war by British imperial¬ 
ism, ..m-rican capitalists and. treacherous am-rican officials; that the • . 

Axis powers are fighting to free the world from domination by Jews and 
Communists and should have the support of the United States; that Great 
Britain plans to exploit the United States to.-her own advantage in main¬ 
taining her imperialistic empire; the t Japan in her struggle with China 
has merely intended to rid the Far East of til-- red influence, and that 
Japan was raor- or less forced into -ar by unreasonable demands ra:.de on 



• her by the United States and Great Britain; that President ROOSEVELT and 
'.TNSTQN CHURCHILL are part Jewish and that they have surrounded themselves 
with Communists and Jovdsh advisors and have. allowed their Administrations 
to be dominated by said elements. * 

Miss MARGARET QUICK, Deputy Clerk, Office of the Clerk of 
the District Court of the United States for the District of Columbia, ad¬ 
vised that criminal docket No. 71203 of the Criminal Clerk's Office re¬ 
flected that the Federal Grand Jury on January 4, 1943 returned, an indict¬ 
ment jointly charging 34 individuals and firms with Seditious Conspiracy.

This indictment to date has not been 
dismissed although the new indictment mentioned acove is of a similar 
nature. Subsequently, about July 27, 1942, EDMONDSON was taken into 
Federal custody. Later his personal correspondence .nd files were sub¬ 
poenaed.

This 
is being done because of the nature of EDMONDSON'S publications and in 
view of the fact that, as reflected from correspondence reviewed, most of 
his contacts appear to share views similar to his.

or any of its territorial possessions;’ 
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(iii) . Any expansion, strengthening or 
modernization of our armed forces, either by 
compulsory military training or otherwise, not 
only is unnecessary but is. part of a deliberate 
plot and scheme designed by oui; public officials 
to involve the United States in a war in which 
the United States has no interest, either of 
self-defense or otherwise; 

(iv) . The public officials of the United 

States of America are trying deliberately to pro¬ 
voke war with peaceful nations, such as Germany, 

Italy and Japan, which are seeking only to live 
at peace with the world in general and the United 
States in particular; 

(v) . It is impossible from a military 

standpoint for any of the Axis Powers to .wage 
war successfully against the United States or any 
of its possessions or to seize and occupy any 
United States territory; 

(vi) . The plan of the public officials of 

the United States Government to keep war away from 
America by giving aid and support to the nations at 
war against the Axis Powers is in reality part of a 
scheme deliberately, to involve America in a foreign 
war;

by the Monroe Doctrine and by Great Britain and her 
allies of the first World War; 

(x) . Statements by public officials of the

Viereck, convicted Nazi propagandist, is serving a Federal sentence for 
failing to register as an agent of a foreign government.

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U. S. to Urge ‘Mild’ Controls of Big 5 Veto Powers 


Soviet Launches Violent Attack on 
i U. S. and British Policies

Tilt- U. S. delegation to the 
United Nations Assembly, ignoring 
a violent attack on U. S. and Brit¬ 
ish policies launched by members 
of the Soviet bloc, has agreed on 
strategy to attempt in hotel room 
negotiations to work out a mild 
system of controls over the veto 
powers of the Big Five. 

The attack on policies of the 
western democracies came from 
Byelo-Russia, Poland and Czecho¬ 
slovakia, and centered around a 
speech in the Assembly by Kuzma 
V. Kiselev, chairman of the Byelo- 
Rnssian delegation. 

The formal enunciation of posi¬ 
tion for the Eastern bloc is expect¬ 
ed today when Vyocheslav M. 
Molotov, Soviet foreign minister, is 
scheduled to enter the general de¬ 
bate. 

Even in advance of Molotov’s 
address, however, western delega¬ 
tions were reacting to pressure 
from the Soviet and nations within 
its orbit. The British delegation, 
lor instance, will caucus today to 
evolve a formal position on the 
«, icstion of Spain and Franco, 
largely the result of recurring de¬ 
mands in the Assembly for action 
against the Spanish dictator. The 
delegation, headed by Philip Noel- 
Baker. had not planned such a cau¬ 
cus until the firing started on the 
Assembly floor and spread into 
delegations from Norway and Bel¬ 
gium.

He broadened his at¬ 
tack to lash out at the full overseas 
military and economic policies both 
of the U. S. A. and Great Britain, 
centering his fire on U. S. aid in 
China to the Nationalist forces of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

“United States troops in China 
are causing disquiet in world demo¬ 
cratic opinion,” the White Russian 
diplomat said. "The military aid 
given by the United States to one 
group in China against the demo¬ 
cratic group is not only causing 
disquiet in China but the policy is 
not calculated to contribute to 
peace in the Far East.” 

Kiselev also bitterly attacked 


presence of British troops in 
Greece, Palestine, Indonesia Irag. 
Iran and Transjordan, and linked 
U. S. and British military policies 
in the Far East. 

“Anglo-American forces have 
taken positions resembling those of 
conquerors,” he said. 

"Such policy by the United States 
and the United Kingdom cannot 
contribute to the co-operation of 
the great powers.” 

Kiselev’s position was echoed, 
although with less violence, by Jan 
Masaryk, foreign minister of Czech¬ 
oslovakia, and Wincenty Rzvmow- 
ski, the foreign minister of Poland. 
All three nations, within the orbit 
controlled by the Soviet, hammered 
on the principle expressed by Rzv- 
mowski that: “We cannot abandon 
the principle of unanimity among 
the great powers. Should we do so, 
we would destroy the very founda¬ 
tions of the structure which we 
have just begun to erect.” 

The Polish minister, however, 
lashed out at Anglo-American pres¬ 
ervation of war-mongering elements 
in some sections of the western 
Allies zone of German occupation. 
He also had critical words for fail¬ 
ure of the Western nations to ma¬ 
terialize their promises for creation 
of an inclusive trusteeship system to 
provide a better life for millions of 
dependent peoples. 

“We believe that the Trusteeship 
Council, the establishment of which 
is awaited with impatience all over 
the world, should begin its work In- 
exposing the hyproerisv contained 
iri certain declarations,” Rzymow- 
ski said. "Fine words about liberty 
and democracy are an insult to 
mankind when they come from 
the lips of those who barbarously 
mistreat the so-called 'colonial' 
peoples.”

U. S. Wary of British Food Plan 


by Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29. 
The U. S. A. has thrown cold 
water on a British plan to set up 
a world food board with broad 
powers, including authority to 
operate an “ever normal granary.” 

The U. S. A. endorsed the ob¬ 
jectives—to combat hunger and to 
stabilize farm prices—but ex¬ 
pressed doubt that the board as 
now contemplated could do the 
job. 

It suggested instead that future 
farm supplies and price problems 
could best be handled through a 
system of international commod¬ 
ity agreements, involving export¬ 
ing and importing nations. 

This country's position was 


laid before a 17-nation prepara¬ 
tory commission which is meet¬ 
ing to draft a long range program 
of international cooperation on 
problems of malnutrition and 
fluctuating food prices and sup¬ 
plies'. 

Before the commission was a 
specific proposal of Sir John Boyd 
Orr, director general of the 
United Nations Food and Agri¬ 
culture Organization, that it 
recommend establishment of a 
world hoard with authority to 
operate an international “ever- 
riormal granary.” 

The board would build up re¬ 
serves in times of surpluses and 
low- prices and sell in times of 
low production and high prices.

led anti-Jewish uprisings in Valecia. Victor Kayville was assisted in 
the publication of the American Gentile by Harry August'Jung, General 
Manager of the American Viligant Intelligence Federation with headqu&ters 
in MoCormicks Tribune Building, Michigan Boulevard, Chicago, Ill. 

In the year 1918 following the World War, number one. Harry 
Jung was appointed labor commissioner of the National Clay Products Assn 0 
in the role as labor commissioner. His job was to disrupt and disorganise 
unions affiliated to the American Federation of Labor. Mr, Jung has from 
time to time received financial contributions to his Anti-Catholic and 
Anti-Jewish activities amounting to over Five thousand dollars In cash 
from Mrs. Finley Sheppard, daughter of the late Jay Gould. He likewise 
received financial assistance in his Unamerican and undemcratie opera¬ 
tions from H.B.Joy, ex-president of the Packard Motor Company as well 
as from William'Wrigly, Jr., of Chioago. Along with these individuals, 
Amerioan labor number one reoeived financial contributions fron the Ed¬ 
ison Electrical Appliance Co., General American Tank Car Co., Internal- 
ional Harvester Co., Com Products Refining Co., end from the Contenfeies 
tal Illonise National Bank, First National Bank of Chicago, Northern 
Trust Co., and the Central Trust Co.

On May 23, 193’9^R^ts _ sti'fiedTbefcre the Dies Committee, In his "" ^ 
testimony,’he refused-to reveal the membership and number of chapters 
of the '||t^pts, saying he had taken a compulsory oath, similar to that 
of the Ed-ilux Klan, never to make this information public. He ad¬ 
mitted there were chapters all ever the country with the exception 
of the New England States. In instructions to leaders of his groups,-'-' 
he recommended swastika-burnings as a substitute fc$ Klan crcss- 
burnings, to publicize the organization and terrorize the Reds and 
their Jewish sympathizers. The chief source of finances of the 
organization was DSATHERAGE’S personal fortune of $25,000 and what 
he could spare from his salary up to the time that he lest his job. 

He denied soliciting funds but did acknowledge receipt of occasional 
contributions such as $300, which he received in 1937 from HO’VLAND 
SPENCER, of Newport, Rhode Island. 




DEATHERAGE organized the American Nationalist Confederation 
in 1937 for the purpose of establishing liason with other groups having 
the same objectives. It has never been incorporated and DE.THERAGE 
concedes that the American Nationalist Ccnfederati;n, throughout its 
existence, has been only a letterhead organization and does net seek 
individual members. On Page three of a mimeographed bulletin^ dated 
April 23, 1938, there was ttea e$f>ticn "Platform fcf -the American 
Nationalist.Confederation - a Fascist Party".

‘acfive‘Tn the Philadelphia Coughlinit.e Movement. This conference 
apparently had no permanent results although the resolutions passed 
indicated un-American bases of agreement on such subjects as "White 
Supremacy” and the Jewish Problem, 

In the fall of 1937; DEA'IHERAGE was busy on the West 
Coast. He stayed for sometime at the home of Mrs. £rEY, Glendale, 
California, whom he met together with HENRY ALLEN and CONRAB^CHAPMAN, 
her associates. During. 193S, DEATHERAGE'S activities included a 
speaking tour on the West Coast with HENRY ALLEN, who was said to 
be arranging an unauthenticated attendance at a World Service Convention 
in Erfurt, Germany. It is not known whether DEATHERAGE actually 
attended this convention but an article, written by him, entitled 
"Will America be the Jews* Waterloo”, appeared in the 7/orld Service 
Bulletin. 


On August 23, 1939, DEATHERAGE spoke at a Christian

"dITTHM^^S aide in New York, acts as liason between DEATHERAGE, 

TRUE and MeWILLIAMS. 

On November 2, 1939; DEATHERAGE announced that he was re- 
/linau ishing^the^le adership of the Knights of the White Cameil-ia and 
y ' thatC«n jB.^MftRT D^ of Ho-U.s t.on.. _Texas. would be his successor. During 
his activf^^ridd', DEATHERAGE made~S^vrral attempts to get German assis¬ 
tance although he apparently tried to minimize this in his testimony 
before the Dies Committee. He flatly denied receiving any money from 
Germany, although he is an intimate friend of JOHANNES-KLAPPROTH, of 
the American Propaganda Division of World Service. VLADIMAR KOSITSIM, 
a wholesale distributor of World Service Publications, worked for 
DEATHERAGE as a filing clerk during 1933.'' At various times, DEATHERAGE 
visited €|ne Nazi Consulate in San Francisco, where he saw BarerT—von 
^KILLINGER, and the Nazi Embassy in Washington, D. C. At the "latter-, he 

s.an#vpife*€rIENOW, the Director of Public Relations-. In his testimony _■ 

before the Dies Committee, DEATHERAGE claims that he merely asked.,-vo'n 
GIENOW hew HITLER financed the Nazi Party in Germany in its early stages. 
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DEA THERAGE 1 S ideas and program are summed up in a 
letter he wrote to/tTAIpis^iiMPBELL%n 193^. In this he said "I 
believe, as you do?* that -r t rffi.il take military action to get this 
gang (the Jews) cut and the organizatiorPmust be built around a 
propaganda organization new that can, in a few years, be turned 

intc a military fighting force . This is a social 

revolution just as much as the revolution against slavery ... 

I do net think we can create a program under ejustedial framework; 
we will get nc place except with united and disciplined leadership, 
plus a politico-economic jregran, a program that will feed and 

clothe the masses. That is Fascism, call it what you will. 

....It is nc use to raise the issue that'-private property is 

to be inviolate". 

Since 1940, DELhTHERAGE has worked as a construction 
engineer at Camp Lee, Virginia, under the Construction Quartermaster 
there. He completed his job there in May of 1941 end took a position 
as executive engineer for Dcyls and Ruaeell Construction Company at 
the United States Naval Operating Base, Norfo'lk, Virginia, where he 
is presently employed. 

A perusal of the co rresponden ce exchanged between 
the subject, JAMES TRUE andwith when he is 
collaborating in the fcrmation^f = ^3r? 2 ^l^fcan Christian Nationalist 
Party, reflects that all of them are violently anti-Semitic, pro- 
Fascist and pro-Nazi. Of the three, EDMONDSON appears to be the 
most radical concerning the Jewish question. In a letter dated , 

March 23, 1941, EDMONDSON suggested that all property, tangible and 
intangible, of the Jews residing in the United States, be confiscated 
and applied to the national debt. He also advocates the deportation 
of all Jews and half Jews into a world concentration, preferably Madagascar 
In a letter written by JAMES TBUE, dated April 19, 1941, directed to . 
the subject,' he anticipates a military dictatorship within the next 
eighteen months and he indicates that high ranking officials knew of 
this. In a letter dated June 21, 1941, TRUE states "For several weeks 
the German short wave has been encouraging. They have licked Hell 
out of the British in Egypt and are absolutely confident of victory. 

Ho^e you have been able to listen to their broadcasts. More than half 
of the British Naval ancl Merchant fleets have been put out of 
business. England is receiying considerably less than half of the 
usual supply of food anu prices are way up to give the Juice a big 
profit. Certainly the end is not far off. There is a story rumored 
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here that FRANKLIN and WINSTON have had a very unpleasant scrap 
and that WINNIE tcld the Big Jew where to go”. The foregoing is 
set cut in detail in an endeavor to illustrate the anti-British 
sympathies and the Jewish hatred harbored by the subject and his 
compatriots. 

The following exerpts were taken from a letter in 
possession of the subject, discovered by Special Agent B. F. FRY 
_on a subs eque nt visit to the subject's room. This letter was written 
by EARL B. \K)WELL, 135 South Grand Avenue, Los Angeles, California, 
under date of June 29, 194-1, and is as follows: 

" I think it will not be long until Hitler cleans up 
that 'snake den' in Russia and England h^fe a revolution 
and Mr. CHURCHILL may well die in the blood he loves so 
well, I knew something of his record but did not know 
,hd personally had been such a cold-blooded braggart of a 
killer. I prophesy a violent and terrible death for him 
and soon. Our day is almost here now. God grant that we may 
prove jjo rthv ..of^re-task--th-at—±s~'a'head~of us. Our day will *-• 
"cbme - ’.. ' -- - 

What do you think of a rifle that will shoot twice as 
far as the 30&06 Springfield - twice the velocity, half the 
trajectory, and will shoot through three-fourths inches of 

inches of steel. This is not a dream, it exists. 

.and we are gbihg to step it up to more yet. No, it 

is not a Jew Garand racket piece of junk”. 

On June 3, 1941, DEATHERAGE directed a letter to J. 
EDGAR HOOVER, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, com¬ 
plaining of a black list against his employment on defense projects. 
In this letter, he stated that his activities may be in opposition 
to the Administration but were, in no sense, inimical to the welfare 
of this country. He further states that "if you have any evidence 
to the contrary, it is your duty to see that I am locked up instead 
of employing what I think is a rather underhand method of putting on 

the pressure. I don't think you are starting any 'gestapo' . 

............with your full knowledge. I am'of the inclination to put 

this whole thing up for discussion on the floor of the Senate but . 
before doing so, I would like to have your point of view”. 
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Also among the papers of the subject was a considerable 
amount of German propaganda pamphlets, including the function of the 
German "labor pass", "The Peoples Court in Germany", also "German 
Sports" and the national political, educational institutes. Another 
pamphlet, entitled "The Hitler Party, What Is It and What Are Its 
Aims", sets out the life history cf the Reichsfuehrer, Adolph Hitler, 
the foundation of the Hitler movement and secret of its success, 
economic principles, principles cf leadership, the structural 
crganization, Hitler's attitude towards foreign countries and the 
racial question. 

Further, amcng the papers cf the subject was a manifesto 
of the Canadian Nationalist Party, setting forth its aims and objects; 
also, the aims and objects of the South African Nationalist Party; 
a pamphlet on Socialist Action; a pamphlet entitled "Unrobing the 
Ghosts cf Wall Street" , written by Mr. CHARLESfBINDERUP; a pamphlet 
entitled "The Aims and Purposes of the National Liberty Party; "The 
Patriotic Instructor", issued by the Veterans of Foreign Wars; a 
booklet entitled "America's Little Hitlers", written by ROYTOZIER 
and published by Eo H/JDEMEN^flTLlUS, of Gerard, Kansas. In a letter 
written by subject to his f son, under date of June 17, 1941, the sub¬ 
ject describes JULIUS as being "a dirty Jew, advocating the philosophy 
of free love and atheism; the author, ROY^SOZIER, and his Friends of 
Democracy, work for a chap in the pay of v the Jews, a Reveren^filRKHEAD.» 

Dr. BIRKHEAD, who is the head of the Friends of Democracy, once accused one 
HARRY A.VUNG, who is the founder and promoter of thef^erican Vigilante 
Intelligence Federation, of being a distributor of Nazi propaganda, 
sponsored and emanating from the official sources of Nazi Germany, 

These charges were borne out by correspondence made public by the Dies 
Committee between OSCARTTpFAUS,. of the Nazi Propaganda Agency, FICHTE 
BUND, and a Dr. ANNA Bf^LOANE, in -which".plans were discussed for a 
Fascist newspaper. Dr. SLOANE wrotfc 7 W $$£ : .%at she wanted to have a 
council of twelve leaders run the jtfc. hope that this would 

unify the patriotic movement of the ^ttfps^esLof recovering this country 
from the control of the Jews. The J0s&|>d^^^gouncil included JUNG, 
HIRAM-BVANS, of the Ku Klux Klan,‘>.EDW^0^feR> of the Industrial 
Defense Association, DONALD SHEA, of tfie N^iTo’nal Gentile League, 

WILLIAM DUDLEXJffiLLEY, Father CHARLES P .^OUGHLIN. GE ORGE .DF.A THERAGE1 
JAMES TRUE, General GEORGE van HORN~TOSELEYj^FERGmSHR ISTIA N^} REVEREND 
GERALD B. WINROD, and FRITZ KUHN. JUNG leto^rcix^d^stafemiciit to 
the Press denying any connection with Mrs. SLOANE 1 S project. 
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Also among the papers and documents of the subject was 
a list of contracts - a«?T*d^T~^f~TppT^V£ r d' u 'by~fFre ^Q nrted^S*€ates Wa r" 
Department. Office of the Quartermaster General"" Cdfigitruction divisi on, 
compiled Miffi'h 11, T941^ A lead is being set out for the Washi ngton 
Fie ld umce to ascertain wFTether o r ca t these contracts are a matter 
of public record and, if not, whetF^^ey are properly in the 
possession of the subject who, und<$#%jfily, received this list at 
the time he was working as an engineer on the Government project at 
Camp Lee, Petersburg, Virginia. 

/ Also in t he possession of the subject v. as a code , the 

explanation of which is set out in tne"dccuments. The same has 
previously been se nt to t he Technical Laboratory for their analysis 
and information. It is thought that tne“originate r of the code is 
ROB ERT EDWARD EDMONDSON, .w ho, in the introductory matter to the code, 
States that the writer is of Scctch-Irish descent. EDMONDSON is 
knpwn to be of Scotch-Irish descent. To verify this, a copy of a 
.t atter written on EDMONDSON 1 S typewriter was sen t, together with 
CSlTs code, for the technical’!.LabcratS'ry to determine whether the same 
typewriter was used. 


A^dccjigionti,^ent itled "Secret Underground Communism'*, 
was obtained byyFRANK W^tilARK^ Chairman of the National Liberty Party 
and Commander cftKe”Teague 1 ' J or War Veterraans Guardsmen. The material 
was seized in one of the raids upon the underground headquarters of 
the Communist Party by the R'. yal Canadian Mounted Police and illustrates 
how the Communist Internationale formulates at present, the problem of 
organization for Communist Parties of Canada and the United States, and 
proper proceedings tc ; take to safeguard themselves from the constituted 
authorities. This material is being designated for the Special Agent 
handling Ccmmu>?l4't activities in the Richmond Field Division sc that 
the same may b^M^cr pc rated into the files on Communist Activities.

The following exerpts are taken from the Constitution, 
Aims and Objects of the American Nationalist Confederation which was 
attempted to be organized by the subject in 1937« This crganizatien 
has never been incorporated* 

" The American Naticnalist Confederation has been created 
as a matter of national emergency in order to provide a 
political, as well as a defense medium, for the mass of the 
Christian American people who refuse to subscribe to the 
Jewish-Communist domination now in force in the existing 
Federal Government - and throughout the Nation as a whole, . 

Beth major political parties cf the present day are no 
more. The Democratic Party having sold its birthright for a 
mess cf pottage — for the Communistic radical bloc cf 
Marxism, The Republican Party having proved itself toe 
weak to lead — will never again be a potent factor in 
American life. 

The answer is a militant Naticnalism-Araerica for AmferMcUis 
and a reconstruction cf our Constitution which will provide 
for a maximum of cooperative effort between Labor and Industry." 

The Party structure is divided into national groups, 
each national divisional secretary cf such groups taking his orders 
directly from the,,ObS x>£ Staff, at Staff Headquarters, 

itiij \££LX<fcwing notes are made referring to the American 
Naticnalist organizational chart regarding the thirty 

two propaganda appearing thereon. They are the subdivisions 

of the American' Watidft'alist Confederation, constructed for the express 
purpose cf systematizing arid directing the work of educating leaders 
and membership. The Staff Headquarters were to be established at 
Glendale, California. The Party program group was tc be established,, 
the purpose cf which was to prepare all details referring to the 
political platform. Men working in this group are to contact different 
organizations, labor, agriculture, etc., who will all have definite 
ideas on these different subjects, A personnel director is tc be 
appointed, his function being tc supply personnel for all other 
groups from among the membership, including voluntary cr paid workers. 
The civic educational group is to concentrate its activities tc the

education of the people along civic lines. Naturally, the confi¬ 
dential information obtained by this group will be invaluable to a 
third party movement. Other groups include the Youth Movement, 
Research, Women*s Groups, Fraternal Orders, Financial and Cultural 
Groups, Labor Unions and foreign liason, this person to keep in 
touch with the activities of groups in ether nations whe are doing 
similar work. There was also established an Intelligence Section, 
its purpose being to act as the intelligence arm of the Confederation, 
investigating and reporting on all subversive activities within the 
Nation, subversive activities being these which are held directly or 
indirectly incompatible to the Constitution of the United States, the 
Christian Religion and the Party Platform and Constitution. The 
Intelligence Section is divided into numerous divisions, such as 
governmental, veterans, civic activities, youth movements, religions, 
etc. 

r Summing the whole situation up, the plan is as 

follows: 

1 - Coordinate all groups under the American Nationalist 

Confederation, which will act as Staff Headquarters 
cr a clearing house for all groups; to supply data,. 
to advise cr suggest action. Later they can take a 
mere definite militant direction. 

2 - To organize within the American Nationalist Confederation 

the thirty two groups on the chart; propaganda groups, 
each one of which will concentrate along one specific line; 
The leader and the personnel to be taken from those among 
the affiliated groups under the American Nationalist 
Confederation. 

3 - To bring all the membership of the affiliated groups, 

and even those that refuse to officially affiliate, into 
the folds of the Christian Constitutionalists so that a 
united front will be presented at the polls. 

4 - To eventually bring the membership of all the groups into 

the armed forces under the direction of the military staff, 
in case armed resistence is required. 









The photographed documents', setting forth the 
Constitution, the Platform and Purposes of the American Nationalist 
Confederation, together with all charts pertaining thereto, are 
being maintained in the files of the Richmond Field Division., 

The proposed American Christian Nationalist Party, 
an American Fascist military organization, is apparently an out- 
grc$$j£ of the subjects attempt to establish the American Nationalist 
Cor$if$§i®‘&tion referred to above. In the formation of the Constitution 
the principles and purposes of the American Christian Nationalist 
Party, the subject collaborated with JAMES TRUE and ROBERT EDWARD 
EDMONDSON. They have evolved an elaborate plan for the new 
organization. It calls for the establishment of a national council, 
national leader, regional, state, district and post leader, in every 
,^$nty in the United States, the regional districts to conform with 
||| nine corps areas cf the United States, As determined by a review 
§Hfthe correspondence exchanged by these men, they are awaiting the 
rise of a national figure, & "hero”, as they refer tc him. The name 
•of CHARLES A^LINDBERGH has been proposed but TRUE and EDMONDSON are 
of the opiniJn that LINDBERGH is not sufficiently anti-Jewish and 
they fear they may be entrapped by a Jew-controlled leader. Both 
maintain that DEATHERAGE should prepare to take the leadership. The 
election of the leader is to be made by delegates from each state, 
convening in a Party Congress. The Leader in Chief will hold office 
for life but may be removed by the Party Congress for misbehavior 
in office. It would appear that such an organization would ultimately 
evolve into a Fascistic state. 

The following is the- proposed Const, Platform, 
Principles, Objects and Aims cf the organization: 8 

" CONSTITUTION OF THE 

AMERICAN CHRISTIAN NATIONALIST PARTY. 

1 - Name and Origin 

The name of the political party herein constituted shall 
be The American Christian Nationalist Party, hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as.The Party, 













□ 

" It has originated from the Christian membership of 
the now defunct Democratic and Republican parties, which 
organizations have been sold to the international Jewish 
banking group and are not now operative. 

2 - Aims and Principles 

The fundamental aims and principles of the Party have 
been set forth in the Platform. 

3 - Means of Obtaining these 

Platform Principles. 

The Party shall, through its members and its friends, 
individually and collectively, through the organization, 
endeavor, in a strictly constitutional manner, to carry out 
these'platform principles and to return America to its 
people by the following meansj 

(A) Propagation - in word and writing, and through 
every other moral and lawfull means, of the. aims 
and ideals contained in the platform. 

(B) Encouragement of the study of political, economic, 
social and cultural principles in their relation to 
the national wellbeing of the people as a whole. 

(C) Publication and distribution of informative and 
propaganda literature, 

(D) Establishment of the Party's own press and distribution 
agencies. 

(E) The holding of meetings both public and private. 

(F) , Organization by means of recruiting and enrollment of 
members, founding of branches, divisions, groups, etc* 

(G) Above all, the cultivation of the spirit of discipline, 
obedience, self sacrifice and loyalty to the Nation^ 
and the foundations of this Christian Republic. 
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" (H) Utilization of all lawfull means for the fallfill- 
ment of the Party's goal. 

4 - Membership 

(A) The Party shall consist of real members who shall 
meet the following requirements for membership. 

1 - They must be of European and Aryan descent. 

2 - They must be citizens of the United States of 

America. 

3 - They must accept the Party's platform and 

swear to order their lives and activities in 
accordance with the creed of the Party, and 
along the lines of sound discipline. 

5, - They must accept the Party’s organization and 
subject themselves to the discipline thereof. 

(§} Every applicant for membership must fill in and sign 
the regulation form of application (HQl) forwarding 
same or handing same to the Secretary of the Branch 
or Division, which he or she wishes to join, or to 
Headquarters direct, together with an entrance fee 
of two dollars which shall be returned if the appli¬ 
cation is not accepted. 

After the officials of the branch or division have 
considered and dealt with the application for member¬ 
ship, they shall forward same, together their 

comments, duly signed by the Branch oii^^sion Chairman, 
to General Headquarters, in order that it may be considered 
and dealt with by the Leader. They shall also forward 
the entrance fee, which, if the application!is accepted, 
shall be paid into the funds of General Headquarters, or 
returned in case of rejection. Applications forwarded 
direct to Headquarters shall be dealt with in the same 
manner. The decision of the Leader with regard to 
acceptance or rejection of any application shall be 
final and no reason shall be assigned for rejection. 
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"(C) No person shall be recognized as a member of the 
Party unless and until a membership card has been 
duly issued to him or her; possession of a card 
being prima facie evidence of membership in the 
Party. 

(D) All membership cards, to whomsoever issued, shall 
remain the property of the trustees in whom the 
ownership of the Party is vested and any improper 
dealings therewith or use thereof shall be a ground 
for civil action in the courts. 


(E) Admission to membership in the Party shall be granted 
only on the express understanding that the person so 
admitted subscribes to and accepts the Party*s plat- 
form in its entirety. Every member is entitled, on 
the payment of not more than fifty cents, to receive 
a copy of the Constitution and Platform, and, in any 
event he or she will be presumed to have full know¬ 
ledge of the contents of both documents, 

(F) All members of the Party including secret members, 
who are not members of any branch, shall pay annual 
dues of at least two dollars to General Headquarters, 


(G) Any member of the Party who desires to resign must 
give written notice of his or her intention to that 
effect. If he or she is a member of a branch or 
division, the notice must be given to the Secretary 
of such Branch or Division, in which case it will 
be forwarded to the Branch Chairman with his re¬ 
marks, to General Headquarters, If he or she is 
not a member of a Branch or Division, it must be 
sent to General Headquarters direct. The membership 
card must be returned with the resignation and ho 
resignation will be in effect until it is duly 
accepted by the leader, 

(H) Resignation duly accepted, or expulsion in terms cf 
Article 4-Sec. B, shall have the effect of entirely 
dissolving any connection of the person concerned 
with the Party, 
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5 - Corps - Divisions and Branches 

(A) A ccrp Area of the Party shall consist of several 
of the 48 States, and each State shall he a 
division of such Corp Area. Branched shall con¬ 
sist of individual Counties within each State or 
Division. Individual Posts shall consist of 
groups within the Counties or Branches, of not 
more than ten members. Members of the Party 
wishing to form a Branch or Post shall make written 
application to that effect to Divisional Headquarters. 
None may be formed without the written consent of 

the Divisional Commander. 

(B) The requisite consent being obtained, the members 
of the Party that have signed the original appli¬ 
cation shall convene an inaugural meeting, at which 
time a Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer shall be 
elected and a time and place.selected for the 
ordinary meetings. 

At this time, the prescribed form (HQ3) shall be 
filled in and signed by the elected office bearers 
and forwarded to Divisional Headquarters. Thereupon 
a charter will be issued declaring the Post or 
branch tc be duly constituted. Unless such'Charter 
has been issued, the existence of the Branch or Post 
shall not be recognized. 

In special cirS^p|ances a Charter may be issued 
for more than members, 

(C) The Chairman shall be the principle official of the 
Branch or Post and shall hb Responsible to the 
Divisional Commander and tc the duly authorized sub¬ 
leaders for all matters affecting the administration 
of the Branch or Post. The Secretary shall keep 
proper minutes of all proceedings, including a full 
report of its foundation. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the financial affairs, and shall, under 
the supervision of the Chairman, control all 
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expenditures. In any Branch or Post there may 
be appointed such ether office holders as are from time 
to time found necessary. 

(D) A Branch or Pc.st may admit its membership any 
member who is a bona fide member of the Party. It 
may also receive applications fQrto the 
Party,-which applications shall 1?'© fbi^cirded to 
Headquarters with comments as previously -noted. 

(E) Every Branch or Post shall draw -up special regulations 
of its own for controlling and ordering of its in¬ 
ternal organization and administration, such regulations 
being in accordance with the general orders from Head¬ 
quarters, and to be submitted to the Divisional 
Commander for approval, disapproval- or amendment. No 
regulations shall be in force until such approval has 
been secured. Every Branch or Post shall keep 
Divisional Headquarters informed of its activities 

and forward copies of the minutes of all meetings. 

(F) Each Branch or Post shall open a savings account, 
into which shall be paid all the money received by 
them. No payment shall be made out of such account 
except cn the authority of the Treasurer, and counter- • 
signed by the Chairman. The accounts shall be audited 
once each year under an arrangement approved by General 
Headquarters. 

(G) Each Post or Branch shall sc organize whereby it will 
be self supporting through contributions of its 
members. It shall also employ such ether lawfull 
means for obtaining funds as may be necessary. It 
shall be under' an obligation to make a regular minimum 
contribution, equivalent to 15 cents per member, per 
month, to the funds of the General Headquarters, It 
shall exercise the strictest economy in all things and 
shall do the utmost to build up a reserve fund. 

(H) Any Branch or Post may be visited any time by the 
Leader, cr by someone designated by him, and the 
officers of such Branch cr Pest shall be obligated 
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to furnish him with such data and information 
as he may request. 


(I) It shall be the duty of each Branch or post to 
see to it that the names of all members of the 
Party and all persons favourably disposed towards 
them are placed on the registration books cf the 
County Clerk; to make arrangements for lectures, 
debates, and other forms cf educational activity, 
to see to it that literature is obtained and dis¬ 
tributed, and to assist in the formation of new 
Branches or Pests. 

(J) Where a Divisional Leader has been appointed. 
Branches shall be directly responsible to him 
for the execution cf duties as laid down above. 

6 - Post Sub-Organization 

Post sub-organization shall consist of squads of 
from five to ten members, platoons cf two cr more squads 
and companies of two or mere platoons; not exceeding one 
company strength to each Pest. 

7 - Divisional Administration 


A divisional administration shall consist cf repre¬ 
sentatives chosen from time to time by the Branch or Branches 
in each State. When the Leader decides that a Divisional 
Headquarters shall be formed. General Headquarters shall 
instruct the Secretary cf the Branch, or the oldest cf the 
Branches, in the Division to convene a meeting or such 
Branch or Branches. At this meeting the representatives 
shall constitute the Divisional Administration and shall 
elect such officers as they deem necessary.

8 - Divisional Leader, 



When A Divisional Administration has been ftrmsP ■ 
for a, Atate, the Leader my after consultation with 
the Divisional administration, appoint some person, 
not necessarily a member cf the Divisional Administration 
to be a Divisional Leader or Commander, 












(B) The Divisional Commander shall be a person cf strong 
sense cf responsibility, capable of inspiring confi¬ 
dence and endowed with powers of organization, and 
shall be assisted by the Divisional Administration 
to: 

1 - To see that the Branches and Pests fulfill 

their responsibilities and obligations. 

2 - Stimulate them to greater activity. 

3 - Assist them in the establishing of new 

organizations. 

4 - Attend to the distribution cf Party propaganda, 

to securing cf advertisements for the Part_ 
Organ, and tc see to the through organization 
and working of his jurisdiction. 

5 - Forward tc General Headquarters reports of 

meetings of the Divisional administration and 
such information as he deems necessary concern¬ 
ing organization and ether matters. 

9 - Regional Leader. 

The United States cf America shall, for the purpose 
of organization, be divided into regions conforming to 
nine corp areas - each Regional District consisting of 
several Divisional State organizations. The Leader may, 
in view cf the circumstances appoint a Regional Leader, 
or may be elected by a Party Congress cf Divisional 
Leaders. 


10 - National Council 

There shall be established a National Council of 
the Party consisting of Regional Leaders, together with 
expert advisors on political, social, economic, cultural 
and other matters, as the Leader may appoint. The Leader 
shall wherever possible, consult his Council or individual 
members thereof on all important matters affecting the Party 
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11 - The Leader 

(A) The Head and Principal official of the Party shall 
be the Leader-in-Chief, also referred too as the 
Leader, who shall be designated by an absolute 
majority of votes at a Party Congress, and who 
shall remain Leader until he dies cr is removed 
from office by a Party Congress. 

(B) The Leader shall be fully empowered to act in the 
name of the Party, but, as the Party acknowledges 
the responsibility in all leadership, he shall be 
responsible for all his acts to the Party Congress, 
as hereinafter provided. 

(C) The Leader may delegate any of the powers conferred 
on him by this Constitution to any sub-leader cr 
member of the Party, but he shall remain fully re¬ 
sponsible for the acts of all persons to whom such dele¬ 
gation of powers is made* 

(D) Should the office of Leader become va#Kfe^hile nc 
Party Congress is sitting the entire &#i®l-strrticrf 
of the Party shall temporarily devolve on the person 
whom the Leader shall in his last testament have 
recommended as his successor. 

12 - The Party Congress 

(A) The Party Congress shall be the supreme authority 

of the Party, to which the Leaner and likewise in the 
last rescrt all other organizations and agents of the 
Party are accountable for the entire administration. 

(B) The Party Congress shall be convened by the Chief v 
Secretary of the Party with the least possible delay> 
in the following cases: 

1 - On instructions from the Leader* 

2 - In compliance with the written request signed 

by one third of the members of the National 
Council.

4 - In compliance with a written request signed 
by cne tenth of the members cf the Party. 

(C) Each State cf Divisional administration is entitled 
tc send cne delegate tc each Party Congress. Such 
delegate will be chosen by the officials cf the 
Branches and Posts in the Division, and his name 
si0s.ll <be sent tc General Headquarters, together with 
a list pffeints for discussion, if any, at least 

J ‘30*days before the evening of Congress. 

* | 

The* expenses of each delegate shall be defrayed by 
the Divisional administration concerned. A sum of 
$50 pet* delegate shall also be forwarded to General 
Headquarters as a contribution tc the expenses cf 
the Congress, 'the Leader and members of the National 
Council be ex-officio members of every Party 

Congress. 

(D) When the Party Congress assembles, a person appointed 
by the Leader shall take the chair for the purpose 

of opening the Congress, and the Chief Secretary of 
the Party shall check the credentials cf the delegates. 
The Congress then shall proceed to: 

1 - Elect a Chairman, Secretary and ether officials 

necessary for the proper conduct of the meeting. 

2 - Receive the report cf the Leader giving a detailed 

account cf his administration and either: 

a - Confirm cr re-confirn him in his office, or 

b - Deal with the question of his removal or 
resignation and the appointment cf a new 
leader. 

3 - Consider the Party Platform and sanction amendments 

thereto. 







4 - Appoint auditors to audit the accounts of the 
Party. 

5 - Deal with points brought forward for discussion 
and with matters affecting the policy or. interests 
of the Farty and determine a line of conduct with 
regard thereto. 

6 - Consider any matters cf public interest and pass 
resolutions thereon. 

(E) All votes relating to p arsons shall be taken by secret 
ballet and those otherwise by a shew of hands.. 

13 - General Headquarters 

(A) The General Headquarters shall be under the control 
cf the Leader, or a person appointed in his behalf 
by him, and the maximum amount payable to the Leader, 
cr person appointed by him, cut of the funds cf the 
General Headquarters by way cf salary,shall be fixed 
by the National Council. 

(B) The Staff of General Headquarters shall be appointed 
and simissed by the Leader and shall consist cf a 
Chief Secretary cr the Party, an organizing secretary 
cf the Party, a Treasurer of the Party and such other 
officials as the Leader from time to time may determine, 

(C) The Staff shall receive cut of the funds cf the Farty 
such renumeration as the Leaaer shall’from time to 

time, with the approval cf the National Council, determine* 
All such remuneration shall be in the nature of an 
honorarium payable ex-gratis, and in no case shall 
constitute a debt legally enforceable. 

(D) The Ownership of all property, moveable and immovable, 
of General Headquarters, together with all other 
property of the Party shall be vested in a body of 
Trustees appointed by the Leader with approval of the 
National Council. 
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(E) No debt shall be incurred by National Headquarters 
and no payment shall be made out of the funds of 
General Headquarters -without authority of the Leader. 

(F) The accounts of General Headquarters shall, at 
least once a year, be audited by persons appointed 
by the Party Congress. 

14 - Candidates for Political Office 

(A) The Leader shall, after consultation with Regional and 
Divisional Leaders, and with other responsible bodies 
and persons in the district concerned, nominate the 
candidates to represent the Party in National and 
other elections. 

(B) No person so nominated shall be recognized and 
supported as an official Party candidate, unless 
and until he gives and undertaking in writing, that 
he will, if elected: 

1 - At all times and under all circumstances truly 

and to the best of his ability further the 
interests and principles of the Party and submit 
himself to Party discipline; and 

2 - Immediately resign as representative of the 

district, if he shall be convicted by the National 
Council of neglect of duty, disloyalty, or treason 
of any kind whatsoever, 

15 - Discipline 

(A) The organization of the Party shall be based on 
responsible Leadership, Loyalty and Discipline. 

(B) Any sub-leader, whether Regional, District, Divisional, 
or Branch may be removed from office by the Leader, 
who shall then report the fact and circumstance of 
such removal to the next ensuing Party Congress. 

(C) Any member of the Party may at any time and for any 
reason be suspended from membership of the Party by 
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the Leader, or by the competent sub-leader or 
Branch officials, who shall, in such cases, communicate 
immediately the fact and circumstances of such sus¬ 
pension to the Leader. On a suspension being made 
by, cr communicated to him, the Leader shall, after 
such inquiry as he thinks fit, either remove the 
suspension, continue the same for an indefinite period, 
expel the member from the Party, or deal othervdse 
with the case as he thinks fit, his decision in the 
matter being final. 

(D) The Leader, or the Regional, District, or Divisional 
Leader acting by special -authority of the Leader, may 
reorganize any branch or Post which in his Judgement 
is subject to enemy influences or whose acts in his 
judgement are in conflict with the interests of the 
Party or he may dissolve such Branch or Post and found 
a new one. 

(E) Any member of the Party who at an election opposes 
the official candidate of the Party shall immediately 
be expelled from membership cf the Party. 

(F) No pamphlets or other forms cf written propaganda shall 
be published with cut the approval cf the Leader, and 
no person shall address any meeting on behalf of the 
Party without a license from the Leader or his authorized 
sub-leaoers having jurisdiction. 

16 -'Disputes and Claims 

(A) Any dispute cf a legal nature which concerns the inter¬ 
pretation of this Constitution or cf the Forty’s plat¬ 
form, or which has arisen out of any act cf the leader, 
or any ether organ cr agent of the Party shall be 
determined by the National Council and shall under nc 
circumstances whatever give rise tc proceedings under 
the law courts. 

(B) If any official or ex-official member or ex-member cf 
the Party considers that he has against any other 
official, ex-official, member or ex-member a claim 
which has cennecticns with the Farty f s affairs, such 

'claim shall be determined by a tribunal of arbitration 
arranged by the National Council and the decision cf 
the Arbitrators shall be accepted by all concerned. 
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" 17 - Organizational Sub-Divisions 

(A) The general organization at National Headquarters 
shall be composed of two main divisions: 

1 - Educational or Propaganda Groups. 

2 - Home Defense Units. 

(B) The Educati. nal Section shall be divided into 
thirty six (36) sub-groups, each of which has 
its function to perform in the educating of the 
people and welding-them into a unified political 
power in full accord with Party principles ; as 
well as to combat enemy propaganda. 

(C) The various sub-divisions shall be represented at 
General Headquarters by Staff Secretary^ as follows:

(D) The Staff Headquarters Secretary: in' charge of each 
of the above divisional activities -shall be selected 
for his special qualifications and experience in 
that particular work, and in addition shall be a 
person capable of leading and inspiring national action 
along his special line. The selection of such officials 
shall be made by the Leader subject to confirmation 

of the National Council. 

(E) Divisional Secretaries shall select and appoint his 
staff nationally and shall be personally responsible 
for their actions and results. For each of the separate 
bureaus above noted, a brief plan of action will be 
prepared by Staff Headquarters, for the guidance of 
subheaders in each Regional area. Division and Branch. 

(F) Home Defense Section. 

Local Home Defense units shall be organized from 
respective Posts and Branches and shall cooperate 
with all authorities in the maintenance of lawfull 
order.

" THE' NATIONALIST PARTY 

Its platform Principles, patriotic 
Purposes and\ Plan of Action. _ 

Created in a period! of national emergency, the Nationalist 
Party is organized for these specific purposes: 

To provide a medium for unified political expression 
and a defense medium for all Christian American Citizens who 
are opposed to,the alien international interests that have 
gained secret control of our Government, political parties, 
national finances and economics and social life through sub¬ 
version by alien internationalism and the manipulation of 
monetary gold. 

Our platform is entirely American. It is destructive 
to the forces of alien internationalism. It offers a ccn- 
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"structive political and economic solution to the Nation, 

And its solution is basically that of American Christian 
Nationalism as opposed to alien internationalism. 

American Nationalism is an unalterable devotion and 
dedication to the eternal principles of the Constitution of 
the Republic of the United States. The necessary political, 
economic, socia^aad financial reforms presented herein, made 
necessary by t$f$'j$&dustri&lization of the Nation and the trend 
of world eventfjllj^y be evolved readily within the provisions 
of the Constitution. 

Nationalism recognizes that the Constitution properly 
prcyides for the welfare of the people to be safeguarded by 
intelligent, honest and patriotic management, rather than 
the present direction by purely commercial, subversive and 
alien international interests. 

It was not the intention of the founders of this Republic 
to grant the sacred privileges of citizenship to the illiterate, 
criminal, alien and subversive elements of the population. The 
Rounding Fathers wisely confined citizenship to those who are 
honorably and intellectually capable of sound judgment in 
accordance with basic Christian ethics, and they created, not 
an alien dAiHb&rscy, but a Christian Republic. 

Oar -contention is that the recent artificial transition 
from the original Republic to a form of alien socialized democracy 
is un-American and anti-America, and serves to destroy our Con¬ 
stitutional liberties, to subvert social justice, and to place 
our Nation further under the control of international Jewish 
financial interests. These are the interests responsible for 
the great tide of false propaganda which is intended to force 
a sacrifice of our youth and our resources in futile international 
war. The purposes of The Nationalist Party are outlined by the 
following statements: 

( 1 ) 

/ 

In reasserting their conviction that individual and 
national honor, constitute the only b&sj-.s on which a happy, free, 
energetic and unified people high ideals .of personal 
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"security, wellfare, freedom and peace, all Party members, 
acknowledge the Christian God, as exemplified and demon¬ 
strated by Jesus Christ, and His supreme authority and 
guidance in all individual and national actions. 

Confirming the opinions of courts high and low, the 
Supreme Court of the United-States has decreed that our 
Republic is a Christian Government. Therefore the Party 
is dedicated to the propcsition of administering all 
affairs and activities of cur Government according to 
basic Christian ethics and principles, under white supremacy, 
while tolerating all ether faiths and religions whose teachings 
and practices do not tend to become a danger to the peace 
and stability of the State. 

The Party also has pleged its devotion to the following: 

The fusing of the citizens into a National Unity of Christian 
manhood and womanhood dedicated to ideals of honor and decency 
in all of their relations, and with mutual respect for their 
inalienable rights and privileges. The reawakening of National 
pride into a spirit of sound Americanism, political, economic, 
and cultural. The abolition of class hatred and class strife. 

The cultivation of self-reliance and independence on the part 
of all citizens, and the elimination of crime, oppression, 
corruption and injustice. The upholding of Christian civilization 
and its protection against all attacks of alien and Jewish 
communistic philosophy. The establishing of the United States , 
on a firm basis of righteousness, and the application of 
practical Christianity throughout the public and private life 
of the Nation. 

( 2 ) 

The Party condemns the existing party system of professional 
parliamentaranism as being corrupt and entirely controlled by 
international aliens through party conventions and communizing 
primaries, a recent example of which was the stealing of the 
1940 Republican convention by Wall Street, and the nomination 
of Wendell Willkie. Therefore, the Party has pledged to abolish 
the existing system and to replace it with an honest, effective 
system of true Republican Government, which shall conform, 
under the Constitution, to the requirements of our revitalized 
national character. This Nationalistic system will have re- 
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'•sponsible leadership and representation rooted in the 
principles of mutual trust, responsibility, discipline, 
loyalty and service to the Nation, - 

(3) 

• » 

The Party insists on the purification and simplification 
of our entire legal system, and its release from the throttle 
of innumerable statutes through which it is impossible to 
procure justice, 

(4) 

The Party accepts the fact that the 'Melting Pot' idea 
never has worked, except in the opinion of impractical and 
subversive individuals, and that racial and religious 
tolerance has been practiced to the point that it'has aided 
in undermining the Nation. Self-preservation demands that we 
now accept the broad classification of races as a principle 
of National order and as a basis of world peace. We therefore 
insist on white supremacy and a Christian guardianship over 
races which cannot be assimilated. We also shall suspend 
immigration laws during the reconstruction period and pass 
stricter laws for the naturalization of citizens, and citizen¬ 
ship will be granted only to' the members of those great races 
which, since the founding of this Nation, have constituted 
the bulk of the population of the United States of America. 

(5) 

Because the Negroes were forcibly and unjustly brought 
hs. tihliS country and deprived cf their liberty, The Party 
pledges full justice to the Negro race and a policy that will 
giv'cngIf encourage a development in accordance with the Negro 
>£id.8X character and traditions. The Party .will protect the 
by sternly suppressing communistic, revolutionary and 
other propaganda and activities designed to disturb harmonious 
race relations. 

( 6 ) 

To all American Indians the Party pledges prompt relief 
from their present communistic dictators, with full citizenship 
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"and privileges., and with adequate compensation and a 
just settlement of all governmental obligations. We 
recognize the demonstrated fact that the Indians constitute 
a race which can be assimilated without detriment to the 
white races which constitute the American race. 

( 7 ) 

The Jews, a race of Oriental and Semitic origin, form a 
separate, detached, non-Christian and anti-Christian group with 
a national identity, which persistently maintains its distinctive 
racial qualities and characteristics, religious traditions 
and codes of morals. This race is internationally consolidated 
and organized to the detriment of non-Jewish peoples throughout < 
the world. 

Jewish interests in the United States have been proved 
to be entirely ir.tecngjtipnal financial interests, pertaining 
either to individua||$5^groups. Therefore, the Jews invari¬ 
ably create conditi^&’rshich disturb the equilibrium of the 
life of our people, ana'are the instigat^f^i^nd promoters of 
propaganda for commercial state capitali|^ : ,|pnperialism, and 
an impossible communistic internationalist 3 - 

Considered from the viewpoint of Nationalism, the Jews 
are not a producing, self-supporting race, but one which lives 
and flourishes from the labor and production, the livelihood 
and rights of existence, of working men and women of all other 
Nations, and for this reason are an injurious and dangerous 
element. 

Therefore, the Party undertakes and pledges itself to a 
policy of stringent legislation designed to control the 
immigration of Jews from other countries, to destroy existing 
Jewish domination of cur national, state and local Governments, 
and to limit Jewish influence in every sphere, especially in 
the academic, legal*and medical professions, monopolized 
industries, moving pictures, radio broadcasting, the press and 
all publishing, governmental positions, trade unions and 
agriculture. Legislation will be passed by the National 
Government and the States to settle the Jewish problem for 
all time. It will consider all Jews as aliens who will be 
tolerated only to the extent that they respect and follow the 
rules of Christian morality, obey the laws, and adapt them¬ 
selves to the requirements of American Nationalism. 
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(8) 


The Party reaffirms the principle that human rights 
take precedence over property rights, and recognizes the 
family as the foundation of our social order and national 
wellbeing. Therefore, the Party will promote a sound 
family life and will strenuously oppose all communistic 
and radical attempts at corruption of the family. Legis¬ 
lation will be enacted for the improvement of public health. 
The Party also vigorously opposes birth control and all 
other policies for the subversion of the family advocated 
by the forces of internationalism. 

(9) 

Subversive activities of publishers, radijp'vibrators 
and moving picture producers will be sternly |p|||f?essed. 

Those found guilty of distorting the factualisSffor gain 
or of disseminating false propaganda under the influence 
of anti-Christian or alien groups shall be deprived of 
citizenship and the right of dissemination. 

( 10 ) 

Realizing the fact that the economic-policy of the 
Nation is controlled by international bankers with head¬ 
quarters in New York and London, of whom Jews constitute' 
a majority^ the Party pledges immediate and effective 
elimination of this control. When the people are released 
from the economic bondage forced on them by the international 
gold standard, its owners and manipulators, the elimination 
of unemployment, poverty and economic distress will follow 
automatically. 


( 11 ) 

As active, the Party pledges a new basis 

for cur ?$gstem, and a return to Congress of the 

power to.^^^^%egulate the value of money, according to 
Section 


5, of the Constitution. This regulation 
will be. by the elimination of international geld 
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"in private hands as the controlling standard, and the 
substitution of the value based on human needs in the 
form of production. This will eliminate the opportunity 
which international Jews have had for many years to trans¬ 
fer national wealth from one country to another by means of 
paper transactions, thereby creating alternate cycles of 
prosperity and depression for their own enrichment. Banking 
will be left in private hands under governmental supervision, 
and no practice will be tolerated that enables bankers to 
loan anything that does net actually exist. 

( 12 ) 

Provate property will be maintained and protected. The 
Party is committed to a policy cf encouraging personal 
initiative and supporting private undertakings; but it is 
against oppressive monopolies and monopolistic combines. 
Everything possible will be done to establish honorable and 
soundly economic business methods and to. combat speculation, 
usury and exploitation. 

(13) 

National and State taxation will be drastically re¬ 
duced and reformed. The issuance of new tax-exempt securities 
will be prohibited. The National income tax law will be re¬ 
pealed, because it is an invasion of the retained rights and 
powers of the sovereign States which is communistically 
operating for the centralization of power. 

(H) 

The policy of the Party requires the enactment of every 
constitutional measure that will promptly and effectively 
restore and promote agricultural prosperity, and to protect 
the Nation's most important industry from political, economic, 
financial and other exploitation. 

The Party's agricultural policy includes the following: 

The systematic reduction of the farm mortgage burden and the 
promotion of the independence and consolidation of the industry; 
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'•the elimination of the costly abuses that have existed 
for many years in the distribution of farm products; the 
promotion of practical, privately managed crop insurance; 
adequate prices in line with the public need that will assure 
the farmers equitable profits; legislation to prevent the 
alienation of farm lands and the subdivision of farm properties; 
the adoption and vigorous promotion of the complete program 
of Farm Chemurgic. 

The scientifically managed utilization of farm products in 
industry always has been aggressively opposed by the international 
control, because of the vast benefits and stability it promises 
to both agriculture and industry. Farm Chemurgy has been proved 
to be the most beneficial plan ever devised for the rehabilitation 
of farming. Its program not only will provide a sound and 
profitable basis for American farming, but also offer a hap^y 
farm life with security to several million American citizens. 

(15) 

Realizing that social and economic governmental policies 
cannot be separated in a united society, but are inseparable 
parts of the entire national structure cn which the welfare 
of the people depends, the Party pledges the following: 

Protection of all workers against the exploitation of 
alien state capitalism; the establishment and support of 
public group corporations in each State to provide-adequate 
representsti.cn of all industries and trades in the National 
Congress and State Legislatures; opportunities for every 
citizen tb receive a wage that will provide a decent living, 
with the requirement that every worker shall exercise his 
capacities to the best of his ability and strength, in order 
to properly maintain his family and serve the Nation; old age 
pensions, sc administered as to guarantee every deserving 
citizen security after the age of 64 - not as charity, but as 

a right of citizenship; unemployment insurance and Federal and 
Stete hospitalization, provided for all workers through their 
respective group corporations; minimum wage laws that will 
eliminate sweatshops. 
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" (16). 

The system of education adopted by:the Party has its 
foundation rooted in the national cu-ture, fosters national 
pride and genuine patriot! m t arid contributes tc the up¬ 
building of Christian- character* Its purpose is tc establish 
national education on these fundamentals:

Unstable conditions cf the world make a streng rail it ary 
force necessary for National Defense. The Party recognizes 
that that assurance of peace depends on the ability cf the 
United States tc protect itself vdtheut the .aid cf ether 
Nations. Therefore the Party has s^fejpted the foreign policy 
c-f George Washington and the Fcundi^ fathers, and shall enact 
all legislation necessary tc attain-f'^S following propositions:

1 - Origin of the Knights of the White Camei&l^- 


This order was brought into being in the year 1867, as 
a result for the need for a militant white non-partisan, 
non-sectarian organization of native born Americans, to 
combat the evils following four years of .war between the 
States, Each major conflict results in attempts to radically 
upset the existing social structure. True now - it was also 
true during the era of reconstruction - 1866-1872. Then, the 
problem was the upholding of White Supremacy and the elimination 
of the parasitic ‘Carpetbagger 1 , who attempted to take advantage 
of a defeated people. 

The Knights of the White Camellia, The Ku Klux Klan, Pale 
Faces., and other similar organizations, were forced to militant 
action against these subversive forces. In three years they 
had made the South safe for American womanhood and the ideals 
of a free democracy. The need for the organizations then 
being lessened, they gradually disbanded. 

In 1915-, The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan were revived at 
Atlanta, Ga. and incorporated under the laws of that State. 

The Knights of The White Camellia, whose membership totaled 
over two million in 1870, has lain dormant since that time. 

Now we ride again, to face a foe far mere dangerous - that of 
Jewish Atheistic Communism. The danger of the alien and the , 
Jew-backed by a RED'GOVERNMENT, who are lending every aid

Ail legislative powers granted in the National Constitution 
are vested in a Supreme National Council. Those not delegaged 
to it, are vested in the State Constitutions - or the members 
thereof. Until there are 25 Castles established in a state, 
the National Supreme Council has sole jurisdiction. 
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Religious Test 

There shall never be a religious test for membership 
in this organization - except that applicants must be 
White Aryan Chr'istians. 

Affiliations 

The order is not affiliated with any other, and no 
person holding political office or being a candidate for 
same, may hold office in the organization. 

Fees 


The fee for a local charter is five dollars, and must 
be accompanied by six signed applications of persons of 
the required qualifications. 

The Initiation Fee is two dollars each applicant, and 
should accompany the application. The Quarterly dues are 
two dollars. 

To assist in defraying the organization expense of 
local Castles, to assist in publishing the White Knight, 
etc., one dollar and fifty cents of the application fee 
of two dollars is remited to National Headquarters. This 
is split 50/50 with State Headquarters where such are 
organized. Local Castles retain fifty cents of the 
application fee. 

Of the two dollars quarterly dues, fifty cents is 
payable to the State organization, and fifty cents to the 
National Headquarters, If there is no State organization, 
the entire one dollar is remited to National Headquarters. 

There is no regalia, or charges for same. The above 
constitute all the fees.

Each Castle leeks after the distribution in 
their jurisdiction, selling them tc newsdealers at ten 
cents, cr retailing them at fifteen and retaining five 
cents fcr the local treasury. 


Other Literature 

Local Castles are from time to time supplied with other 
literature in order tc keep the membership informed. In 
the majority cf cases there is nc charge for this service. 
If there is a charge tc be made for special literature, the 
Castle will be sent a sample together with price - and they 
may order as they see fit. 

Field Organizers 


W@ do not have paid organisers in the field. Dependence 
is placed on those enthusiasts in each community who, realizing 
that we are faced with the destruction of our family life 
and our Christian religion - voluntarily lead the movement. Z* 
If paid organisers were to be sent into the field, the 
application, initiation fees and dues would have to be in- 
creased to the point that the workingman of America would _ ■ 
find it impossible to belong. The National Officers are 
ready to help locally whenever they can - and up to date 'T* - 
this expense has come out of their pockets. 


Voluntary organizers however do quickly take a place of. 
leadership in the community rand thru their association with* 
a group such as ours, eventually are looked upon as an 
effective political force. In the case of an open break - 
which is surely coming - then they also become the leaders 
in all movements for self protection. 


How to Organize a local Castle. 

a. Send in a request for an application to National Head¬ 
quarters, or if there is a group interested, send in a 
request fcr the group - giving their names. Printed 
applications will be sent each one, on receipt of which, they 
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are i>o be returned filled out - to National Headquarters. 
Each application should be accompanied with the appli¬ 
cation fee of one dollar fifty cents. The other fifty 
cents retained for -the local treasury. 

b. On receipt of the applications, the applicant or 
applicants will be investigated thru the Intelligence 
Dept. - and if found acceptable, they will be so notified. 

If rejected, they will also be so notified and the 
application fee cr fees returned. 

c. If only an individual application is made, affiliation 

is direct with National Headquarters.^ the accepted 
applicants are carried on the National roils until a local 
and state organisation is effected*: these cases, the 

individual enters actively into the work of reporting 

Red Activities, sending out propaganda furnished him, etc. 

At the same time he attempts to get together five or mere 
additional applicants to form the nuclecus cf a local 
Castle. 

d. It requires only six persons to start a Castle 
and these become the first officers - for a period cf 
sixty days - after which they are confirmed by an election 
in the local Castle. The Officers are Sir Knight Commander, 
Sir Knight Secretary, Sir Knight Treasurer, Sir Knight 
Justice, Sir Knight Field Operations and Sir Knight 
Intelligence Service. The Grand Commanoer at National 
Headquarters appoints the six applicants tc their respective 
position for the period of sixty days. 

e. On receipt cf six applications and a request for 

a Charter - these being approved, the Charter is mailed __ 
from National Headquarters. The Charter fee is but five 
dollars which should accompany the application. 

How tc Start Work After the Charier has been Received 

a. With the Charter, vd.ll be mailed, six bound copies 
of the Constitution, By-Laws and Ritual. Additional 
copies can be secured on request with the understanding 
that these must not leave the possession of the officers* 








"b. The Preps needed are simple - namely: Gavel, American 
Flagj Bible, six black hoodwinks, Ballet Box, Registration 
beck and three swords. The local Castle may supply all or 
part c-f these or they can be supplied from National Headquarters 
at cost. 

c. Printed application blanks feiMy erahlp cards, Notes 
for organizers and other necessa^f"' Mpplies are furnished 
at cost which is very nominal. 

d. The first meeting may be held in the heme, if there 
are but a few members, and later a hall can be secured, 
generally at from five to ten dollars a month - for two 
meetings p:er month. At the first meeting, the officers 
should take their respective places, accept the Charter and 
proceed with the regular order of business. This is in 
acccroance with Roberts Rules of Order, as called for in 
the By Laws. Copies of a very good pamphlet on Parlimentary 
Law can be secured from The Haskin Information Service, 
Washington, D. C., price ten cents. 

e. At this first meg&|j^ plans are laid to increase 
the membership. This -Mne by making personal contact 
with friends and others interested. Literature such as 

the White Knight, and ether pamphlets sent you from National 
Headquarters, which are mimeographed sheets setting forth 
the aims and ideals of the order, should be handed them.. 

Securing new members is a matter of education. Once your 
friends and neighbors understand the aims and ideals - and 
the seriousness of this communistic menace - you should have 
no trouble. Each application must be signed by a Sponsor 
Knight and vouched for by two other Knights. All this is 
set forth in detail in the Constitution and By-Laws. 

f. The password and secret grip will be transmitted tc, 
you at the same time as the charter, in a manner known only 
to ourselves. 

g. The initiation of new members is explained step by 
step in the Ritual. It is very simp.le but should be strictly 
adhered tcc.. 
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"h. Immediately your membership is sufficient, the 
regular standing committees should be appointed and enter 
intc their work, A list of these is as follows:

1, Remember that the National and State Organizations 
only exercise a nominal advisory control over local Castles. 
The Sir Knight Commander is the head of each branch in the 
community and as such dictates the detailed policy and 
activity. The local Castles are only subject itc such control 
as is noted in the Constitution and the By Lawi. 

j, The aim. of this organization being to uphold free 
democratic government and the Christian Church, one of the 
first things to be done is to list all the Peds and Red 
Activities in your community. You then take such action 
as is necessary to put a stop to them. Everey officer 
should have a copy of the Red Network, and Rcc-sevelt and 
his Red Record, which can be- secured from Mrs.. Elizabeth 

billing, 53 W. Jackson Blvd., Chicago. Price of each is 
Rl : .'l5i Also each officer■ should have a copy of House 
Report No, 2290, secured, from Supt of Documents, Washington, 
price ten cents, and a copy of ISMS., secured f^gm National 
Headquarters of the .American Legion, Indianapolis, Indiana, 
price 30 cents.

- + u Wh f 1; ’ the course of ti^nan events, it becomes necessary 

for the American people to again reassert their Independence 3 
and to again assume their rightful station to which the laws ? 
of Nature.and of Nature*s God entitles them, a decent respect 
to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to such action. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident:. That ell men 

tLir CrLI eqU fd\ Unde f the Law * that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights, that amonj 

these are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness That 
to secure these rights our forefathers fought ? and died. 

/ fte f 200 W ears > find our nation, conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the proposition that all men are 
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“created free and equal, faced with an invasion and the 
destruction of those rights by groups of organized 
minorities based on foreign ideas and principles against 
which the native American has always been opposed. 

Prudence indeed will dictate that our Government, 
established on the principles of the original Declaration 
of Independence, should not be changed for light and 
transient causes, and, accordingly, our people have been 
more disposed to suffer, while evils are sufferable, than 
to right them®elves by organizing to abolish the invasion 
of their native rights. But when a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, that 
of the destruction of the original aims and ideals of our 
forefathers who pioneered the nation, it is cur right and 
duty to demand again cur freedom as dependents of those who 
fought and died to establish that freedom. 

The history of the last decade in America has been a 
succession of continuous inroads on our constitutional 
liberty by numerous Communistic, Socialistic and political 
racketeering organizations designed to either supplant or 
ruin the government so firmly established by our ancestors. 
To prove this, let facts be submitted to a candid world: 

1 - The government of the United States of America and 

its native peoples, are the target for the Communistic 
activities of 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 undesirable aliens 
and their dependents, all organized in the different 
foreign sections. 

2 - That from 1,500,000 tc 3,000,000 of these are new on 

Federal and State relief, being, paid an income from 
taxes upon cur people who thea^*l<ges are sorely in 
need. 

3 - That there are hundreds of Communistic and Socialistic 

daily newspapers published throughout the nation, 
advocating our surrender to Communism, to be brought 
about by the supreme international governing body the 
’Comintern*. 









”4 - That the twenty-one conditions of admission of the 
U. S. A. includes: 

■ A. Instructions for preparation for civil war. 

B. Creation of parallel illegal revolutionary groups. 

C. Penetration of the Nation’s armed forces, 

D. Propaganda in rural districts. 

E. Revolutionary overthrow of capitalism. 

F. Refusal to transport munitions of war, intended 
for enemies of the Soviet Government at Moscow, 
etc, 

G. Destruction of the Government by force. 

5 - That we feel that activities of these radical elements 

have taken advantage of the recent depression to gain 
substantial control of one major political party, and 
have made serious inroads on the ether. 

6 - That combining with the Political Racketeer, we feel 

that they have brought about a condition known as the 
"New Deal", which is actively and openly bepreached by 
the Communistic party as an aid to the ultimate destructie 
of the American form of government. 

7 - That we feel that the so-called. "New Deal", being a cloak 

for socialistic and Communistic activities has: 

(a) Supported, and is now supporting millions of 
aliens from Federal Relief Funds. 

(b) lncreased taxes to the point that one-third of 
every man's wages is new taken to support these 
aliens and destroy the American form of government 
and aimed to eliminate cur individual liberty. 
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(c) Preached destruction of the people's food in 
times of poverty and hunger; encouraging idleness 
and putting a premium on charity. 

(d) Treating business men as criminals and then coiHr- 
peting against them with taxes that the employer 
and employee pay. 

(e) Organized a political spoils system behind which 
crime 1 runs unchecked. 

(f) Eliminated thousands of employees from Civil Service 
examinations and given to political appointees, none 
of which are forced to pay either State or Federal 
income tax. 

(g) Entered into private enterprise in competition with 
legitimate business, financed with tax free bonds. 

(h) Attempted to nullify the authority of the Supreme 
Court and forcing unconstitutional legislation upon 
the people. 

(i) Devaluatsd the dollar until it is worth slightly 
more than half; broken faith with the bond-holders, 
and jeopardized the beneficaries of every insurance 
policy in the nation, 

(jRepudiated entirely the pledge of the 1932 platform, 
accepting a combination-socialistic, communistic 
basis for government in contradiction to the oath of 
office. 

(k) Fostered and advocated class hatred as opposed to 
the Constitution of the United States. 

(l) Supressed free speech and free press. 

(m) Doubled the National debt, spending more in four 
years than the cost of government for 124 years. 
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" (n)Repudiated government contracts without compensation 
or review by courts. 

(o)Finally, under pressure from the foreign radical 
groups, have accepted the principles of the 
Socialistic-Communistic doctrine witheut the con¬ 
sent of the people; all as set forth above, 
establishing a virtual Dictatorship in place of free 
government. 

We realize that the native born American people are 
faced with the greatest crisis of their lives. The issue is 
whether or net we are to be dominated by foreigners and foreign 
policies, or retain free speech, free press, individual liberty 
and the right to hold private property. 

That the proof of these statements is evidenced by the 
fact that those who attempt to uphold American traditions are 
persecuted by the very government that originally gave them 
liberty. 

That in order to work for the continuance of the 
Constitution and our constitutional rights, we are forced 
to organize, meet and work secretly. That in itself is proof 
of our contentions. 

We, Aryan born sons of white Christian parents; there¬ 
fore, in secret meeting herein assembled, appealing to the 
Supreme Judge of the World, and in the name of all citizens 
of American pioneer stock, hereby repudiate allegiance to 
any party or organization ether than those by their actions 
pledged to the continuance of the American form of government. 
That we pledge ourselves and each other to band together as 
a militant non-partisan organization of white Christian 
Americans, tc do any and all things within our constitutional 
rights, necessary tc eliminate as a force in cur national 
government and national life, all the forces of Communism, 
Socialism, The Political Rackateer, Gangster and ethers of 
the same character. 

And for the support of this declaration, .with a firm 
reliance cn the protection of Divine Providence, we mutually 
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"pledge tc each other, car lives, our fortunes and our 
sacred honor.

NATIONAL CONSTITUTION 

PREAMBLE 

We, the Knights of the Whi^-^^anellia, in order to 
insure the stability of the United -States of America and 
its Constitution; to further jusMSie/ protect the right of 
private property, insure domestic tranquility, promote the 
general welfare, and secure the blessings of Liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution of the Knights of White Camellia. 

ARTICLE I 

SECTION I 

1 - All legislative powers herein granted shall be 
vested in the Supreme National Council. 
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^SECTION II 


1 _ The Supreme National Council shall consist of the 

Grand Commander, Grand Marshal Treasurer, Grand 
Shal Secretary, Grand Marshal of JntelXxgence, 

Grand Marshal of Field Operations and the Grand 
Chief Justice. 

? The members of the Supreme National Council shall 

2 ' be ch^ by ballot of all the State Colanders, 

Who are Presidents of the State Councils, in 
■ regular convention, from their nunfcer or from the 
Supreme Council. They shall serve for six years 
and each officer shall have one vote. 

For the purpose of organization, the officers of 
the original organization, as elected oy the ^ 
charter members, shall be the National offxc 
as set forth herein. 

3 - Immediately after they shall be assembled in con¬ 
sequence of the first election, they shall be 
divided as equally as may be into three classes, the 
seats of the officers of the first class shell - 
vacated at the expiration of the second year, the 
seats of the officers of the second class ^t the 
expiration of the sixth year, so that one third y 
be chosen every second year; and if vacancies happe 
by resignation or otherwise, the Grand Commander 
thereof may make temporary appointments until u 
next Convention of State Commanders, who shall then 
fill such vacancies. 

4 _ No person shall bs an officsr of the Supreme Motional 

Council who shall not have attained the age of thirty 
years, and be the native son of white Christian 

parents. 

5 - The Grand Commander shall be President of the Council, 

but shall not vote unless the balloting be equally 
divided. 
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" 6 - The Council shall choose their other officers, 

and also a Grand Commander, pro tempore, to act 
in the case of the resignation, inability to serve, 
or death cf the Grand Commander. 

7 - The Council shall have the solo power to try all 

impeachments. When sitting for that purpose they 
shall be on oath or affirmation. When the Grand 
Commander is tried, the Grand Chief Justice shall 
preside and no member shall be convicted without 
the concurrence of two thirds of the council 
present, 

8 - Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend 

further than to removal from office, disqualification 
to hold and enjoy any office of honor and trust 
within the order, and to be dishonorably expelled 
from the order. 

SECTION III 

1 - The time, place and manner of holding elections for 

the Supreme National Council shall be prescribed by 
the Convention cf State Commanders in regular session. 

2 - The Supraune Council shall assemble at least once 

each year, and such meeting shall be the first 
Monday in December unless they shall by two-thirds 
vote appoint a different day, 

SECTION IV 

1 - The Supreme Council shall be the judge of elections, 
returns and qualifications cf its members, .and a 
majority shall constitute a quorum to do business, 
but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, 
and may be authorized to compel the attendance of 
absent members in such manner and under such sanctions 
as the Supreme Council may provide. 
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2 - The Supreme Council may determine the rules of 
its proceedings, punish its members for disorderly 
behavior, and with concurrence of two-thirds, expel 
a member. 

3 - The Supreme Council shall keep a Journal of its 
proceedings, and from time to time puglish the 
same for the benefit of all Knights, excepting such 
parts, as in their judgment require secrecy, and 
the yeas find the nayes of the members of the 
Council shall, at the desire of two-thirds of those 
present, be entered in the Journal. 


SECTION V 

1 - The officers of the Supreme Council shall receive 

a compensation for their services, to be ascertained 
by State Commanders in regular convention, and paid 
out of the Supreme National Treasury. 

2 - No officer of the Supreme Council shall during the 

time for which he was elected, be a candidate for 
political office, and nc person holding a political 
office shall be a candidate for the Council. 

SECTION VI 

1 - All resolutions for raising revenue within this order 

shall have the sanction of the Supreme Council. 

2 - Each resolution which shall have passed the Supreme 

Council, shall, before it becomes effective, be 
presented to the Grand Commander, and if he approves 
he shall sign it, but if not, he shall return it 
with his objections to the Supreme Council, who shall 
enter the objections in their Journal and proceed to 
reconsider it. If after such reconsideration, two 
thirds of the Council shell agree to approve the 
K-feS&luticn, it shall stand so appr. ved and in effect.

H - To make all laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying into execution the foregoing 
powers, and all other powers vested by the 
Constitution of the Knights of White Camellia, 
or any department or officer thereof. 


SECTION VIII 

1 - No money shall be drawn from the Treasury, but in 

consequence of appropriations made by the Supreme 
Council, and a regular account of receipt and expenditure 
of all money shall be maintained, 

2 - Withdrawls from the Treasury shall be on signature 

of the Grand Marshall Treasurer, countersigned by the 
Grand Commander. 
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"SECTION IX 


1 - No officer of.the Supreme Council, or any subordinate 
organization, or any other officer shall enter into 
any binding agreement or alliance with any organization 
except upon unanamous agreement of the State Commanders 
in Convention assembled. 

ARTICLE II 


SECTION I 

1 - The executive power shall be vested in the Grand 

Commander, who shall held office for a term of six 
years.

1 all Knights; he may require the opinion in writing, 

of the principal officer of each of the Executive 
Departments upon any subject relating to. the duties 
of their respective offices, and he shall have the 
power to grant reprieves and pardons for offenses 
against the Order, except in cases of impeachment. 

2 - He shall have the power, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Supreme Council, nominate ambassadors and 
other ministers and all other officers of the Order 
not herein otherwise provided for, and which shall 
be established by the Supreme Council.

State and Local Constitution 
ARTICLE I 

SECTION I 


• The organization cf the Knights of the White Camellia, 
in the State of West Virginia is, and shall remain a part 
of the National organization, and the laws and rules as 
set forth in the National Constitution shall be the supreme 
law of the State organization. 

SECTION II 


The government cf the Knights of the'white Camellia, 
as set forth in the National Constitution, is that of

Commissions, charters and membership cards, issued 
under the authority of the State organization, shall 
carry the 'State Seal'.

The State Council shall be composed of the State 
Commander, Marshal Secretary, Marshal Treasurer, Marshal 
of Intelligence, Marshal State Justice and Marshal of 
Field Operations, elected from the Knights Commander of 
Local orgahi^iMons. 

SECTION III 


Officers of the State Council shall serve for three 
years and vacancies during term of office shall be filled 
from Knights Commander of locaj organization, by appointment 
by the Grand Commander. 

SECTION IV 

For election of the State Commander and all officers 
of the State Council, the State shall be divided into 
its respective Congressicnal Districts, each of which 
shall be represented by a 'Grand Knight', selected by 
secret ballot of all Knights Commanders of all lccfel 
organizations or 'Castles' of the State.

Grand Knights shall serve for one year, vacancies 
to be filled by appointment from local Knight Commanders, 
by the State Commander.

ARTICLE IV 

SECTION I 

Local organizations may be formed by six or more 
members of Knights, making application to the State 
Council for a Charter, and on payment of a fee of fifty 
cents ($.50).

Government of local organization shall reside in a 
Knight Commander, Sir Knight Secretary, Sir Knight

All officers elected or appointed to office, may, 
unless in cases herein otherwise provided for, be removed 
from office by the State Commander, for official misconduct, 
neglect of duty, incompetence or treason.

The general election for State Commander and members 
of the State Council, shall be held on the third Tuesday 
in November, unless otherwise provided for by the Supreme 
National Council. 

SECTION VI 

The Council shall meet bi-annually, and not oftener, 
unless convened by the Grand or State Commander. These may 
convene the Council by proclamation, whenever, in their ■ 
opinion, the welfare of the members demand it. 









" Rules shall be enacted and enforced, requiring all 
members of the State Council, Knights Commander, and 
all other Officers who shall collect, receive or disburse 
flunds of the Order, to give proper account of them. 

SECTION VII 


State and local officers shall serve without pay unless 
authorized by two thirds majority of the members. 

ARTICLE VI 


SECTION I 


A local organization being in legal effect on receipt 
cf the charter, signed by the State Commander and all 
members of the State Council, may then proceed to organize 
and transast business. 

SECTION :l 

A lcca}. organization or Castle, may be disolved upon 
request cf three-fourths cf its members, or the Charter 
may be discontinued by three-fourths vote cf the State Council 
and approved by the State Commander. 

SECTION III 


Standing Committees appointed by the Knight Commander 
of local organizations shall be Membership, Finance, Program, 
Intelligence Service and Field Operations, 

The Membership Committee shall be composed of five 
Knights and the Sir Knight Secretary who shall act as 
Chairman, 

The Finance Committee shall be composed cf three 
members and the Sir Knight Treasurer who shall act as 
Chairman. 

The Program Committee shall be composed of three 
members, one of whose number shall be selected by them 
as Chairman. 










" The Intelligence Service Committee shall- be composed 
cf three members and the Sir Knight Intelligence Service, 
whc shall act as Chairman. 

The Field Operations Committee shall be composed of 
three members, and the Sir Knight of Field Operations shall 
•act as Chairman. 

SECTION IV 


Regular meetings shall be held at least twice each 
month, at a place and time to be selected by the Program 
Committee. 

The Annual meeting shall be held in May of each year, 
at which officers will be elected, and the reports cf 
officers and standing committees submitted. 

a special meeting may be called by the Knight Commander 
or by a petition signed by one fourth of the members. 

A regular meeting may be postponed by notice given by 
the Knight Commander cr by a petition of one-fourth cf the 
members.

Amendments of this Constitution may be made by two- 
thircs vote of the local organizations in the State, provided 
that notice of proposed amendments has been given thirty 
days previous.

A majority of members on the roll of a local organization 
or ’Castle 1 shall constitute a quorum, until the membership 
reaches ten in number, after which seven members so shall 
constitute a quorum.

Results of the surveillance maintained. e«|_ ^he subject by 
Special Agents ROBERT F. FRY, A. M. O'DONNEIir .£ek£ .6Hb. writer, to¬ 
gether with Detectives H. H. HOLTON and L. R. SAUNDERS, cf the Norfolk 
Police Department, has met with negative results tc date and the 
same has been discontinued. In this regard, it is noted that the 
subject, throughout the course of the surveillance, made nc- contacts 
although he has done considerable letter writing throughout the day. 
From 7i00 A. M, to 9:00 P. M., the subject stays in his cffice located 
in the temporary cffice buildings cf Doyle and Russell, Contractors, 
at the United States Naval Operating Base. A surveillance cf the 
subject is presently being maintained by the Office cf Naval 
Intelligence. The log of agents' surveillance is being maintained 
in the files cf the Richmond Field Division. 

Commander V7. A. S. MACKLIN, Office cf Naval Intelligence, 
United States Naval Operating Base, advised that no action is being 
contemplated against DEaTHERAGE until such time as it is established 
that he is engaged in activities inimical to the best interests of 
this country. He advised that a surveillance would be maintained on:- - ' 








the subject while he is at the Base and that he would acivise this 
cilice immediately of any developments or information ascertained 


as a result of this surveillance. Commander MACKLIN was of the 
opinion that the subject was the type of individual who would 
•'holler persecution 51 if he was dismissed from the Base and, there- 
fore, he thought it best to wait, pending further developments. 


Commander C. J, GASS, Office of Naval Intelligence, 

United States Naval Operating Base, turned over- to the writer a 
considerable amount of material received from the American Jewish 
Committee at New York City. Commander GASS stated that he expected 
to receive a greater volume of material concerning the activities 
of the subject at a later date and would make the same available 
to agent for his perusal. He advised that no action is being 
contemplated against the subject at this time. 


On July 10, 194-1, a thirty-day mail cover was placed 
on all mail addressed to the subject at 617 West Ocean View Avenue, 
through the cooperation of Mr. L. S. BUCKING, Superintendent cf 
the mails at the Ocean View Sub-Station of the Post Office, and 
the Bureau was so advised.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14,-George E. 
Deatherage, who a few years ago was trying 
to unite all native Fascist organizations in 
one federation promoting Maj. Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley for American fuehrer, 
has turned up as the engineer in charge of 
a $7,000,000 naval construction project at 
Norfolk, Va. 

He is the executive engineer for Doyle 
and Russell, the contractors in charge of 
construction at one of the Nation’s most 
important Atlantic bases. ji 

Moreover, Deatherage still is preserving 
America for its white, Anglo-Saxon citizens. 
He recently proposed to the National In¬ 
ventors’ Council in a letter that it adopt his 
idea for creation of a semi-military corps of 
civilian Government workers to guard the 
Nation from its internal enemies. He used 
to regard all Americans except those of 
Anglo-Saxon origin as potential enemies of 
the Nation. His letter to the Council was 
what called the attention of Government 
officials to his present connections. 

Deatherage testified-before the Dies Com¬ 
mittee in the Summer of 1939 that he was 
the leader of an organization called the! 
Knights of the White Camellia. It was a j 
Fascist-like organization which at the time ■ 
was trying to establish a federation of simi¬ 
lar organizations to be named the American 
Nationalist Federation.

PM Shops 8 New York Stores, 
All Eager to Sell

Without the slightest identification, an 
Axis agent can buy or rent an Army or j 
'"Navy^officer’s uniform, complete with cor¬ 
rect insignia, in any of about 100 places in 
town. 

I shopped eight of the stores and found 
I could have bought or rented these uni¬ 
forms, no questions asked, in any of them. 

I discovered that it is not against the 
law to sell, buy or renb-Arniy and Navy 
officers’ uniforms without proper identifica¬ 
tion. It’s only against the law to wear such 
uniforms without the proper commission. 

In each of the stores I asked to see the 
uniforms and tried them on for fit. At the 
point of closing the deal, I asked: 

"Don’t I have to show you any identifi¬ 
cation permitting me to wear this uniform?” 

“No! None at all!” was the usual answer.

Section 125 of the National Defense Act 
and Section 76, Title 18 of the U. S. Code 
prescribe a maximum penalty of six months 
in jail and a $300 fine for the illegal wear¬ 
ing of army and navy uniforms. Imper¬ 
sonating an officer carries a maximum pen¬ 
alty of three years and a $1000 fine.

The Navy yesterday ousted George 
E. Deatherage, promoter and leader 
of Fascist societies, from a key post 
with a construction company en¬ 
gaged in expanding the Norfolk 
CVa.) naval operating base. 

Secretary Frank Knox ordered 
Deatherage’s discharge as “an un¬ 
desirable person” after Tiife-sWash- 
ington Post had disclosed onFeb¬ 
ruary 18 that the national conv- 
mander of the Knights of the White 
Camelia and the sponsor of the 
swastika-emblazoned American Na¬ 
tionalist Federation was chief en¬ 
gineer of a company doing impor¬ 
tant defense work. 

An announcement from the Navy 
Department said that Knox had in¬ 
voked a provision of a contract with 
the construction firm of Doyle & 
Russell, requiring that they fire any¬ 


one the Navy considers should not 
be allowed on defense work, 

“Based on competent investiga¬ 
tion,” the announcement said, “the 
Secretary of the Navy has found 
that Mr. Deatherage is an undesir¬ 
able person within the meaning of 
the contract and, as such, will be 
excluded from the site of Navy 
work.” 

The investigation was ordered fol¬ 
lowing the publication of The Post 
story revealing that Deatherage held 
an important executive post with 
a company engaged in construction 
work costing some 30 million dol¬ 
lars at the principal naval base on 
the Atlantic Coast. 

Deatherage then declared that he 
had let the Knights of the White 
Camelia lapse and was “sitting on 
See DEATHEBAGE, Page 2, Col. 3.

Federation is housed in the same suite in the Tlibune Tower. JUNG.'s feder¬ 
ation is known as labor-baiting, strike-breaking, anti-Semitic organization 
No. 1. I first dropped into JUNG’s' office at the Tribune Twer in 1935. 

He told me there was a. good possibility' of a job for the right kind of a 
fellow.. He made a telephone call, and a 3hort time later BeKAYVILLE ap¬ 
peared* They suggested th3t I represent. "The American Gentile” in New 
York, selling advertising and. promoting financial backing. This seemed 
strange to me, since HOT.T .ANn the Roosevelt-baiter and self- 

styled "squire” of Knun Elbow, had told me that he was financing the publi¬ 
cation of the semi-monthly, "The American C-entile”. "Did SPONGER tell 
you. that?” JUNG asked when I mentioned the 3quire's admission. I assured 
him that SPENCER had told me, and JUNG appeared satisfied.

»K. H..SAUTTER formerly leader'Of the Chicago American 
Bund, was at all times during his tenure of office as Bundist Fuehrer 
in dose contact with HARRY AUGUSTUS JUNG.. of th e American Vigilante 
Intel ligenc e Federation, as w*3 one Capta ijjfflwS THONG, formerly publisher 
of "TnS^Uentile Front". JUNG's financial angels were recruited by Cap¬ 
tain HOLLAND SHERWOOD SPENCER of Newport, Rhode Island; of Krum Elbow, 

New York; of Pain Beach, Florida. 


, "SPENCER is the former publisher of the Highland Post, 

Highland, New York, the financial contributor of the American , NaHnnai— 

Sociaiiai-tsBgM of New York. SPENCER gave RAYMOND JOSEPH HBALY £2,000 in 
currency, inhlch in turn was handed o.’er to the American National Social¬ 
ist League, now known, as the, American Nationalist Labon^ParJby. SPENCER 
v^as a financial supporter of’ 1 the Order of r ~ rr fSJ”^irscied by ROYAL..SCO.IT 
Gulden, of the Gulden mustard family, financial contributor to the Friends 
pf^New Gemany, now known as the German, American ..Bund, financial con¬ 
tributor and editorial contributor to "The Statesman", a weekly" newspaper 
of Atlanta, Georgia, edited' and published by ex-go.vernor EUGENE F. TALL- 
MADGB of that state. Hr. SPENCER cooperated with CHARLES' LIJJD LEY of the 
Morris Upshanx, Brokerage House of. Chicago and New York> who”resides at the. 
St. Nicholas Club of. Manhattan as well as Commander RQI.ANp _ nf 

the St. Nicholas Club of Manhattan, GOERGE ABBOTtyWTNTHR.OP df Connecti¬ 
cut (connected with th97*<terican Patriots), end ALLEN-SOLL of Greenwich, 
Coruiscticut. 
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"All of" these names, are the- name sof people in . the 
American Patriots. Inc.; not: all of them are of fid alp connected with the 
Bund, but unofficially they distributed the Bund literature, by buying 
it, helping out through speakers, by contributing financially, etc.

"The American Patriots, Inc., was' organized by ALLS!? . 
ZOliL with the co-operation of. the people mentioned above, and was, in' 
turn, financed by SPENCER ( SPENCER was at that; time the head of the 
Militant Christian Assodation), who was at the same time subsidizing the 
publication of " The Storm ", of which RAYMOND JOSEPH HEALY was the editor. 
HEALY was organizing among the ranks of the working class, longshoremen, 
dock, hands, factory workers, etc. DEATHERAGE, of the Knights of the 
White Camellias , had the task of organizing in the middle class, inde¬ 
pendent merchants, etc. SPENCER, as the guiding factor, but not of the 
organization, did recruiting among the "400". Thus The American Patriots 
Inc., had three people, behind it; HEALT, among the working class; 
DEATHERAGE, among the middle class; SPENCER among the upper class. 

"ANTON - HAEGELE was financed, by SPENCER, to organize, 
among the German element in America.' 1 

"The pur-pose of the entire setup was, on the part of 
SPENCER, to discredit ROOSEVELT* hi3 foreign policy and domestic policy, 
in any way, shape, or form, among the 400. DEATHERAGE’s purpose was to 
create a nationwide organization, military in character, with, a dic¬ 
tatorship as its goal. HEALY's objective was to stir up th3 masses to 
support DEATHERAGE'in the forcible overthrow of the government of the 
United States. This was to be accomplished through the organization of 
technicians in the power houses, electric companies, telephone companies, 
radio stations, etc. Many of the boys of class No. 1 ( HEALY 1 s class ) 
joined the armed forces of the United States, namely, the National 
Guard, the Amy, or the Navy. Those that did not join up in the armed 
forces ware trained nightly in halls rented throughout the. City of New 
York, to learn the art of street-fighting and revolutionary tactics. 

"SPENDER- was the, paymaster, taking the money he. 
collected from the 400 at Newport, Palm Beach, e.tc., and using it for 
literature, for the renting of halls, for bodyguards, for legal, defense, 
and for everything you, can think of. 
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"At that time out* plan was - to set up a government- 
similar to that, in Germany. At that tine we felt- that we would want to 
duplicate everything that Hitler was doing in Germany, identical to the 
ANSIP in Germany. 


"My connection with the German American Bun d. Friejpds. q£„ 
New Germany, and American Natio nal Socialist. .hgjusaa,.' was as. a member of 
the 'speakers 1 staff of" the‘saTcTbrganizations, telling then that we, 
as native-born Americans, when the: day came,- would be ready and waiting 
to. strike, and strike hard. 


"As a member of the speaker’s staff of the German 
American Bund, £ reported everything X said and everything £ did, conver¬ 
sations £ had, moneys I received, etc.«,-to the leaders of the Bund. 

The leaders weiet *fr^KLAPPR05H, LOUI^AHNE, RSINHOLD 

V ^VALTER, Dr^&CHKUCH. These men weirf located in the City of New York. 

I would report to them at the Bundesleitung, located on 85th and Third 
Avenue. 


"I was the.undercover man for the German American Bund, 
and, in short, was the representat^vp'or operative of the. Geneva Assoc¬ 
iation, which, was headed by XGNA®*^E2BL3. X was instructed by Dr. 
.-HBXBLB to join these organizations and secure any information possible, 
and report the same to him, as well- a3 to the above mentioned KAPPE, etc* 

"As far as I know, SPENCER had knowledge of my con¬ 
nection with the German American Bund insofar as my activities as a: 
speaker were concerned, but beyond that, he had no knowledge, and was 
apparently unaware that X was reporting- everything to the officials of 
the German American Bund. 

- V* 1 ' knew that I was a member of the German 

America^BuncF/formerly the Friends of New Germany, but he. did not. know 
that X was a Geneva operative'. 

"In short, it appeared that the whole scheme was one 
in which the German American Eund, through its officials, occupied 
the position of. a so-called power behind the throne. Through me, they 
were, advised of the activities of PEATHEBAGE. as well as of myself , and 
were aware of all contributions collected by Captain SPENCER. Xn the 
event DSAIHERAGE, with my support,, was able to overthrow the government,

"Here in the city-: of. Chicago, Mr.- WILLISJJ>JSNJECKE on 
his farm has any number of' guns, purchased here in Chicagofrcm a' store 
on North Clark Street. YURNECKB lives at 62SO Wayne Avenue... He has an 
unlisted; telephone, of which the number is Briargate 4767. He was. in 
Wadsworth, Illinois, owning the. Niblick farms. He moved from there and 
took a farm not very far from Wadsworth. I could locate, the place. It 
is on the road near Milwaukee, near SPEARING's, tavern, which is known by 
everyone up there. YYERNECKE is a stock broker, real estate broker, etc., 
•with offices on LaSalle Street. His uncle also is* WILLIAM. ViBHJIECKB. His 
mother works in the. company down here in the loop. WSRNECK would purchase 
these guns, and although I have never seen, anyone training up at this 
farm - never saw any target practice - nevertheless I saw ; the guns, and he 
told me he had men coming there for training in. manual arms. He. had books 
‘and booklets on that subject, as well as on the. care of guns, how to 
clean them, etc.

•tT was also at the home of RICHAR&^SIAPR, 5714. We3t 
Byron Street, who. has apy number of guns. (He is' a member of the. 

German American Bund, belonging to the uniformed division of. that organ¬ 
ization.) He. has an uncle on hismother's side at Fontaine, Wisconsin, 
who is connected with a circus 4nd is a good shooter. STARR has all of 
the guns of the uncle, as well, as some; of his own. Being, a bragger, he 
boasted of his military training down in Mexico, taking part in various, 
uprisings down there. He certainly can shoot - is pretty handy with his 
gun. 

"Between CLAREjftJE^^T (lineman, fop the telephone com¬ 
pany)'. RICHARD STARR, WILIAM WERNECKE, CHARLES^ET (a Spanish, Mexi¬ 
can, who has wrought-iron works on the north side of Chicago, and who 
has. government contracts for wrought-iron gates), MAXTlSQKUANN, they have 
a good truckload of guns, anywhere, between 350; and 5Cd guns. 

"In New York there was a man, whose name I do not know 
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but whose picture E could Identif^who was- an- adiiser to L0UI$««HHS. 
2AHNE was the president of the'^££nan American Independent Voters League, 
a political unit of the. Friends "of the Hew German s* This man t/as an 
officer in the United States Array, stationed at^Coyornor *3 Island, and 
presented me and a. man known to me as YOMTVILLEjFRENCHY, who was the head 
of- the American Division of the Storm Troop unit of. the German Amerj c an-. 
Bund, with a gas-gun each. This officer of the United States Army was 
an active member of the Bund, and attended many meetings in the uniform 
of the United States Army. It was shortly before being presented with 
this gas-gun that a German seaman working aboard the "Bremen 11 paid a 
visit to my home; in the City of New York and introduced himself as Herr 
EUGENE.. After a few beers, he informed me that at any time I wished to 
purchase revolvers 1 could place the order with him and he would deliver 
the order upon his return to America fr n Germany, The price of. these, 
huger a was $7.50. each. Several weeks passed and Herr EUGENE visited my 
home a second time. It was in the fall of 1936, to be exact, a week after 
< the national presidential election.. He. informed me that his superiors 
in Germany directed, him to report to roe' the. fact that, they had. changed 
their' minds as to the transaction of the guns, because of the German, 
ammunition plant number and trade mark on the said German huger 3 , but that 
I would be approached by an American who would supply us with our needs, 
and cur wants. It was then that I had ccme. In contact, with this United 
. States Army Officer, who introduced himself and said that he was a 
friend of Dr. IGN4TZ frreftBIBLS.. (This officer was introduced to me 
, by LOUIS 2AHNE of. the Manufacturers Trust, 8Sth and 3rd Streets, New 
York'. ! was reporting: to Mr. ZAHNB, to learn where I was to lecture the 
next night. He was at that time the New York City leader of the Yorkville 
Division of the German American Bund.)

"My connection, with the Friends of the N .w Germany, 
now known as the German American Bund, started in this fashiont 

"As a result of my travels throughout the United 
States in ny youth and my residence in Hew York City, X had many 
occasions to. visit Union Square in New-York-City. There I listened 
to speeches of YilLLIAM zJj&SSmt, HAJWafcfcmXJND, CLARENC5H4THAWAY, ■ 
and other Communists, all of whom spoke “'on: the occasion for a. new 
social, order, and that the time was at hand. About; the. time of the. 

Bonus Expeditionary Force; march on Washington, I went to Philadelphia, 
r subsequently participated in’ the fight that the Bonus Army had in 
Washington, p. c. After that E returned tc Philadelphia, where I lived 
on Chelton Avenue in. Germantown, living with one JOHN CAVE. .During 
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this tire t was still inspired by speeches. and conditions that apparently 
existed in the United States. I wade contacts Tilth various, people on, 
the 3treet, at which times ! would denounce the economic system. After 
three months in Philadelphia, t went to New Tori; City, at about the time 
that the. Council of the. Unemployed, through one BTED2NKAHP, was organ¬ 
izing a march on the State capitol at Albany., I participated in this 
march on the state, ca pito l of' Albany. I’ participated in this march 
at the' time that ROOSEVELT was governor of the State' of New Tortr. After 
the demonstration in Albany T subsequently returned to EMladsXpMa. by way 
, of New York" City, and there accidentally- met Cant&in ART $5££3S f who was 
in his automobile, dressed in the uniform of a United States Asrsy officer. 
2his meeting, took place on Market Street and Broad Street, what?. SM’HJC was 
speaking to a group; of people about the economic situation in Aaoricsu 
1 then, learned that; SIXTH was the founder of the Kha H Shirts of. Africa. 
and was subsequently invited to attend a meeting of the Khaki. Shirts 
of America at the Old St. Luke's Hospital in the Oily of Philadelphia* 

At the meeting, t. was impressed by the apparent sincerity of ggHH* and. 
joined the organization as a recruit along with fifty other persons. I 
was advised that it would be necessary to otto a uniform, and I purchased 
one. The uniform consisted of brown boots, khaki riding breeches. Khaki 
shirt, a San Brown belt, an over-sea3 cap, and a trench coat. 

"After several weeks of tutorship and training under 
various group leaders of the Khaki Shirts of America', 1 was placed in 
charge of the Germantown. District, with the commission of lieutenant of 
the Germantown. District. I was then placed in charge of Reading, 
Pennsylvania. All. during this time I became impressed by SMITH'S 
sincerity and belief, and believed that Fascism wa3 what America needed, 
whereas formerly I had been a firm believer that Communism was the cure-all 
of American, economic evils. T was. then brought' back, to Philadelphia and 
, demoted from a Captain to a Lieutenant.

Subsequently I was brought up to the general staff of 
the Khaki Shirts of America, United States Fascists. Xt appeared that 
nothing of an exciting nature occurred until, one of the Khaki Shirts 
of America men was murdered by a Communist on Philadelphia's south 
side, on Catherine Street, Shortly after this murder, I, in company 
with SKLTH, and others, went to. New York City and made' an appearance at 
a meeting in Astoria, Long Island, which had been arranged'by the New 
York group.. I did not' attend this meeting, but visited my family. Hie 
following day I read in the New Tork newspapers that some; man. had been 
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murdered at this mooting.- SMITH, accompanied by- HEALY, returned tor 
Philadelphia ./Subse quant to this time, a person known to me as F^TKIE 
44 0FFE.I I or^QFFER, a marabou of the Kfr*k*Shirts nf AaartM, confessed 
to the shooting in Aas-cria* and. in a New York City court was. sentenced 
to a. term in the, peaiieoriii^egr for fifteen years. At the same time, ART 
SMITH was sentenced for £ psjEiod. of seven years on. a perjury charge. This 
directly resulted is the break-tip of the Khaki Shirts of America by the 
disbanding of the imiforttid division. 

. ''Between the time of the shooting- and the time of the 

confession, SMITH and I had gone to New York City to visit, the German War 
Veterans, Stahlhelm, which was located on 85th Street between Lexington 
and Third Avenue on the south side of the street, first, floor, left-hand 
side, going into the building. It appears that SMITH wanted the support of 
this organization, and. this organization wanted SMITH'S support. During 
this time, I. got the names of several members while SMITH was trying to 
assist this organization in securing permission from the authorities of 
New York City- to hold a German Day celebration in. the National Guard 
Armory in. the Bronx. SMITH was unable, to assist this organization, and 
he and I returned to Philadelphia. 


“After the break-up of the Khaki Shirts of America, I 
went back to New York City and looked up. the men whom I had previously 
known in the Stahlhelm headquarters., I then met the following persons 
in Kreutzer Halle, 228 East 86th Streot, New" York;

These men were the founders of the Bund, Friends of New Germany, known 
in Chicago aedlfeutonia. At the time of this neetTngT^conversation was 
general. I. subsequently appeared at the office of ,the Friends, of New 
Germany, located oh. 85th Street and Third Avenue in the Manufacturers 
Trust Bank Building* second, floor, and met several other people, whose 
names I do not recall, minor officials and clerks. 


"Someone said to. me, 'Aren’t you the person who dropped 
int'.' the Steel Helmet headquarters?' I said I was. Vie were discussing 
SHAH'S troubles and the future of the; Khaki Shirts of America, and they 
were wondering, whether or not T could ;rab hold of the remnants of the 
Khaki Shirts of America. They asked if I had any definite plans, ancf 
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what these plans ware* - Dry GBEIBLg . said- to me, ’Mr. HEAXY, why don't 
you. coma along with us and work right with us. Y/e have the same idea that 
you had, and, I feel quite sure we eould reach some sort of agreement 
favorable to all of us.’ K<° gave me the address of the bank; building and 
asked me to- come up. [

"X then met. Hr/ZAHNE. He took me back upstairs, to 

S IDE, thick is known as. the Fronds of the NeT^Ga raaag. (Incident- 
tis name EFENDE is the cable address of the Friends of the New 
,) Then Mr, KAPPE arrived, as well as Mr. GISSIBUland. others* We 
continued our conversation where, we left off the night, before. ,Mr. 

ZAHNE was interested in knowing whether' or not I could deliver a public 
address. YVhen I told him that I had given a few short; talks in the nattre 
of a public address before groups of the Khaki Shirt3 of America. in the 
city of Philadelphia, and elsewhere, he sat- me down to a typewriter and. 
told me to go right ahead and type up some sort; of a speech. He wanted 
to see. what I could do along that line, in my own style. I sat down 
and typed up the first speech, which was delivered before the EFENDE 
membership meeting the: following Tuesday. When Xpresented the typewritten 
copy of the speech to Mr. ZAHNE, he read it and appeared, to be well pleased, 
and passed it around to others who were waiting for me to finish the task 
of typing it up. Each in turn read it and appeared satisfied that t, 
as an American, could speak for their organization* The first time that 
I spoke before the membership of the Friends of the New Germany' X was 
introduced as a ’ Junger Elande; that threw in his lot with, the Germans in 
their fight for the Fatherland. 1 The title, of the lecture was, ’Americans, 
Awaken I* and dealt with the political and economic conditions of the 
nation, at that; time and what' we as Americans, both Irish and Germans, 
should and must do. if we are to gain control of our lost continent. 

n Following my first speech before the German organization, 
I was approached by Dr*. IGNATZ T. GREIBLE. He questioned me as to whether 
or not X had the time to attend some private sessions. I told him. X had 
all the time in the world, whereupon he gave me the address of a place 
where he. wanted, me to go* It turned out to be Kreutzer Halle, in one of 
the rooms upstairs, rented for the' occasion. At eight, o’clock, that night, 
when. I found' ray way into these halls, X met Dr. GHEIBLE, who introduced 
me to the people gathered there as one who was going to join the class. 

I sat down and for over an hour listened, to a sales talk, and finally 
there was a. debate * I learned an hour later that this wa3 the method 
they were using to train public speakers in the art of delivering a lecture 
correctly.. Dr. GREIBLE turned on. me and inquired whether or not, I would 
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care to- says few words' for five minutes' or so. T spoke Tor about ten or 
fifteen minutes, with the consent of the Chairman, and Dr. GKEXBLB 
questioned the chairman and those gathered as to my eligibility' as a member 
in thi3 school, known as the Aryan University. I was passed upon and 
accepted,- and enterod into the work of the University, studying public 
•peaking, the philosophy of national socialism, the history' of free 
masonry, and, of course, numerology in connection with the collateral, 
aspects of the political movement. They also had a class in the art of 
defense, stre#t*»fighting, ^iu jitsu, manual of arms, the care and use 
of revolvers and rifles, photography and the art of taking 1 pictures of a 
military nature and of other important events that would arise from. time, 
to, time, etc. I attended this class on and off for a coupld of: years. 

" Dr. IGKATZ T. GFETBf/S was the founder and dean of the 
so-called Aryan. University.. Y /ALTEEL KAPPEL was of the faculty of the 
university, handling, press and propaganda; ANTON HAEfiSTJg. political, org¬ 
anization; YTILLIA^IJER, collateral, history of music, Beethoven and. the 
arts, literature,- and fine sdance; ftrv.SCHHUdfl. the, teachings of national 
socialism and of the 2hird Reich cf Kw Gsmday® The school was. sub¬ 
sidized by the EF* I?pS . The 0® th@ school, consisted of those 

who; were members of the German. M $£Lzm. Ifead,,. than known as the EFENDS, 
and the members of the speakers 5 "bureau stf tb&s #aas- organization. 

During this tine I was receiving tam/s&n fto® Ohs German American Bund - 
my expenses and about 025 a wiesk# Sxpepaes covered trips to different 
parts of the city, Philadelphia$ aaasf or wherever T went, such as 

bus fare, transportation, money sg&Xs aid clothing. 

"I was lecturl&g, isilih® HatiorBsl Socialist Workers' 

Party of Xmerica, headed by RABTiND JOSEPH HEALY, organized at the 
instigation of Dr. GREIBLE, who thought, it would be wise: along with my 
B\ind activities, to work among the non-German organizations. This was 
the first, organization the Bund had actually organized, so. far as 1 
know, outside of their own. • . 

"For’th®> purpose of organizing arrong non-Germans, we 
organized first an organisation known a s the. Anglo-Saxon Celtic Anti- 
Jewish Alliance, which changed shortly afterwards to: the Natio nalist 
So cialist j ro.gkgxa,.B&etr &£.JberiLca. also at theyinstance of Dr. GFEIBLE.’ 
Other organizations before which r appealed at that time, the way being 
paved for me by people unknown to me, werq^fPSUTSCHE KUP'i'UR. KAMPE-BUNE, 

EDDA, organized in honor of General VON I^T)S?UX)R?^ > ROCiRISSrV’£. YORKERS 
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HUB, organized by V/IIXIAM^C§HCP, who was arrested in 1939 in connection 
with the Christian Front Revolutionary activity. 

»Ihe Friends of the. Haw Germans: died: the Bund, was. born. 
I'JILLIAM BISHOP was then working with lirs^^BLLIAJI, who was the pub¬ 
lisher and editor of an immigration newSpqoer known as the American Bulle¬ 
tin, and Mr.YORUBFR, who was a member of the Friends of the.

"I was informed that I must attend this congress or con¬ 
ference of International agents in Germany at/that time, as veil as in the 
summer of 1935. I received a letter from B^i/GULICH of Kiel University, 
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Kiel,- Germany, directing-me to come to Germany* A German- spoke to- me, 

•who said he could not speak English well enough*to inform me correctly, 
but that if. X cared to, X could get. an interpreter, which I did, and his 
name was Br^ KAPFIBISCH., alias AIASiORST. This German claimed he had just- 
arrived in America, primarily to see me* He reported to KAPFLStSCH that 
my presence was wanted in Germany} that he was here as a salesman and 
must return immediately to Germany} that I was to go. with him} that a 
passport or papers were not necessary} that X was to be taken aboard the 
German Danpfer Bremen. X informed KAPFLBXSCK to tell this German that X 
was not ready as yet to . go. to Germany, and. the. next day when X met an 
assistant to Dr. GREIElE at the G. A*, headquarters X was reprimanded for not. 
following, orders. X told them that. X did not care to go to. German}' at 
that time (1935), as I was busy with other things*. I did not realize 
at that time (but X did in a week or so), that it was Dr. GREXBLEJs idea 
that X was to go ever there-, to go to school and be remolded and shaped 
up. differently. She outcome was that Dr. GRBIBLB told me that thereafter 
when X was told to do anything I had better do it, but it was said nicely, 
never' in a vulgar way. I was told to: attend a couple of meetings and. go 
about my business. 

•’Another time it happened that X was told to do; something 
- the; time X met FRITZ KUHN . He had a dead man's lottery. VSyr name was 
picked out as. one to assassinate Prince LQ7/ENSTSIN. (He was killed seme, 
time later on Catherine Street.) They wanted him out of the way, and X 
was told X; was the one to. do the job - not to do it myself, but; to have 
it. done. X told KUHN at. that time that if he wanted anything like that 
done he Would have to do it himself. X believed in the movement political¬ 
ly and. economically, but when it came to. the point of murdering people, 
it was; not my line. He‘ said that in this movement you've got to do it, 
and like it. X said that I would not do it. The result was that he 
dropped the. conversation and everything' was all right* But X was badly 
beaten up going down the street one time, in New York. Police head¬ 
quarters knew I was beaten up, because X had tc have a doctor, and was 
taken in an ambulance. 

'•Another incident occurred one time when X went to visit 
my mother. X asked permission of Dr. GPEIBLB to leave ny work for a. tine 
in order to go home. (New York) to visit my people *< No matter what T did, 

X. had to let Dr. GREIB1E know where I was going so that he could contact 
me. X gets one expense, spending-,money, my pay, etc., on. Saturday. I 
was attending a>German Kameradschaft. Abend, and left the place, going 
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to the Kleins Konditerei, where I had' coffee, and was talking with different 
people I knew there, and read the newspaper. It. was- a typical German coffee 
shop. Time wore on, and X finally discovered that it was three or four 
o'clock in the morning - too late to go out to my mother then, so I decided 
to. leave Sunday morning, leave at six o'clock and have breakfast at seven. 

No one knew that X was going down to my mother except Dr. GREXBLE. He knew 
that X refused, to kill LOVIENSTEIN, and also ERNEST I0EXX2H, *ho later com¬ 
mitted suicide. Only Dr. GREIBLB knew X was- going downtown to Greenwich 
Village. X took the Xexington Avenue subway to Sleeker Street, and walked 
upstairs. As' many times as I have been in New York, whenever going through 
an exit on the way to the street X always walked on the right-hand side. 

But this morning X had turned over and was walking on the left-hand side 
of. th9 street. In other words, I; was on Sleeker Street, on the south, side 
going west, instead of on the north side, lly sister lived on the right- 
hand side, oh Y/orcester and Bleaker, and my mother lived on V.est Broadway 
and Hurd, right around the bend. X was headed for my mother's h<xa©,_ and 
turned to look to- the. right; of' me. X saw that outside my sister's 
was parked a Yellow taxicab. X never saw a taxicab parked there is front 
of. the home; they were always in front of the hackstand or the coffee 
shop. My suspicion was. aroused. X was walking r/est, and a roan was walking 
east, and was about five feet: away. Helooked at me, and I recognized him. 

He was from -Yorkville., As X approached the southeast corner of Y^orcester 
and Bleeker Streets I saw the cab and hesitated. The cab came toward me. 

I cut. at an. angle toward West Broadway and Bleeker, and on the comer, right 
under the elevated, was a coffee shop. X dived in there, and just; as X 
was going in I heard a woman's voice (ft came from the platform of the 
elevated station), 'That's him'. X happened to look up just as X dived in, 
and saw her. The. cab pulled up and out: jumped a bare-headed fellow - he 
had rad hair -' and. X picked him out. as someone I recognized. He was one 
of the. hangers-around in Yorkville in the board room. I couldn't quite 
understand all of this. I had a cup of coffee and then went to my 
mother's house. 


"It was a year prior' to this that an incident occurred 
in the same community, but on Worcester and West Third, and. the police 
department of the City of New York, has a record of it. Five men. came after 
me.. The streets were torn up, and cobble stones were lying all over. 

They picked one up and threw it at me, but it missed me, and I ran. The; 
.police were on the comer in a' squad car. They recognized me as being 
KBALY. They heard feet running, and caught one person, who was sent to 
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jail for five, days for an attempt to kill me. The police fired at, the man 
but missed him. The officer was reprimanded for using a gun and mis si ng 
the man. Because of that experience I did not mention this second 
incident to my mother., . , 

' "Then I met Dr. GREIBIS at' Yorkville and told him about 

the matter® That nights Tuesday, £ had to deliver a lecture before the 
Yorkvilit? group, Instead: ©£ giving my lecture for the evening,, I touched 
on the c &m 3 ssyiagi that $m* Communists were out to assassinate me.

"Said 'Interesting experience you had.' 

"'Yes. it is*, I replied. 'Doctor, yon're the, only 
person wfe& tos# going.'

"He looked at me and said, 'Nov', Healy, you don't think 
for one minute that I had anything to do with it?' 

"'I did disobey orders,’ Z said. 

"'Well, that wouldn't mean I would, want to kill you* 
You're suffering from, a disillusionment, or some mistaken idea,' he 
replied. 


"'Y.'ell, if you tell me you're not the one, then you're 
not the fellow', I said} he then gave m so m money. 

"Finally, after X had discussed this with Dr .- CREXBLS, 
SCHKUCH and others, they politely told me i rr a sslce, round-about way, that 
fellows like myself are treated that way until, they are. proven to be on 
the up and up, and after they prove hft be cb the level, why, nothing is 
too good, for them. In other words, they boa-1 take any chances with any¬ 
one. Dr. GREIBL5 was thereafter very chummy with, me, took - me to his 
estate in the Catskills, Governor's Island, sad introduced me to his 
friends. 

”Dr. GREIBL3’ left this country. He was accused by- 
the United States Governentn of being head of the German spy ring. I 
do not know when he left. ' ■ , 
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»r drank-beer on the Bremen,. Europa, and S. Reliance, 
After the flag incident- in New York, when: the, German flag was torn off 
the Bremen, they changed the regulations as to how visitors would cone 
aboard.. This was the procedure* Three or four men, members of the _Gforran 
American BundL f Dr. GRETBLE, I, or someone else), would go. to the HAPAG 
(Hamburg American line) on Broadway. X would walk; inr, go up to the desk, 
and introduce myself to a nan. who already knew me, and X knew him. X 
world tell him I was interested in going to Europe; how much would the 
fare be. Then X would ask in an undertone, *Any names for me?* He would 
then give me a list he had already prepared, as we had telephoned him in 
the. meantime. He would, give me a list of the. people going to Southampton, 
or wherever the ship would dock before going to Germany. We would have 
the. names of the passengers and visitors expected to visit. We would get; 
the. names of these people going to Europe. Dr. GREXBLS, having; this inform 
' ation, would turn it over to whomever he. wanted to go on. the ship. We 
would go to the booth and would ask, 'You have a IS? - . KEALY on board, who 
is going to Southampton’, or any other place. ’Yes, cabin No. so and so. 
T3io are you? We were a brother, or sister, or relative, .just so that 
we could pass the gate. That was the main thing. We knew the seamen 
working aboard, ship. They were all members, every one of them, of the 
S. A. We would go aboard ship, and would immediately go below deck to the 
crew’s bunks. It these rooms there would, be tables and bunks. We. 
would then sit down and drink our beer, and wait for tte?.,l@ader of the 
S. A. aboard ship to find his way tot tSds room and present us. -with what 
he wanted delivered to Dr. GREIB1E', etc. \ 

"ERNEST FT^irmiRST. alias KLOPFLIESCH. was in charge 
of propaganda for the National Socialist Workers Party of America. Dr. 
IGANTZ T. GREXRDS suggested changing the name of, the Anglo Saxon Celtic 
Anti-Jewish Alliance to that" of'‘the N^onal Socialist Workflr sPjrjy of 
America. He also suggested changing the name of the Irish Weekly to 
that, of the Storm. X was the editor of the Storm and publisher of same 
and visited the headquarters of the Qrjflnds. Ne w Ge rmany , where X was 
informed by- the certified public accountant of the Friends of New Germany 
that there was a shortage of £3.7,000 in the EF2NDB funds. ANTon ('TONY 
HAEGEDR w ho was the New York City divisional, leader known as a ‘gauleiter’ 
split' away from the Friends of New Germany and organized his American 
National Socialist League, and through a court action was granted per¬ 
mission to take over the linotype machines, as well, as the printing 
presses. The Friends of New Germany, the Deutscher Beobachier, was later 
changed to the American National Socialist League and' then to. the American

be used in th publication of the National American and the furtherance of 
organizing the American National L?bor Party. Mr. HAEOELE received

and the National American. 


"The U. S., Government through the FBI in the City of New 
York a few' years ago. clamped down on the Nazi spy ring' in America and 
arrested a number of people and issued a warrant for the arrest of JDr.

ring in the U. S. Pr, GREIBLE end his spy activities were carried out 

Under the name of the Geneva Association.

These men were camped on the grounds of the head¬ 
quarters ready to strike the moment that the national commander gave 
the word. The first thing that we were to do in our coup d’e’iat would 
be the blackening out of the city - tnat is, to blow up on the .north side 
and south side of Philadelphia the electrical plant, to destroy them so 
that the city would be in complete darkness. This is on the records of 
the Philadelphia newspapers, as well a3 on the police records of the city 
of Philadelphia. A .number of xhe Khaki Shirt men belonged to "the National 
Guard of the city of Philadelphia - the majority of them the Italian 
element - and they were to open up the main gates of the National Guard 
so that the night trucks would be able to drive in and load these trucks 
with the rifles, along with the oooperation of guards and lieutenants in 
the National Guard, whose names were never disclosed. They could never 
get any information on particular individuals. The men were armed - each 
and every man - including myself - and JaJIIH and the rest of them, and 
we were to march on the nation's capitol, Washington, D. C., and take 
over the government by force, and one of the first steps th3t we were 
to cany out was the capturing of the radio station in 'Trenton, New Jer¬ 
sey, over the bridge from Philadelphia, to surround the Hotel Station, 
'Trenton, and take over the broadcasting apparatus and make the public 
announcement that the government of the United States had been overthrown 
and that a Fascist provision £«ver?3»snt was put up in its place. The

"You may think little Adolfs are crackpcts and harmless 
but they are furthering the cause of the Nazi -world revolution. 

"Remember, they-laughed .at Hitler, too." 

Displayed with this article is a reproduction of the 
subject's membership card in the "white Front" for the period April B, 
1938 to April .8, 939. Also there is shown a photograph of numerous 
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children which is labeled, "Ihe first rally of unite Sagles” described by 
the subject as a youth auxiliary of the .Mhite Front.

Ihis letter is dated December 13, 1940 and^f&ates that the subject 
states that the subject had, "spent over eight years in the ranks of the 
Sth Column movement .as a traitor to America, her people and her traditions, 
. . . .organizing storm-troops .seuadrons, editing sheets of 'violence and of 
hate, vi^: ’She KevI 'Ihe Storm.’ and 'Healev's Irish -Vfeekla . i lecturing, 
etc.” - - 


Ihe letter continues stating that the subject is 
aware that national Socialists are well-organized and are prepared tp 
pounce upon Americans when the Fuehrer gives the signal. Ihe writer then 
offers Ms services ir. cooperation with Mr. TiHITE by calling upon other 
Americans to defend America by ’hiding the Allies.” He stated that he 
was willing ,to serve in any capacity. 

On December 18, 1940 the subject reported to the Chicago 
.Field Office and stated that he was publishing a booh which would expose 
all Communists, Nazis and fascists in the United States. He stated that 
he desired to discuss thematter with Agent RICHARD J. Z?j!E 8KAL to determine 
whether or not any of the information he was setting forth would inter¬ 
fere with any investigation being conducted by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. He was advised that the responsibility for printing any 
matter would be entirely his own.

* Under -date of March 2 . 6 ., 1941 the Miami Field Division 

advised that the subject was editor and publisher of the "Free Press”,’ 
a newspaper published for the first time in lliami, Florida on March 12, 
1941. It was stated that he had voluntarily offered his services to the 
Miami Office stating that he,had for eight or nine years'been a member 
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of various subversive groups in Chicago, particularly the Irish Republic 
Army and the Irish American National Alliance*

On various 4ate$ the subject .had previously furnished 
the names and addresses of individual's with whom he had been in contact 
in various portions of the Unitad States, JNfeqy -of these individuals 
were investigated with negative results. For this reason the subject's 
reliability as an informant is considered questionable. 

On November IS, 1941 Mr. T. 0'.DONNELL, llSS.Center 
Street, secretly advised that he is one of the organizers of the Mid- 
Yfest Chapter of the American Irish Defense .Association located at 30 
North LnS.allo Street. He related that the of this organization 

was to induce Ireland to ally with the Unit$3 States to accept Irish 
bases. He reported that there had been considerable antagonism to this 
program and th3t the purpose of the organization had been modified along 
a program of Irish-American unity to unify Irish Americans behind President 
ROOSSHELT. Mr. O'DONNELL reported that RAYMOND J. HEALEY had volunteered 
for work with the organization.

AT WASHINGTON. D. C. 


The title of this case is being changed to include the names 
of organizations which DONALD SHEA has headed, and the alias D. MARCO, 
which he is reported to have used in Baltimore in the past. 

Ihe first reference report, copies of which were transmitted 
to all offices, set out briefly information concerning SHEA, who was 
disseminating anti-Semitic literature, and concerning whom numerous 
complaints had been received by various field offices, 

Ihe report of Special Agent T. M. KEESEE, 'Washington, D. C., 
dated February 14, 1941, sets out the results of investigation conducted 
in January, 1941, concerning DONALD SHEA. During this investigation, 
all people interyiewed expressed the opinion that SHEA was not financed 
try any foreign propaganda organization. SHEA is very radical and 
fanatical in his dislike for Jews and once sought the assistance of 
FRITZ KUHN and the German-American Bund for the purpose of staging 
a demonstration in Washington, D. C. 

Ihe Washington Field Officefile contains a copy of a letter 
to the Bureau from the Npw Yn-rk i eVl Pi yj si dated October 15, . 

1940, which relates that^WELBUR V jfi BEGAN,jGenoral Counsel for the ^ 
German-American Bund, tur ned 0^1 " Lu th e -ffew York Office a letter . 
which was addressed t ^WILLIAM ituEDlKE^J Iational Secretary of the 
German-American Bund. ^notostaVic copies of this letter were furnished 
to the Bureau and the Washington Field Division. Mr. KEEGAN had written 
across the face of the letter; ,r We repudiate anything and every’tiling 
that this man or his group do or say. W. V. KEEGAN, October 11, 1940." 
This letter is signed by DONALD SHEA as Director of the National Gentile 
League, 2207 K Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., and deals with a 
purported plot to initiate a slaughter campaign against Jews. Mr. 

KEEGAN stated to the New York Agent that upon receiving this letter, 
LUED1KE immediately delivered it to KEEGAN so that it might be brought 
to the FBI Office because LUEDTKE did not desire to have anything to 
• do with such a plot. 

According to the report of Special Agent KEESEE, the Metro¬ 
politan Police Department at Washington, D* C., on April 24, 1939, 
received from the II. S. S -dmfcgvgtatic copy of a letter 
which was written 1 y5 B'RIT^ fi TT ™~^CD0N.i3?&This letter is quoted " 
in Agent KEESEE'S report anareveals tnai_SHttA was attempting to 




organize a gentile rally in Washington for the purpose of embarrass¬ 
ing the King and Queen of England when they were to visit The White 
House. This letter was evidently found among the papers of FRITZ 
KUHN in his New York office when all of his material was subpoenaed 
by District Attorney THOMAS E. DEWEY. 

The Report of Special Agent KEESEE reflects an interview 
with Mr. LOUIS)\T TEN BERG, Attorney, who is unofficially connected 
with the anti-Defamation League and who has been acquainted with 
DONALD SHEA and his activities for a number of years. O-TTENBERG 
described him as a ’’crack-pot" and s tated that the German-American 
Bund and.other pro-Nazi organizations would have nothing to do with 
SHEA; that SHEA’S literature was very crude and that SHEA had been 
interviewed by OTTENBERG'S daughter under pretext and appeared to 
be harmless and in, more or less, distraught circumstances. 

Mr. PAUL RICHMAM, Washington Investigator for the Wash¬ 
ington anti-Defamation League, who has been familiar with SHEA'S 
activities, expressed the opinion that SHEA was the type of person 
that no foreign organization would have any dealing with because of 
his "crack-pot" and radical speeches. He felt sure that SHEA was 
receiving no foreign funds. 

Mr. MILES GOLDBERG, anti-Defamation League, Chicago, 
Illinois, who was in fishing ton at the time, stated that SHEA and 
Mrs. LOIS de LAFAYETTE TiASHBURN, Chicago, who will be mentioned 
later, had attempted to associate themselves and their activities 
with the German-American Bund and met with no success. 

Lieutenant HERBERT LINEBERG described SHEA as a "screw¬ 
ball". ^Lieutenant LINEBERG had for some time been in charge of 
radical"activities for the Police Department. 

It is noted from the files that DONALD SHEA is mentioned 
in connection with the American Gentile League and the Gantile 
Allied forces, relative to which brief information appears in the 
material forwarded to all Field Divisions by the Chicago Field 
Division under date of November 27, 1939, entitled, "Subversive- 
Activities General". 




7/ashington Field Office file 31-3756 reveals that in 
Decembers, 1938, DONALD SHEA, was investigated as a possible violator 
of the ^hlte Slave Traffic Act, inasmuch as two young victims had 
hitch-Mfed with him to Yfytheville, Virginia, in August, 1938. 

SHEA had stated to them that he was acquainted vdth an operator of 
a night club near Nashville, Tennessee, and would obtain them a job 
as dancers in the floor show, These girls, however, abandoned SHEA 
and both denied any immoral relations and no prosecution was 
authorized. SHEA was not interviewed. 


Washington Field Division file 47-2528 reveals that subjei 
SHEA reported to the Bureau in April, 1940, that one HARDLateHAHAN - 
had represented himself to be an undercover man for the Department. 
of Justice. Interview with SHEA revealed that SHAHAN had probably 
been attempting to frighten SHEf?,' inasmuch as he told SHEA he had 
the goods on him and was going to .put it in the hands of the prope : r 
authorities. SHAHAN had been under the influence of liquor at the 
time of the alleged impersonation, and the United States attorney 
declined prosecution.

1 ^ mSHBURN was *also affiliated with an organization 

known as the National Liberty Phrty. A letter from the Chicago Field 
Division to the ''Seattle Field Division dated December 18, 1940, re¬ 
flects thdfbn October 4, 1940, an informant, who was connected with 
the Military Intelligence Reserve, furnished information to the 
effe-ct that he had attended several meetings in Chicago of the 
National Gentile League at 4234 North Lincoln Avenue, in 1937. Ibis 
organization had been reported to the informant as a patriotic anti¬ 
communist but exclusive gentile organization. The President of it 
was Mrs. YvASHHJSN, .who was formerly a shorthand teacher at DoPaul 
University in Chicago. At the third meeting attended by informant, 
Mrs. WASHHJHN passed out some pro-HITLER postcards "We are 100$ in 
accordance with HITLER'S program and he is in favor of our work". 
Informant was aroused by these statements, expressed his vievrs and 
left. The informant further advised that some time thereafter, 

Mrs. wASH^UIffJ informed the American Gentile Protective Association 
and that he had no information concerning her except now; and then 
he receives literature from her. He further advised that in con¬ 
nection with the National Gentile League, meetings of which he at¬ 
tended in 1937, a man by the name of DONALD SHE/; appeared also to be 








a leader. The informant had heard nothing about 
until the fall of 1940, when he received a postcard from DONALD SHEA 
as Director of the National Gentile League, 2207 K Street, N. 71., 
’.Vashington, D. C. The informant later received a leaflet from SHEA 
entitled, "ROOSEVELT BEHIND HIE BARS", which was anti-Jewish in 
nature. The leaflet and card are in the files of the Washington 
Field Division. The informant had requested that his name not be 
used in /this matter, because he had reported it unofficially and not 
as a member of G-2.

CHRISTIANS was head or the organizations which possibly planned a 
forcible overthrow/ of the Government, /in apparently reliable in¬ 
formant of tfie Atlanta Fiel d Divislon f turned oyer to that office a 
letter from DONALD SHEA to (CEO K i JSTIAKr^p which the informant 

stated was a letter from n '^ L - T iD sh. jVimm in ’lashidgton, D. 

C.,, to CHRISTIANS. The letter reads as follows: "DAVID DJMJOYNE 
wall write you. He has Attorney General JACKSON, HAROLD I IKES and 
ROOSEVELT, including certain Congressmen ’behind the eight ball'. 

Get him to send you the dope on the mob". The Atlanta informant 
was unable to furnish any information concerning SHEA except that 
he was an organizer for the Crusaders. 



The DAVID D. MOYNE mentioned in the above quoted letter 
from DONALD SHEh is undoubtedly DaVID DuBOIS MAINE, Washington 
representative/of the Silver Shirt Legion of America, who was con¬ 
victed February 12, 1941, at Yiiashington, D. C., on a charge of 
forgery and pttering and also obtaining money under false pretenses. 
MAYNEAreceived concurrent sentences of one to three years, which vrere 

was placed on probation until February 12, 1944.

Tis -ptbiSTting establishment was closed tt Arkvjlle, Ncvj, 
iered into .negotiations with one HA AO Ll5jr'. : EI S BE AG and 
"with a view of selling all of his OTUUMllLiUed ''correspondence 
the Silver'Shirt Legion.

implicating members of the Dies Committee. WEISBERG end JACKSON 
have been active in opposing the Dies Committee and MAINE exhibited 
to them forged letters and v:as offered m^^-therefor. These 
negotiations were exposed on the floor House of Representa¬ 

tives and MAYNE'S conviction followed. 

Under date of May 5, 1941, the Chicago Field Division 
furnished to the Washington Field Division the original and three 
photostats of a memorandum which had been furnished by MILES M. 
GOLDBERG, Anti-Defamation League of Chicago. This memorandum is 
quoted as follows; 

"I finally did find time to get around to see DONALD SHEA 
yesterday. He introduced me to a Mr. WATTS and a Mr. TOMS or ENNS. 
WATTS is a heavy-set man about 50 years old. INNS or ENNS is about 
35 and slender. SHEA described them, as ’members of the League* . 

He showed me a letter addressed to him from Senator REYNOLDS attach¬ 
ing a letter fro^Jwalter Reed Hospital explaining to the Senator 
that JAMES HUNlp^^iJUIRE was transferred to St, Elizabeth Hospital 
because of shoregjjl^of^space at Walter Reed. The Senator's letter 
advised that he wfcs asking for a full report on the McGUIItEi case 
from the War Department. SHEA said that our friend OitVILLEfcfnLLEk 
was also a member of the National Gentile League. MILLER tlld me' 
recently that he has just been promoted to the position of labor 
foreman on the construction of the Washington National Airport and 
works from 4 P.M. to 11 P.M. or 11:30 P,M. there. (That is the new 
airport being built now known as the Gravely Point project). SHEA ’ 
announced to his friends that one member, Those name he did not re¬ 
veal, was now' employed as a guard in one of the buildings occupied’ 
by the British Purchasing Commission and that he would be able to 
do some useful work there. 

"SHEA stated that DONjtattlTT, haberdashery & clothing, 1427- 
F Street, N.7J. was working with riira *in the movement.* (You may re¬ 
call that I reporte^lhsdCEsiiS MANZENRIjtoEri refers prospective customc-: 
to Bid TT for hats) ^JD^TidJEjind GltOVEidpYEitS were cj.ose friends of 
BRITT. SHEA reportfr-fehn a e^eral government employes, distribute 
Jew-baiting stickers forViim." 

It wall be noted therein that mention is made of JAMES 
HUNTER McGUIRE. McGUIRE is an anti-Semite who has been distributing 
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propaganda in T/ashington and who is associated with JAMES TRUE, 
another anti-Semite. McGUInE AND TRUE are subjects of Washington 
Field Division File 100-108, and investigation concerning them-is 
being made in that file. 

The following is a report from the Metropolitan Police 
Department dated January 7, 1941, which contains the information 
taken from their files concerning the subject: 

"7-26-37! Quantity of Anti-Semitic literature taken 
from DONaLD SHEA, 2424 Pennsylvania Avalue, northwest, and letter 
from SHEA to Lieut.. LINEBURG, explaining the puroose of his organ¬ 
ization, the NATIONAL GENTILE LEAGUE. CP-1571. 

3- 16-39: DONALD SHEA, Incorporator of the NATIONjJ, 

GENTILE LEAGUE, headed a group that picketed the Washington Post 
Newspaper, The group carried signs reading, ’The Vu'ashington Post 
is owned by Jews', 'International Jews want war, we want war 
referendum.' 'Deport the Jewish refugees, they are usurping jobs 
and professions.', etc. DONALD SHEA wore a cap similar to that 
worn by American Legionnaires, someone jostled him, he called the 
pickets from their work, put them in cabs, and returned to 2207 K 
St., N.’tf. (SHEA had promised the pickets $1.00 for each hour of 
picketing.), CP-1627. 

4- 24-39: DONALD SHEA., Director of the National Gentile 
League, 2207 K Street, northwest, wrote a letter to FRITZ KUHN, 

FUEHRER of the GERMAN AMERICAN BUND, Box 75, Station K, JEN Y ork 
City, New York, inviting his organization to attend a GENTILE RALLY 
sponsored by SHEA, to be held on June 6th, 7th, and 8th, in the 
District of Columbia, for the purpose of embarrassing the KIIJG and 
QUEEN OF ENGLAND, and President ROOSEVELT. (The original ofmhis 
letter was seized by DEV.'EY'S office in New York). CP-1627. 

8-8-40: DONALD SHEA, addressed meeting of the GENTILE 
COMMONWEALTH PARTY, Franklin Park, criticized our aid to Great Britain 
urged building of strong defense, abolish the H.O.L.C., and JEWISH 
bankers. 15-a.-

A letter dated January 18, 1941; frfea. the Cleveland Field 
Division to the Washington Field Division reflects that Mr. GEO'aGS 
FUR1H, Anti-Defamation. League, Cleveland, Ohio, telcphonically ad¬ 
vised that. DONaLD SHEA, National Gentile League,.-was sending out 
material in very strong language.; The material is to the effect-that 
’•the nation is. heading toward revolution and destruction because the 
individual in the White House has been poisoned against ADOLPH HITLER; 
that the President is not only influenced but controlled by the Jews; 
and calling upon individuals to unite and cause pressure to be brought 
for the inpreachmcnt,of .the President. It continues that the next 
Congress will have -to abide by the will, of the people in impr.each-: 
nent. proceedings or a 'bloody revolution' will result. His letters 
allegedly continue that President ROOSEVELT is insane and should not 
.be trusted as a.leader and that if, SHEA, is supported by the people, 
he himself will go to the White House and forcibly get him out of there." 

The Washington:.Field Division files contain a complaint- 
written to the Bureau by a person signed "A Real American", in which 
it is stated that SHEA professes to be for Germany 100$ and has stated 
he would rather be under HITLER than our democracy. 

Under date of March. 10, 1941, a letter was addressed to -the

Special Agent in Charge of the Washington Field Division by M.- R. : 

ALLEN, Agent in Charge, U. S'. Secret Service, Washington, D. C. 

This letter advised that DONALD SHEA had informed the Secret Service 
that PERRY WEBIER. had cose to him, SHEA, and stated he was in sympathy 
■with Germany and advised SHEA that President ROOSEVELT should be done 
awry with. The Washington Field Division indices reflect no record 
of PLRiiY WEIMER. The letter from the Secret Service sets out the re¬ 
sults of an interview they held with WEIMER and gives background in¬ 
formation concerning TTEIMER. WEBJER, alleges that his wife, DOROTHY, 
and himself became acquainted with. AMA STASH VON SIATSKY and that 
VON SIATSKY was interested in the German Bond and is now living in 
Thompson (phonetic). The Bureau is acquainted with. VON SIATSKY as 
a White ‘Russian who is very anti-Communistic end pro-German. Accord¬ 
ing to WEIMER, his wife and VON SIATSKY had a secret affair for about 
three, years. WED4ER. is now,living in. Washington, D. C., and is 
separated from his wife.; WEIMER. advised the Secret Service that he 
had become associated with SHEA since he has been, in Washington and 
has found SHEA, to be a "crack-pot” and that he has heard SHEA make 
statements to the effect that if he cannot accomplish his purpose 
by non-violent means, he will have his boys use violence.; According 
to YJEIMER, SHEA, has stated that he could have the President killed at 
any time.; WEIMER claimed, to have been leading SHEA, along.; WEBBER 
advised the Secret Service that he would act as an informant for any 
of the Federal investigative Agencies if desired. 

The letter from the Secret Service suggested the possibility 
that the Secret Service has investigated DONALD SHEA and may at this 
tine be using DONALD SHEA, as an informant.; It is believed that at 
one tine within the recent past, the Secret Service contemplated 
prosecution against SHEA because of his threats against the President. 

A lead is being set out to contact the Secret Service for such in¬ 
formation of value as; they may have concerning SHEA and to learn if any 
prosecution is contemplated relative to SHEA by them. 

The, 'Bureau forwarded to the Washington Field Division a 
copy of a letter from the Chicago Field Division dated April. 12, 1941. 
The Chicago letter quoted a memorandum received under date of April 9, 
1941, from MILES M. GOLDBERG, Anti-Defamation League, Chicago, Illinois, 
which is likewise quoted hereafter:

Under date of January 13, 1941, Mrs.. GEORGE A. GAl&ETT, 
Bundles.for Britain, forwarded to an Agent of this office a letter 
which had been received by Bundies for Britain, fron DONALD SHEA, * 
which, enclosed a pamphlet entitled, "SHO tiANTS ’lAR?".; This material 
is in. the. TTashlngton Field Division files. 'Ihis material contained 
stickers of the National. Gentile League, Gentile Tier Veterans/ 
Association, Gentile. Commonwealth Party, showing SHEA.-as Director, 

2207 K Street, N. Ti ., Washington, D. C. ; ' The letter fron SHE/ V accuses 
England of subjecting the non English people to slavery and in general, 
was very derogatory' toward England and the Bundles for Britain, organ¬ 
ization.; It will be noted in this typewritten letter W SHEA that , 
where he uses the preposition "to", he very often spells it "too".; 
Among the crude cartoon.^ of SHEA which have, been furnished fron 
various' sources to the. Washington Field Office, there is noted one 
in which SHEA, spoils, the ore position "to" as "too".; It is.aoted 
that those cartoons are. lettered cither with, a sesall. CrusK or more 
probably with. a. flat pen.- It is noted, that rc^gdsifcsf ifross the Gear' 
gressional ‘Record, which. have been nailed to various people hef W&.,-

EXTORHON**, reflets that Mrs...J. BUttSfc«<2iT, Bandies for 
Britain, turned over to an Agent a lette^ addressed to Bandies for 
Britain Rackety Postmarked March 23, 1941, and bearing the ad¬ 
dress "Return. Too Lord. Ha Ha. Clubs, Incorporated, Europe Bandies 
for Germany".; ‘ihe letter enclosed was signed, "American See ret 
Million Committee'" and sano was written, with, a small brush-or 
large flat pen. Ihc tenor of the letter wa3'Similar to the tenor 
of the propaganda of DONALD SHEA. in. all respects.; Ihe printed 
stickers of an organization "Friends to Aid England", from their 
appearance, could have been printed with, the sane facilities as 
rare the stickers mentioned above for the National Gentile League, 
etcetera.; 


File 100-2072 also contains a letter which had been sent 
to Bandies for Britain, which bore the same stickers of "Friends to 
Aid England" and ■vhich.'read, "Please find our contribution too cause. 
Long nay England be dead". Judging from the writing, the substance 
of the communications and the taisspelling of the proposition "to", 
it appears that DONALD SHEA is the most, logical suspect in file 
100-2072..

Mrs. VERLYN TIMOTHY, wife of Major PATRICK Hr-TIMOTHY, 

15th Engineers, 9th Division, Fort Bragg, "North Carolina, was contact¬ 
ed at her apartment, Cloverleaf Apartments, Pinehurst, North. Carolina, 
in regard to her association with Mrs. HENRY CLEMENT O'BRIEN and her 
knowledge of the publication to which she subscribed. She stated 
that she first met the O'BRIENS through Lieutenant-Colonel SILKMAN 
in Washington, D.C., and went with SILKMAN to the O'BRIENS at a party 
for Captain McGUIRE. At this party .(dinner party) the O'BRIENS told 
Mrs. TIMOTHY that JAMES TRUE was a friend of -theirs and they wanted 
Mrs. TIMOTHY to meet Mr. TRUE. BUDDY GUYER, on Van Ness Avenue off 
Connecticut Avenue in Washington, D.C., Mrs. GRUENTKER and Mrs, 

TIMOTHY went to a luncheon at the O'BRIENS and after this luncheon 
went to JAMES TRUE'S office and .at this time Mrs. TIM&TKf was 
induced to sign a subscription for leaflets which JAMS^RilE -was 
publishing. JAMES TRUE was supposedly anti-Semitic but Mrs, TIMOTHY 
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believed him to be pro-Nazi. Mrs. TIMOTHY remembered 
the first pamphlet which was sent to her and found it to 
be pro-Nazi and at this time tried to phone TRUE to have 
her name withdrawn from his mailing list, but JAMBS TRUE 
did not have a phone, so Mrs, TIMOTHY got in touch with Mrs. 
.O'BRIEN and advised Mrs. O'BRIEN that she wanted to have her 
name deleted from the subscription list of JAMES TRUE, and 
also that Mrs. O'BRIEN had better get her name off the sub¬ 
scription list as her husband also was in the United States 
Army. Mrs. O'BRIEN stated to Mrs. TIMOTHY at this time that 
JAMES TRUE kept no records of subscriptions but she would see 
.if HUNTER McGUIRE would get .their names off the list. This 
was the last that Mrs. VERLYN TIMOTHY knew about the entire 
case except that she did receive the pamphlets for a short 
while thereafter. In all she received between three to five 
pamphlets and she paid $1.00 for her subscription. 

Mrs. TIMOTHY stated that she did not know the 
O'BRIENS very well, having only been to their house once or 
twice, and she has not had any correspondence vdth the O'BRIENS 
since leaving Washington. 

Mrs, TIMOTHY stated that her husband. Major PATRICK 
Tl^THY^ knew about her subscribing ,for the publication and 
thst L they all considered the entire incident as a big Joke 
and kidded each other about their pro-Nazi sumpathies, but in 
fact they all were anti-Nazi, 

Mrs. TIMOTHY had no copies of the pamphlets and 
stated she did not know what had become of them; that she had 
made no effort to save any of them. 

It is to be noted that Major PATRICK TIMOTHY has 
been in the United States Army for approximately twenty years.

Coughlin .High .School for four years and that thereafter he attended 
Foody Bible Institute, Chicago, Illinois for two years. He stated 
that he then attended Bucknell College for a year :and a half which is 
located at lewisburg, Pennsylvania, He advised that for the past 
seventeen years he has been employed by the American Stores having 
been manager of these stores at Binghampton, New fork, Johnson City, 

.New fork, Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania. He advised that he formerly 
resided at 263 Barney Street, Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania and 63 Simm 
Street, Wilkes-Barre, .Pennsylvania. 

Subject advised that he began receiving literature from Germany in 1939. 

He advised that he has 'received it constantly .from that time up .until 
December 7, 1941. He advised that he stopped receiving literature and 
propaganda ;as soon as war "was declared with Germany. 

Subject advised that be could not state definitely to the reason for his 
receiving German literature, and German propaganda .but that he believed 
he received it because of the fact that he subscribed to the National 
Labor Party .magazine, having paid for himself, which magazine Hr* SIGNER 
exhibited to the writer several copies of this magazine which be had in 
his possession, which magazine is entitled "The National American" and 
is the official origin of the American .National Labor Party which is 
published by -the Yenger Press, Inc., .305 East 46th Street, New York City, 

New York. The subject advised that the magazine is evidently an origin ' 
of the Nazi party and that he believes -that because he was a .subscriber 
to this magazine he began receiving German literature and German 
propaganda from .Germany. He advised that be did not write for any of 
this German propaganda or literature and that he never corresponded with 
the New York consulate or any German Bund or any representative of any 
German organization in the "United States. He advised that the propaganda 
and literature was sent to "him free of charge. He advised that be did not 
ever distribute any of the literature or propaganda he received and stated 
that upon receipt of the literature and propaganda be looked it over 'and 
that thereafter he immediately burned it.

Boulevard, Charleston, West Virginia, stated that he had recently- 
read an article in the September 3, 1538 issue of KEN which dis¬ 
closed some amaaing facts as far as ho was concerned. 

He stated that for the first time he learned that an 
individual toy the name of GEORGE DEATHERAGE was alleged to be im¬ 
plicated in and affiliated with organisations that were directly 
or indirectly responsible for radical movements against certain 
races and governments* He stated that he JU presently employed 
in the Frinting Division of the Carbide and Carbon Chemicals 
Corporation located at 437 McCorkle Avenue, South Charleston, West 
Virginia, and that in the extent it is desired to telephonic ally 
communicate v.ith him, he can be reached at 4131 South Charleston 
and at 24809 at his home during the evenings* 

FRANKLIN stated that he was born in Charleston, West 
Virginia., where he attended grade and high school, taking up print¬

He stated that he first met GEORGE DEATHEPaGE when ho was 
acting in the capacity of an Office Boy at the Carbide- and Carbon

men and report any information he received to the Bureau*.

'Shile conducting another official investigation, this Agent 
had to contact Major JAMES I r : HIATT who is presently Director of the 
Kanawha County Welfare Department, and he submitted to this Agent a 
September 8, 1938 issue of KEN magazine which contains an article 
entitled, "Exposing Native U* S*.

RE: THE KNIGHTS OF THE 
WHITE CAMELLIA 
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The Knights of the White Camellia organization is presently- 
headed by George Deatherage. Deatherage lives with his brother-in- 
law, C. R. Barton, in the residential district of St. Albans, West 
Virginia, known as College Hill. Deatherage maintains his office 1 
on the second floor of this home. He was born of American parents 
and the claim is made that his ancestors have been in this country 
for more than one hundred years; that his father was born at Bowling 
Green, Kentucky, while his mother was born at Ceredo, W e st Virginia. 

The father of Deatherage was connected with The American Car and 
Foundry as a foreman in the Forge Shop, located at Huntington, West 
Virginia, about fifty years ago. When the firm was enlarged the 
father of Deatherage was sent to Duluth, Minnesota, where Deatherage 
himself was born. Deatherage attended the Minnesota Technical Col¬ 
lege at Duluth, which school is now out of existence. He later 
finished an engineering course with the International Correspondence 
Schools. At one time he was general foreman of the Duluth, Minnesota, 
Steel Company, which position he gave up in 1916. He worked for one 
year for the McKenzie Railroads in Canada and was subsequently "loan¬ 
ed* to the India Iron and Steel Company with offices in London, 

England. Thereupon Deatherage went to London where he worked for 
this firm until after the termination of the World War. In connection 
with his duties with this firm in London, he travelled extensively 
in Europe. 

For five and a half years Deatherage was General Superintendent 
of the Carbide and Carbon Chemicals Corporation, South Charleston, West 
Virginia. In 1936 he severed his connections with this Corporation, at 
which time he was making a salary of $10,000 per year. The reason for 
the severance of his employment was the fact that officials of the firm 
received notice of Deatherage*s statements with reference to the Jewish 
race. The firm officials gave him the opportunity of discontinuing 
his writings or the retention of his position. Deatherage chose to 
continue his anti-Semitic undertakings and was, therefore, released 
from the firm's employment. 

Subsequent to his release from the Carbide and Carbon Chemicals 
firm Deatherage obtained employment with the California Chemicals Com¬ 
pany at Palo Alto, California. This firm was interested in an experi¬ 
ment dealing with the extraction of magnesium oxide from sea water. 





Deatherage severed his connections with this firm allegedly because 
his activities on behalf of the Knights of the White Camellia became 
so extensive that he could not give his attentions to both under¬ 
takings and preferred the latter. 

As of 1939 Deatherage i3 described as follows:

He is well poised, self-confident and apparently very well 
read. He has explained that the character of the Knights of the White 
Camellia is ar#^^|^Ist and anti-Jewish. Deatherage is opposed to 
the New Deal ii^^ion, inasmuch as he considers it Socialistic 
and Comniunistife^i|li^|s@tive and controlled by the Jews. It is 
Deatherage’s there is a Communist drive to overthrow the 

American Gover%||iuTt^ : ". , ^i is opposed to the Jewish race and to members 
of that race, stating that while there are individual Jews who are 
good citizens, as a race they are undesirable. It is Deatherage's be¬ 
lief that such individuals as the Retired General Van Horn Moseley 
and Father Coughlin are allying themselves with the growing feeling 
against the Jews. 

It has been impossible to locate a criminal record for 
Deatherage. 

Henry D. ^llen, who is associated with numerous anti-vSemitic 
and so-called vigilante organizations in the United States and who is 
well acquainted with Deatherage, has declared that Deatherage is 
definitely militaristic in his views, being anxious to organize a 
strong mil itary unit which can be brought into action in the time of 
a national crisis. He informed further that Deatherage uses the 
swastika as his emblem. 

^ The Knights of the White Camellia were established in 1863, \ 

'the National Headquarters being presently located at Post Office Box 
467, St. Albans, West Virginia.) With reference to the origin of the 
organization it has been learned that immediately following the Civil 
War the Knights of the White Camellia was formed for the purpose of re¬ 
establishing the supremacy of the white minority in the South* Its 
numerical strength was reported to exceed two million members and was 
regarded as the largest and most militant organization during the time 
immediately subsequent to the Civil War. The objects of the organization 











having been accomplished subsequent to the Civil War, the organization 
itself was temporarily disbanded. It iias£ however, been.reorganized 
and revitalized. Its membership is secret. Its immediate object and 
purpose is anti-Semitism and anti-Cas^ainicm as an organization. It 
denies that it is in any way endeavfcrliig to. promote or invite religious 
prejudice. It i^||gaimed that: 

"JudJiSSl the so called reli.gi.osi of ■ the Jew is not a 
religion in the Christian understanding. It is a political 
faith whose sole purpose is the destruction of Christianity 
and the complete domination of the world by Jews. 

.the Knights of the White Camellia wish to guarantee 

to all, the right to worship the God of his own choice. 

However, the Knights of the White Camellia are dedicated to 
the proposition that this nation shall be ruled by White Aryan 
Christian stock who are the numerical majority. And that we 
shall and privileges guaranteed us under the 

Constituti^'^$rf-^fe Bills of Rights in the traditional American 
manner to right." 

Membe^&fe?:Knights of the White Camellia 

"is limited to males of white Aryan racial stock who are 
citizens of the United States and who are firm believers in 
the Christian principals upon which this nation was founded. 


Each member i3 required to take an oath that is in keeping 
with these principals and to be prepared to defend them to their 
last drop of blood. We have no room for cowards.

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E Minimum wage laws to be enforced to eliminate sweat 
shop conditions; Unemployment insurance for all workers and 
Old Age pensions to be enacted which shall guarantee each 
deserving citizen incapable of support thru his own reasonable 
efforts, or those in his immediate family; a definite security 
at the age of sixty. This not as charity but as a right of 
citizenship." 

The skeleton organization of the Knights of the White Camellia 
provides that a Castle or Post' be created in every community within 
the nation, comprising not more than ten members. Each Castle or Post 
has a Commander selected by secret ballot, who in turn elects both 
State and National officers. It is pointed out that in an organiza¬ 
tion of this type it is not possible for any one member to betray other 
than his own immediate group. 

A fee of $2.00 is required to accompany each application for 
membership, hues of $1.00 per quarter are required; one-half of which 
is retained by the local Castle and the balance remitted to the National 
Headquarters. There are no uniforms or regalia charges. 

The Knights of the ?fhite Camellia are reported to be a non- 
.profit organization, incorporated under the laws of the State of West 
ftfcginia and that all remittances are accepted only as unconditional 
voluntary contributions. The Knights of the White Camellia publish 
Vigilante Bulletins periodically, together with other literature. 

It is claimed that the Knights of the White Camellia devote 
themselves to the education and organization of the mass of Americans 
who believe in the above principles. 

The Knights of the White Camellia claim that the plan of 
the New Deal is Communist; that while Roosevelt is an acknowledged 
humanitarian he is misguided by such men as Felix Frankfurter. The 
organization cautions against going the way of Russia, France and 
Spain. It alleges that the press of America is controlled by the 
Jews, making the distribution of the truth impossible. It claims that 
the religion of the Jews is based upon the Talmud, 

"which is really not a religion, for it is a religion 
of hate and vengeance, of viciousness and hypocracy, of the 
lusts of the flesh and the lust for gold and power — cruel 
power over every Gentile in the world." 
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The group argues that Communism is of Jewish origin and 
that 11 Communist n and "Jew" carry the same meaning. 

The Knights of the White Camellia rely upon the alleged 
utterances of Benjamin Franklin, George Washington, Abraham Lincoln 
and General Ulysses S. Grant in their railings against the Jews and 
bemoan the fact that Jews are not workers, but money-lenders, living 
from the toil of the Gentiles. The Knights borrow liberally from the 
alleged diary of Charles Pinckney of the proceedings of the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention which formed the United States and in which Benjamin 
Franklin is alleged to have prophesied that, unless "Jews were excluded 
from the country within two hundred years our descendents will be 
working in the fields to furnish them substance." 

The Knights refer also to an alleged order of General Grant 
disseminated as General Order Mo. L2, issued at Oxford, Mississippi, 
December 17, 1862, ordering all Jews to leave the areas of operations 
of the Union armies for having violated regulations of the Treasury 
Department and the further denial of trade permits to the Jews. The 
Knights hold that Communism was first brought into the world by Karl 
Marx, a Jew; that the Russian or Bolshevik revolution was financed by 
Jewish bankers in New York City and carried out by Lenin and Trotsky, 
both Jews. 


The Knights of the White Camellia publicize themselves as 
offering a "militant opportunity to ARYAN AMERICANS." The program of 
the Kni'ghts of the White Camellia is given as follows: 

"Jewish communism is insidiously endeavoring to under¬ 
mine and destroy the Christian American principles upon 
which this nation was founded. 

Let it be understood that The Knights of the White 
Camellia are, in no way, endeavoring to promote or incite 
religious prejudice. The international Jew has hidden 
behind the cry of ’religious prejudice' down through the 
ages, ever since they crucified Christ. 

Let it be understood that International Zionism, the 
so-called religion of the Jew, is not a religion in the 
Christian understanding. It is a political faith, whose 
sole purpose is the destruction of Christianity and the 
complete domination of the world by Jews, as they now 
dominate and own Russia, France, Spain and Mexico. 
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Let it be understood that The Knights of the White 
Camellia wish to guarantee to all, the rights to worship 
the God of his own choice, without gove, %ital dictation, 
such as is the rule now in Russia. 

Let it be understood that The Knights of the White 
Camellia favor the right of all, Christian and Jew, thite 
and colored, to the pursuit of life, liberty and happiness, 
each in his own place and without interfering with any other. 

The Knights of ihe White Camellia insist that, because 
of our numerical strength in this country, the nation be 
ruled entirely by whites. 

The Knights of the White Camellia mile on membership 
is that each one MUST be a white Aryan born in this country 
and a firm believer in the Christian principles upon which 
this nation was founded. 

The Knights of the White Camellia are dedicated to 
wiping out in this country all subversive movements to pledge 
themselves to be prepared to defend Christian principles and 
teachings. 

The Knights of the White Camellia are asked to take 
an oath that is in keeping with ALL Christian faiths and the 
Constitution whereby all members pledge -themselves to be 
prepared to defend Christianity and the Constitution to their 
last drop of blood. 

IF you are an Aryan, born of WHITE parents in this 
country, you are eligible for membership in The Knights of 
the White Camellia and- should join at once with hundreds 
of thousands of other Christian Americans in preparing to 
defend your nation, ; ^^® church, your home and your women¬ 
folk from the presifijl. threat of ruin from Jewish 

communism." 

The publication entitled "The White Knight" is the official 
organ of the Knights of the White Camellia. "The White Knight" is 
published at Charleston, West Virginia, on occasions by The Knight v 

\ 








Organization Associates, Incorporated. It is non-sectarian, non¬ 
partisan, and militantly constitutional American. Its editor on 
one occasion was Ronald B. Beall, while on another occasion its 
editor was Howard J. Carson. It appears that the first issue of 
"The White Knight" was that which appeared on August 15, 1936, and 
which was styled "The Jew Deal Issue." It was published under the 
authority of "The Knights of the White Camellia, Copyrighted 1936 
by Knights Organization Associates, Inc." The only other issue of 
"The White Knight" known to have been published is that dated Septem¬ 
ber, 1936, styled "The Christian American Issue," which deals to a 
large extent with the allegation that the Russian or Bolshevik 
Revolution was financed by international Jewry. . v . > <

In publishing the issue of "The jSfhite Knight" for August 
15, 1936, the publishers acknowledged their appreciation for the 
services of Elizabeth Dilling, James^True, Michael Ahearne and 
Robert Edward Edmondson. Elizabeth'is the author of two books 
entitled "The Red Network" and "The Roosevelt Red Record and Its 
Background." James True is the head of the James True Associates, 
an anti-Semitic and anti-Communist organization located in Washington, 
D. C. He is the publisher of Industrial Control Reports. 

Michael Ahearne is co-author of "The Handout" a comprehensive 
survey of what the Dole j*£8lly is. Edmondson is a reported publicist, 
and economist, publishing a weekly service "replete with condensed 
fact about th& £!ajBS«n£stic JEW." 

"The Jew Deal Issue" of "The White Knight" is devoted to an 
expose of the leading Jewish officials in the United States Government.

"The White Knight" for September 1936 declared: 

"Again we make clear the point that we are NOT against all 
Jews but only Communistic Jews and their sympathizers. Those 
that are daily giving them aid and comfort." 

The Knights of the White Camellia propose the following creed 
which is called "THE AMERICANS 1 CREED": 

"I believe in the UnloadJ5tates of America as a Government 
of the people, by the people* people; whose just powers are 

derived from the governed: Demc- l in a Republic: a sovereign 
nation of many sovereign stateJ||pl|larfect union, one and in¬ 
separable; established upon those principles of freedom, equality, 
justice and humanity for which American patriots sacrificed their 
lives and fortunes. 

I therefore believe it is my duty to my country to love 
it, to support its constitution; to obey its laws; to respect 
its flag; and to defend it against all enemies." 

Information has been received that the Knights of the White 
Camellia movement is confined almost exclusively to the State of West 
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Virginia and perhaps a small part of Southern Ohio. It is reported that 
one symbol of membership is the placing of a Waltham watch sticker on 
store windows and in windows of automobiles. The other^ and principal 
symbol is the White Camellia. The organization center^ itself entirely 
around the person of George Deatherage. Information confidentially ob¬ 
tained is to t he effect that Deatherage claim^' a membership of approxi¬ 
mately 10,000 persons. This statement, however, is without verification. 
Deatherage is reported to lean toward the f Hitler type of dictatorship. 

It has been reported that Deatherage makes occasional trips to Mexico 
yia California. Deatherage has been known on occasions to attends what 
^ are termed "Council Meetings" in Washington, J}. C. of Siivershirt repre¬ 
sentatives. It is claimed that Deatherage 'Is a member of the inner 
circle of all Fascist groups/in America, (jle has no visible means of 
support.^ Deatherage explained to an informant that the Knights of the 
White Camellia were originally the select group within the Ku Klux Klan. 
It is said that Deatherage maintain^approximately six rifles and three 
revolvers in his home. The members of the Knights of the White Camellia 
reportedly receive^rfo military training. Deatherage is said to dis^' 
tribute/the literature of William Dudley Pelley and James True. It is. 
'now-reported that Deatherage has no regular publication. He maintainin' 
no printing presses and whatever printing is done is hired. It is said 
that the publication, "The White Knight" is now suspended. 

Deatherage is also the head of an organization known as the 
American Nationalist Confederation, a coalition of Christian anti-Com- 
munist organizations. It is understood that this body was formed in 
August, 1937, at Kansas City, Missouri, by representatives of the 
various patriotic organizations who believe an amalgamation of such 
patriotic groups to be essential. At this meeting George Deatherage X) . »i- 
was appointed the leader of the body. From a confidential source it is' 
reported that the purpose of this new organization was not the obtaining 
of new members, but the amalgamation of various u patriotic societies,’ 
having common aims and common purposes. It -has-been confidentially 
learned that this organization has-not had A; a great measure of success. 

In September 1937 the letterhead of the American Nationalist 
Confederation disclosed that it had offices in Boston, New York, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., Chicago, Houston, Miami, Savannah, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. ‘IOne address given was Box 430, Glendale, California, 
with Miss Frances Maxey as Secretary.'?

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On occasions the American Nationalist Confederation publishes <L 
"The News Bulletin." In its own language in its publication of March 
12, 1938, "The News Bulletin" is described as# 

"An independent periodical, printing *5518 Jy$m Behind 
the News,* upholding the principles of Ammicnjilsa aryl the. 
republican form of government—as opposed ivit-b* mSwaPSiVia 
forces of internationalism (already dominating press and' 
communications) now attempting to control the federal govern¬ 
ment ." 

The same publication points out that it is published weekly 
by the American Nationalist Confederation at St. Albans, West Virginia, 
Post Office Box 467, subscription rate $2.50 for six months. 

The American Nationalist Confederation, which will be referred 
to hereinafter as the Confederation, proposes) that the only workable 
answer to all, present problems^is the 

"return of America to Americans through a re-awakened 
Nationalism, and the construction of the State, wherein Capital, 
Labor and the Consumer are represented for nation-wide service." 

It is further proposed that: 

“The present control of the Federal Government, press, 
radio, movies, and business in general must be taken from the 
hands of International Jews." 

The suggestion is made that the remedy mufjt be drastic, and 
complete but purely American in its character and. that a ro •awakened 
Nationalism is the only reply. 

The organization suggests’' that there is sufficient wealth with¬ 
in the nation to guarantee every worker a minima annual .income of not 
less than $100 a month; that there is sufficient ssefeXth within the nation 
to take decent care of those workers physically -unable le work. It id [. 
stated that: 

"The American Nationalist Confederation has set these 
essential matters as their goal. The platform is constructed 
to give America back to its own people, and to see that each 
worker is placed above want." 
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In carrying out these aims it id stated that the American 


"must believe and they must be willing to sacrifice in 
giving obedience and service to that leadership.” 

The organization further states: 

"America for Americans must be the slogan on which the 
battle is fought. Control of International Jewry must be 
forever destroyed, and the present corrupt political system 
on which it feeds must be destroyed also.......... The time 

has come to act, on a comprehensive militant plan, involving 
not only political action but that of protecting your home 
and family from those that would take it from you - through 
bribery and deceit." 

The Confederation is in agreement with the Mexican Nationalists, 
also known as the Gold Shirts, who are led by Pablo L. Delgado. 

The Confederation also disseminates some propaganda with reference 
to the National Socialist party of Germany. The Confederation declared 
that many untruths have been spread in America relative to the aims and 
ideal3 of the Socialist Party in Germany, for which reason it was con¬ 
sidered pertinent to reprint the program presented by Adolf Hitler and 
published by the Party in Munchen, February 24, 1920. It is pointed out 
that the text of this program is constructed to combat the Jewish-led 
New Deal in Germany. In presenting the entire program the Confederation 
inquires "Might the same program fit the United States?" 

The Confederation recommends that "patriots should back the 
Silvershirts." It is recommended that persons subscribe to the weekly 
publication "LIBERATION," published by the Pelley Publishers. 

'The Confederation likewise recommends the reading of the pub- 
licaMbsf-S : :Robert Edward Edmondson. It ‘"is also recommended by the 

that persons read "The World Hoax" by E. Elmhurst, which 
repCti'i^ixjVfsKows the tie-up between Communism and World Jewry. The 
Confederation further suggest^the following reading material:

It is understood that the American Nationalist Confedera¬ 
tion "News Bulletin” commenced publication on or about January, 1938, 
and that in a period of about two months it had built up a considerable 
circulation. It was found that bundles of "The News Bulletin" were being 
sent to China, Canada, Germany and England. 

Deatherage in the conduct of his two undertakings, the 
Knights of the White Camellia and the American Nationalist Confederation, 
assisted by one ¥. M. Kositsin, who is reportedly a Russian. 

It has been disclosed that George Deatherage has con¬ 
nections with the German-American Bund, the Silvershirts, the Britons 
(an organization in England headed by Henry Hamilton Beamish), American 
Liberty Party (headed by Frank Clark of Tacoma, Washington, a disgruntled 
Silvershirt), Militant Christian Patriots, American League for Christian 
Women, James True Associates and the Mexican Nationalist movement or 
Gold Shirts.
